The  Purpose  of  the  Institution 


HE  State  Normal  School  at  Valley  City,  North 
Dakota,  is  maintained  by  the  State  for  the 
purpose  of  training  teachers.  The  curricu- 
lum and  regulations  of  the  school  are  form- 
ulated, therefore,  with  a  direct  reference  to 
this  double  purpose — the  instruction  and 
training  of  teachers.  The  studies  are  se- 
lected with  reference  to  their  pedagogical 
value.  It  is  not  the  aim  to  give  a  mere  academic  view  of  them. 
The  school  does  aim  to  give  the  students  a  teacher's  view  of 
each  subject,  in  order  that  he  may  be  efficient  in  the  education 
of  others. 

The  teacher's  knowledge  is  three-fold:  first,  of  subject 
matter;  second,  a  knowledge  of  the  subject  to  be  taught;  third, 
a  knowledge  of  methods  of  procedure;  this  to  be  acquired  as 
an  art  in  the  training  school.  These  are  the  three  ends,  but  to 
make  these  three  ends  efficient,  the  school  takes  great  pains 
that  all  candidates  for  its  diploma  are  persons  of  high  character. 

By  its  practice  in  teaching  and  by  its  careful  supervision 
of  the  student's  life  and  work  in  the  outside  activities  of  the 
school,  the  institution  hopes  to  initiate  its  students  into  life  and 
to  give  them  a  knowledge  of  the  ways  of  the  world  so  as  to 
make  them  intelligent  and  interested  citizens  in  the  communi- 
ties where  they  teach. 

Thorough  scholarship  results  from  interested  activity  on 
the  part  of  the  student  directed  by  special  instruction.  In- 
structors in  a  Nonnal  School  should  be  specialists  in  subject 
matter  as  well  as  expert  teachers.  This  school,  fortunately, 
has  such  a  corps  of  instructors,  teachers  as  well  as  specialists. 

Commenius  says,  "Let  the  things  that  have  to  be  done  be 
learned  in  doing  them."  Real  skill  in  teaching  can  best  be  ac- 
quired by  teaching.  Abundant  opportunity  is  afforded  in  the 
model  school  for  practice  in  the  art  of  teaching,  the  observa- 
tion of  children  and  of  expert  teaching. 

But  the  practice  art  must  be  founded  upon  rational  theory. 
The  professional  department  of  the  institution  offers  ample 
opportunity  for  the  study  of  Psychology,  particularly  child 
psychology,  educational  theory,  the  observation  of  children  in 
the  school  of  practice,  the  kindergarten,  and  the  play  ground. 

The  atmosphere  and  discipline  of  the  school  are  such  as 
to  influence  the  lives  of  students  wholesomely,  to  advance  the 
standard  of  teaching,  to  elevate  the  teachers  and  through  the 
teacher  his  work,  and  to  promote  the  interests  of  the  state  by 
a  general  advance  of  intelligence,  morality,  and  culture  of  the 
people.

VALLEY  CITY  NORMAL  SCHOOL 
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The  Rural  Teacher  has  conditions  and  problems  to  face 
that  the  grade  teacher  in  the  city  does  not  have.  The  State 
Legislature  of  1909  authorized  a  special  course  for  the  training 
or  rural  teachers.  This  course  extends  over  ten  and  a  half 
months  and  those  who  complete  it  receive  a  second  grade  cer- 
tificate valid  in  any  county  of  the  state. 

First  Grade  Certificate  Course 

The  rules  of  the  State  Board  of  Examiners  enables  us  to 
offer  a  First  Grade  Certificate  Course  of  one  year  beyond  the 
present  ''Rural  Course."   We  suggest  the  following  as  a  basis : 

A  year  of  Elementary  Algebra. 

A  year  of  Physics. 

A  term  of  Psychology. 

A  year  of  Drawing  and  Chorus. 

A  year  of  Domestic  Science  and  Manual  Training  or  a 
year  of  either  one  of  them. 
Two  terms  of  Rhetoric. 

However,  the  student  could  modify  this  course  to  some  ex- 
tent, so  as  to  secure  Agriculture,  Nature  Study  (Botany),  or 
Plane  Geometry,  if  so  desired.  The  two  terms  of  Rhetoric 
are  not  a  part  of  the  Examiners'  requirements,  but  are  here 
suggested  in  the  feeling  that  some  training  in  the  use  of  Eng- 
lish should  be  a  part  of  any  First  Grade  Certificate  Course. 

On  completion  of  this  course  the  student  who  has  had 
eight  months'  successful  experience  in  teaching  will  (be  award- 
ed) receive  a  First  Grade  Certificate;  the  student  of  no  ex- 
perience will  receive  a  Second  Grade  Certificate,  to  be  ex- 
changed for  a  First  Grade  Certificate  as  soon  as  he  has  secured 
the  eight  months'  experience.

The  above  outline  shows  how  a  student  may  start  in  the 
Fall  term  of  the  first  year  and  complete  all  studies  of  the  Ele- 
mentary course  in  four  years.  But  students  may  start  any 
term,  as  all  the  studies  of  the  first  year  are  offered  each  term. 
It  is  best,  however,  to  begin  in  the  Fall  term,  since  the  second 
and  third  year  studies  begin  only  in  the  Fall  term. 

The  intending  student  will  notice  that  five  electives  are 
permitted  in  this  course.  This  means  that  he  may,  where 
electives  are  indicated,  select  his  studies  from  any  of  the  sub- 
jects offered  in  the  institution.  In  addition  to  the  studies 
mentioned  in  the  above  outline,  he  may  take  five  units  in  the 
Commercial  branches,  or  five  terms  in  Domestic  Science,  or 
five  terms'  work  in  Manual  Training,  or  any  combination  of 
these  studies.  It  is  recommended,  however,  that  he  take  all 
of  his  electives  in  one  line  of  work.  The  student  is  also  re- 
minded that  he  should  begin  any  such  course  of  electives  as 
soon  as  possible  in  his  school  career,  and  as  may  be  arranged 
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for  him  by  his  faculty  adviser.  It  will  be  observed  that  the 
students  has  two  full  years  of  electives,  and  if  he  chooses  to 
remain  in  the  school  five  years  and  take  either  the  advanced 
or  one  of  the  special  courses,  he  may  prosecute  his  special 
electives  through  three  years. 

It  is  required  that  the  student  presented  for  graduation 
have  60  term  credits,  54  of  which  are  required  as  indicated  in 
the  outline,  the  remaining  six  he  may  elect  from  the  following 
list:  Latin,  German,  Social  Science,  Manual  Training,  Do- 
mestic Science,  English  Literature,  Expression,  Commercial 
Study,  Sciences,  Advanced  Agriculture. 

1.  Standings  in  individual  certificate  subjects  in  any  of 
the  subjects  in  the  above  course  will  be  accepted  by  the  State 
Board  of  Examiners  in  lieu  of  examination  by  that  board  on 
the  following  conditions : 

(a)  Standing  must  be  75  per  cent,  or  over. 

(b)  Standing  must  be  on  the  entire  subject. 

(c)  Standings  over  three  years  old  will  not  be  accepted. 

(d)  These  facts  and  conditions  and  the  time  the  subject 
was  pursued  will  be  certified  by  the  registrar  of  the  State  Nor- 
mal School  on  blanks  furnished  by  the  Board  of  Examiners. 

The  above  refers  to  regular  subjects  required  either  for  a 
first  grade  elementary  or  a  second  grade  elementary  certificate, 
so  that  the  students  who  enter  upon  the  four  year  course  and 
for  any  reason  are  prevented  from  completing  it  may  use  their 
standings,  so  far  as  they  have  gone,  to  secure  their  certificate.

The  One- Year  Elementary  Course  for  Graduates  of  High 
Schools  consists  of  the  work  indicated  just  above.  In  all,  15 
term  credits,  all  of  which  are  required.  Every  study  is  offered 
every^  term,  so  that  a  High  School  graduate  may  enter  any 
term  in  the  year  and  complete  the  course  after  three  term's  at- 
tendance. Two  Summer  Schools  count  as  one  term.  No  work 
done  in  High  School  is  accepted  as  a  substitute  for  any  of  the

similar  Normal  Schools. 

2.  This  course  gives  the  High  School  graduate  a  very 
good  elementary  training  for  teaching  in  the  grades  of  our 
rural  and  village  schools.  It  confers  a  professional  certificate 
of  the  2nd  grade  which  is  valid  for  five  years,  but  the  Normal 
School  earnestly  recommends  High  School  graduates  to  enter 
upon  the  two  year  advanced  or  special  courses,  if  his  time  and 
resources  will  permit,  for  the  reason  that  the  latter  course  se- 
cures a  profession  certificate  valid  for  life  and  may  enter  upon 
a  kind  of  teaching  much  more  congenial  and  much  better  paid. 

High  School  students  without  a  diploma  from  a  first  class 
High  School  may  enter  upon  this  course  providing  they  have 
15  year  credits  as  certified  by  the  High  School  Board  of  the 
state.  Those  who  have  less  than  the  15  High  School  certificates 
will  be  required  to  make  up  the  shortage  in  the  Normal  School. 

Graduates  from  second  and  third  class  High  Schools  will 
be  admitted  to  advanced  standing  on  the  four  year  course  ac- 
cording to  the  number  of  credits  brought  from  their  High 
School  as  certified  to  by  the  superintendent.

The  total  number  of  credits  required  for  graduation  from  the 
five  year  course  is  72,  18  or  one-fourth  of  which  are  elective.

The  High  School  Graduate  in  arranging  his  work  in  this 
course  should  observe  that  he  is  required  to  take  two  out  of 
the  following  courses,  namely,  6,  7,  and  13  as  listed  above,  but 
he  has  free  election  for  the  rest. 

By  this  arrangement  the  High  School  student  in  two 
years  becomes  qualified  as  a  teacher  and  may  specialize  by 
electing  twelve  terms  work  in  a  single  group  of  studies,  or  in 
two  groups  that  support  each  other,  and  thus  becomes  qualified 
to  a  certain  extent,  to  do  High  School  teaching. 

The  work  outlined  above  for  the  advanced  course  is 
not  offered  in  the  Summer  term,  and  it  is  especially  desired  that 
students  who  come  from  the  High  School  to  take  the  two  year 
course  should  plan  to  take  their  work  in  year  units.  The  High 
School  graduates  will  thus  have  five  subjects  per  term  the  first 
year  and  four  subjects  per  term  the  last  year.  Not  more  than 
this  number  can  be  permitted  to  any  student. 

Graduates  of  Normal  Schools  who  have  had  the  work 
represented  by  Course  HI.,  the  elementary  one  year  course  for 
High  School  graduates,  may  enter  upon  the  advanced  course 
without  examination  and  complete  it  in  one  year. 

The  diploma  awarded  on  completion  of  this  course  is  a 
second  grade  professional  for  two  years,  and  after  nine  months 
experience  the  holder  receives  a  second  grade  professional  cer- 
tificate valid  for  life. 
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The  school  urges  all  intending  students  to  consider  the  ad- 
vantages of  the  Advanced  Course  on  account  of  the  higher 
scholarship  it  gives  them  and  the  greater  efficiency  as  teachers, 
and  when  they  become  such  the  superior  grade  of  situation  and 
the  consequent  larger  compensation  received  in  the  work.

The  two  year  special  courses  are  based  upon  graduation 
from  a  first  class  High  School.  Regular  Normal  School  grad- 
uates from  the  elementary  four-3^ear  course  or  elementary  one 
year  course  may  finish  any  of  the  special  courses  in  one  year. 

The  diploma  from  any  of  the  special  courses  will  have  the 
same  value  as  a  teachers'  certificate  as  the  advanced  diploma. 

No  student  shall  receive  the  special  certificate  or  diploma 
except  upon  the  completion  of  the  five-year  course  of  the  Nor- 
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mal  school,  or  two  years  of  work  in  the  Normal  School  in  ad- 
vance of  a  first  class  High  School  curriculum. 

If  there  are  not  enough  graduates  of  first  class  High 
schools  applying  for  any  of  the  special  courses  to  fill  up  the 
classes,  a  few  special  students  not  having  this  qualification  may 
be  admitted  to  the  work  but  not  with  the  expectation  of  gradu- 
ation. 

General  Admission  Requirements 

All  candidates  for  admission  to  the  Normal  School  must 
be  15  years  of  age,  in  good  health,  of  sound  mind  and  good 
moral  character.  After  admission,  should  lack  of  health,  char- 
acter or  fitness  for  teaching  reveal  itself,  the  student  will  be 
asked  to  withdraw. 

Students  who  can  not  show  completion  of  an  eighth  grade 
and  who  do  not  hold  teachers'  certificate  may  enter  upon  ex- 
amination in  Arithmetic,  Grammar,  Geography  and  United 
States  History.  The  penmanship  and  spelling  of  those  who 
take  the  examinations  will  be  judged  from  their  papers  on  the 
other  subjects.  Any  person  holding  a  teacher's  certificate  will 
be  admitted  to  courses  L,  H.,  or  IV.,  without  examination. 

Students  who  reveal  a  conspicuous  deficiency  in  either 
written  or  oral  English  after  admission  will  not  be  permitted  to 
graduate  until  they  have  made  up  the  deficiency,  and  at  any 
stage  of  his  progress,  such  a  student  may  be  assigned  to  special 
classes  in  English. 

Steps  on  Entering 

1.  Go  to  the  business  office,  pay  the  enrollment  fee  and 
secure  the  enrollment  blank. 

2.  Pass  to  the  registrar's  desk  who  will  assign  the  fac- 
ulty adviser  and  mark  his  name  on  your  enrollment  blank. 

3.  Pass  to  the  bookkeeper's  desk,  if  an  occupant  of  the 
dormitories,  and  pay  the  first  month's  board  bill. 

4.  In  the  office  of  your  adviser,  fill  out  completely  the  in- 
formation called  for  on  the  left  hand  side  of  the  enrollment 
blank. 

5.  See  your  faculty  adviser,  at  once,  with  the  enrollment 
blank  in  hand.  With  him,  discuss  your  plans  for  your  educa- 
tion. He  will  assign  you  classes  in  harmony  with  your  gen- 
eral ambition,  writing  them  on  the  right  hand  side  of  the 
blank. 

6.  Submit  your  blank  as  filled  out  by  your  adviser  to  the 
reviewing  committee  to  be  criticised  and  formally  approved. 

7.  Report  to  classes  assigned  you  the  day  following  en- 
rollment. 
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Advanced  Standing 

Examination  for  advanced  standing  will  be  permitted  in 
the  case  of  work  claimed  to  have  been  done  elsewhere  but  for 
which  satisfactory  credentials  are  not  submitted.  In  such 
cases,  the  student  secures  the  joint  permission  of  the  teacher 
of  the  subject  and  the  president  of  the  school,  pays  a  special 
examination  fee  of  fifty  cents,  and  on  presentation  of  the  re- 
ceipt there  for  to  the  instructor  in  charge,  the  examination  will 
be  given. 

Examination  for  students  in  the  common  school  subjects 
will  be  permitted  only  to  teachers  with  at  least  nine  months  ex- 
perience after  having  taken  the  first  term's  work  in  any  subject 
in  this  school.  Should  their  work  in  this  first  term  prove  satis- 
factory to  the  instructor  in  charge,  the  student  may  be  granted 
the  privilege  of  completing  the  remainder  of  the  subject  by  ex- 
amination. 

Credits  not  to  exceed  six  in  number  will  be  allowed  for 
work  done  in  colleges  or  secondary  schools  in  subjects  not  in- 
cluded in  the  Normal  School  course  of  study  and  not  sectarian 
or  denominational.  This  number  of  subjects  accepted  would, 
of  course,  absorb  the  student's  electives  in  the  regular  four 
year  or  five  year  courses. 

Promotion 

A  student's  record  is  made  from  his  daily  work  and  occas- 
ional tests.  The  standings  secured  on  daily  work  is  doubled, 
to  that  is  added  the  average  standing  secured  in  tests,  and  the 
final  standing  is  determined  by  dividing  this  sum  by  three. 

Those  who  regularly  make  a  class  standing  of  90  per  cent 
or  over  are  exempt  from  certain  examinations  but  not  more 
than  12  per  cent  of  any  class  may  be  so  exempt. 

Seventy-five  per  cent  is  the  passing  grade  in  all  subjects 
except  Spelling.  In  this  subject,  a  standing  above  95  per  cent 
for  one  tenn  or  90  per  cent  for  three  terms  is  required  for  two 
consecutive  terms.  Those  who  fail  in  any  term's  work  will  be 
required  to  take  it  again  on  such  conditions  as  the  instructor 
may  impose. 

In  a  Normal  School  preparing  students  for  teaching,  pro- 
motion and  graduation  will  be  made  with  reference  to  the  stu- 
dent's ability  as  a  teacher,  his  power  to  organize  the  subject  as 
well  as  upon  his  general  scholarship.  Scholarship,  however, 
must  be  thorough  and  comprehensive. 
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Graduation 

Students  who  complete  any  of  the  several  courses  of  study 
and  who  have  given  evidence  of  scholarship,  teaching  skill,  per- 
sonal character  and  behavior,  as  well  as  ability  will  be  gradu- 
ated and  awarded  a  diploma  appropriate  to  his  curriculum. 

Those  who  complete  Course  11.  must  present  60  term 
credits  for  graduation,  for  completion  of  Course  III.,  15 
credits  are  required.  Candidates  for  graduation  from  Course 
IV.  must  present  72  credits  and  from  Course  V.  27,  15  of 
which  represent  the  required  units  in  the  one  year  elementary 
course  and  12  must  relate  to  the  specialty  chosen. 

No  diploma  will  be  granted  any  student  who  has  not  been 
a  resident  in  the  Normal  School  and  taken  a  course  of  at 
least  one  year.  Those  who  expect  to  pass  to  the  teaching  pro- 
fession by  examination  should  apply  to  the  State  Board  of  Ex- 
aminers. 

All  the  student's  work  must  be  performed  before  the  form- 
alities of  graduation,  nor  will  any  student  be  peniiitted  to  plead 
any  rule  of  this  circular  nor  statement  made  by  any  member  of 
the  faculty  for  not  completing  the  entire  work  of  his  course. 

The  Diploma  Accredited 

The  diploma  granted  on  the  completion  of  the  Advanced 
or  Five  Year  curriculum  of  the  State  Normal  School  or  its 
equivalent  the  Two  Year  Curriculum  for  High  School  gradu- 
ates for  two  years,  and  after  nine  months  successful  experience 
in  teaching,  the  holder  of  this  diploma  shall  be  entitled  to  a 
second  grade  profession  certificate  valid  for  life. 

The  diploma  granted  on  the  completion  of  the  Four  Year 
Curriculum  of  the  State  Normal  School,  or  its  equivalent  the 
One  Year  curriculum  for  High  School  graduates  shall  be  ac- 
credited as  a  professional  certificate  of  the  second  grade  for 
two  years,  and  after  nine  months  successful  experience  in  teach- 
ing, the  holder  of  this  diploma  shall  be  entitled  to  a  second 
grade  professional  certificate  valid  for  five  years  and  renew- 
able in  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Examiners. 

Those  who  complete  the  ten  and  one-half  months  curri- 
culum for  rural  school  teachers  shall  be  entitled  to  a  second 
grade  elementary  certificate. 

The  diploma  from  any  of  the  several  special  courses  will 
be  accredited  as  are  the  diplomas  of  the  regular  Advanced  or 
Five  Year  Curriculum. 
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Credits 

A  subject  carried  one  term  of  three  months  is  a  unit.  The 
standing  granted  for  the  completion  of  such  a  unit  is  a  credit. 
Subjects  carried  through  the  year  are  often  called  a  course, 
recitations  in  such  cases  being  daily  five  times  per  week. 
What  in  this  circular  is  referred  to  usually  as  course  of  study 
should  properly  be  called  curriculum. 

General  Regulations 

Each  student  should  be  guided  by  his  faculty  adviser  in 
the  choice  and  arrangements  of  studies.  It  is  also  best  to  take 
subjects  up  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  presented  in  the 
course  of  study.  Students  who  enter  upon  a  three  term  subject 
are  expected  to  take  the  three  terms  in  succession,  if  in  school 
unless  they  are  excused  by  the  faculty. 

Five  regular  subjects  per  term  is  the  maximum  limit  for 
each  student  to  carry.  If  the  student  wishes  more  than  this 
number,  he  must  secure  the  vote  of  the  faculty  by  a  written 
requisition  to  the  faculty  committee  on  petitions.  Students 
who  make  a  low  average  in  any  subject  may  be  required  to 
take  fewer  than  five  subjects. 

No  work  done  in  High  School  can  be  accepted  by  the 
Normal  School  to  shorten  the  time  of  any  course,  but  no  stu- 
dent will  be  required  to  repeat  work  accomplished  in  High 
School,  but  will  be  expected  to  take  some  subject  recommended 
by  his  faculty  adviser  as  a  substitute. 

Absence  from  a  recitation  reduces  the  student's  final  stand- 
ing 1  per  cent,  if  he  presents  a  reasonable  excuse;  2  per  cent  if 
the  reason  for  his  absence  is  unsatisfactory  to  the  instructor. 
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Departments 

Agriculture 

Mr.  James  Mr.  Henry 

Agricultlike  I.  One  Term.  Elementary.  An  elective 
course  repeated  each  summer  term.  The  plant;  requirements 
for  its  growth,  plant  propagation  and  farm  crops ;  the  nature, 
formation,  cultivation,  and  fertility  of  soils ;  fruits,  trees,  and 
ornamental  shrubbery  adapted  to  North  Dakota.  Simple  lab- 
oratory work,  suitable  for  the  common  schools  and  requiring 
little  apparatus.   Text:   Warren's  Elements  of  Agriculture. 

Agriculture  II  Tzvo  terms.  Fall  and  spring.  Re- 
quired of  those  pursuing  the  Rural  Teachers'  Course.  The 
aim  is  to  interest  the  student  in  rural  life,  cause  him  to  believe 
in  its  wholesomeness  and  possibilities,  and  give  him  a  knowl- 
edge of  the  elements  of  agriculture.  The  course  covers  the 
same  subjects  that  are  covered  by  the  course  designated  by 
''Agriculture  III,"  but  less  time  is  spent  upon  laboratory 
work,  and  the  subjects  are  treated  in  a  briefer  manner.  Text: 
Warren's  "Elements  of  Agriculture." 

Agriculture  III.  One  Year.  Required  of  all  regular 
first  year  students  in  the  four  year  elementary  course.  The 
first  term  is  devoted  to  a  study  of  the  plant,  its  growth,  propa- 
gation, germination  of  seeds  ,identification,  and  scoring ;  a  few 
type  farm  crops;  identification  and  study  of  weeds  with  meth- 
ods of  eradication;  common  fruits  of  the  region,  considering 
planting,  pruning,  and  general  care;  ornamental  trees,  shrubs 
and  vines,  houseplants,  etc.,  suitable  for  home  and  school 
grounds.  The  second  term  deals  with  the  principles  of  feed- 
ing farm  animals,  history  of  a  few  main  breeds,  their  chief 
characteristics  and  uses ;  dairying,  with  attention  to  the  care 
of  milk  on  the  farm,  the  Babcock  test,  etc.  The  third  term 
has  to  do  with  soils,  their  nature,  formation,  texture,  composi- 
tion, and  classification;  effect  of  cultivation,  drainage,  and 
rotation  of  crops ;  soil  fertility,  with  special  attention  to  the 
essential  plant  foods,  their  abundance,  and  source.  Three  hours 
a  week  of  recitation,  and  four  hours  a  week  of  laboratory  ex- 
ercises and  field  work,  including  school  garden  and  experiment 
plots.  Texts :  Brook's  Agriculture,  Agriculture  Bulletins,  and 
Year  Books  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture. 

Agriculture  TV.  Tzvo  years.  Seven  periods  a  week. 
Designed  for  those  who  elect  agriculture  as  the  special  sub- 
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ject  in  the  five  year  course.  Much  the  same  subjects  are  con- 
sidered as  in  the  one-year  course,  but  in  a  more  detailed  and 
advanced  way.  The  laboratory  work  is  more  extensive  and 
more  time  is  devoted  to  it.   The  work  is  divided  as  follows : 

First  Year.  First  term:  The  Plant  and  Farm  Crops. 
Study  of  the  plant,  requirements  of  plant  growth,  propagation, 
identification,  germination,  and  scoring  of  seeds ;  their  selection, 
care,  etc.;  identification  study  of  most  injurious  weeds  and 
their  seeds,  with  methods  of  combating  them;  a  few  special 
farm  crops,  as  corn ;  description  of  main  varieties,  scoring  and 
grading,  cultivation,  uses,  place  in  rotation,  etc.  Second  term : 
The  physical  nature  of  soils ;  their  formation,  function,  origin, 
and  wasting ;  texture,  composition,  and  kinds  ;  capillarity,  osmo- 
sis, and  diffusion  in  their  relation  to  the  soil  and  plants ;  soil, 
water,  air,  temperature;  drainage;  physical  effects  of  tillage 
and  fertilizers.  Text:  "Soils"  Lyon  &  Fippin.  Third  term: 
Fruits,  the  location,  planting,  tillage,  protection,  and  general 
care  of  trees  and  small  fruits ;  diseases  and  injurious  insects. 
Landscape  gardening ;  simple  rules  of  planting  with  several 
trees  and  shrubs  adapted  to  this  state.  Propagation;  seedage, 
cuttage,  layerage,  and  grafting.  Window  boxes  and  school 
gardens;  laboratory  and  garden  work.  Text :  Green's  Popular 
Fruit  Growing. 

Second  Year.  Fourth  term :  A  study  of  farm  animals. 
Horses,  draft  and  road ;  cattle,  beef  and  dairy ;  hogs,  fat  or  lard 
and  bacon.  Sheep,  mutton  and  wool.  Poultry,  meat,  general 
purpose,  eggs.  History  of  main  breeds;  economy  of  different 
types  ;  their  management  and  care.  Fifth  term :  Animal  feed- 
ing. Food  principles,  digestive  system  of  farm  animals ;  func- 
tion of  nutrients  ;  food  stuffs  ;  nutritive  ratio ;  balanced  rations  ; 
feeding  of  growing  and  work  animals.  Dairying;  composition 
and  care  of  milk;  its  bacteria;  Babcock  test;  individual  differ- 
ences of  dairy  cows ;  economy  of  dairying  in  farm  practice. 
Sixth  term :  Chemical  composition  of  the  soil.  The  plant  foods 
necessary  to  plant  growth ;  their  uses,  foods  likely  to  become 
deficient ;  crop  requirements  of  these  elements ;  losses  of  fer- 
tility ;  their  causes ;  commercial  fertilizers ;  pot  culture  experi- 
ments and  field  work. 

Arts 

Miss  Deem  Miss  Bassett 

A  course  of  three  years  in  drawing  and  manual  art  is  of- 
fered. The  first  year's  work  is  required  of  all  second  year 
students  in  the  Normal  department,  and  the  three  terms  must 
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be  taken  consecutively.  The  second  and  third  years  may  be 
elected  by  those  who  specialize  as  teachers  of  drawing  and 
manual  arts  in  the  graded  schools.  These  courses  are  also 
open  to  high  school  graduates  who  have  had  a  preliminary 
course  of  drawing  in  the  grades  in  an  accredited  high 
school.  The  completion  of  three  years'  work  entitles  the  stu- 
dent to  the  special  certificate  for  drawing. 

First  Drawing.  Required  in  the  second  year  of  Normal 
Course.    One  and  one-half  credits. 

First  term.  One-half  credit.  Theory  of  color.  Exercises 
to  develop  the  color  sense,  and  a  study  of  the  fundamental  laws 
with  regard  to  the  handling  of  color.  The  application  of  the 
laws  of  color  in  pictorial  representation  of  flowers  and  still-life, 
pencil,  charcoal,  colored  chalks. 

Second  term.  One-half  credit.  Free  hand  and  mechan- 
ical perspective.  Drawing  from  cast  and  life.  Mediums  used: 
pencil,  charcoal,  colored  chalks. 

Third  term.  One-half  credit.  Landscape  and  flower 
painting.  Design.  The  principles  of  aesthetics  as  applied  to 
modern  and  historic  art.    Text-book:    Art  Education,  Prang. 

Advanced  Drawing.  One  year.  Two  periods  a  day 
Three  credits. 

First  term.  Still  life  drawing.  Cast  drawing.  Mediums 
used:   Water  color,  charcoal,  colored  chalks. 

Second  term.  Applied  design.  Materials  used:  leather, 
brass  and  copper,  clay. 

Third  term.  Constructive  design.  Architectural  draw- 
ing. Landscape. 

School  Room  Methods  in  Art.  Prerequisites,  First 
Drawing.  A  study  of  the  curriculum  of  school  art  as  done  in 
the  public  schools.    Two  periods  a  day.    Three  credits. 

First  term.  One  credit..  Primary  methods.  A  course 
in  drawing  and  handwork  for  the  first  four  grades.  Teaching 
in  the  Model  School. 

Second  term.  One  credit.  Intermediate  and  grammar 
school  methods.  A  course  in  drawing  and  hand  work,  consist- 
ing of  clay  modeling,  book  binding,  lettering,  basketry,  pottery, 
etc.   Teaching  in  the  model  school. 

Third  term.  History  of  Art..  The  study  of  the  evolution 
of  art  from  primitive  times  to  the  present,  with  special  em- 
phasis on  the  great  art  epochs,  and  their  relation  to  and  in- 
fluence on  present  day  accomplishment.  The  aim  is  not  only 
to  make  this  course  instructive,  but  to  attain  correct  standards 
of  taste. 
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Commercial  Studies 

Mr.  Curtiss  Mrs.  Greenwood 

Miss  Cook 

Penmanship.  Three  terms,  daily.  Free-hand  writing, 
with  abundant  practice  and  drill,  and  special  attention  to  the 
correct  pedagogy  of  the  subject.  Students  are  not  only  taught 
how  to  write  well,  but  how  to  teach  writing  well.  Text :  The 
Curtiss  Ideal. 

Bookkeeping.  A  three-term  study.  Special  column  rul- 
ing, duplicating  devices,  department  ledgers,  the  keeping  of 
branch  store  accounts,  the  opening  and  closing  of  partnership 
books,  and  office  practice.  The  instruction  in  bookkeeping  is 
entirely  individual.  Text :  Curtiss'  American  Standard  Book- 
keeping. 

Stenography.  A  three-term  subject.  Open  to  all  second 
year  students.  The  fundamental  principles  of  the  subject, 
followed  by  extensive  practice  and  accompanied  by  exhaustive 
tests  exercises  designed  to  increase  the  student's  stenographic 
vocabulary  and  strengthen  the  memory.  Careful  attention 
given  to  business  forms,  legal  and  legislative  documents,  filing, 
copying,  indexing,  manifolding,  as  well  as  the  general  knowl- 
edge and  habits  required  on  the  competent  amanuensis.  Texts : 
Barnes'  Brief  Course,  Reader  L,  II.,  and  III.,  and  Universal 
Dictation  Course,  and  Tinus'  Dictation  Studies. 

Typewriting.  Three  terms.  The  touch  system ;  perfect 
mastery  of  the  keyboard ;  care  of  the  machine ;  rapid  and  accur- 
ate work,  with  a  final  minimum  speed  of  twenty-five  words  per 
minute  when  transcribing  from  shorthand  notes,  and  thirty-five 
when  copying.  Text:  R.  P.  Felch's  Touch  Typewriting  In- 
structor. 

Commercial  Law.  Three  terms,  alternating  daily  with 
Commercial  Correspondence.  Required  of  all  bookkeeping 
students.  A  thoro  study  of  the  fundamental  laws  of  business 
and  principles  governing  trade.  Practical  application  is  made 
of  every  theory  taught.  Systematic  instruction  and  drills  in 
contracts,  negotiable  instruments,  personal  property,  agency, 
partnership,  corporations,  insurance,  and  real  estate  transfers 
are  conducted.  Especial  attention  is  paid  to  the  preparation  of 
all  common  legal  documents.  The  formation  of  good  business 
habits  and  the  elevation  of  the  ideals  of  citizenship  are  given 
careful  thought  in  this  course.   Text ;  Lyons'  Commercial  Law. 

Commercial  Correspondence.  Three  terms,  alternating 
daily  with  Commercial  Law.  Required  of  all  commercial  stu- 
dents.   Substitutes  for  regular  rhetorical  work.    Much  atten- 
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tion  is  given  in  this  course  to  correct  English  in  letters  and 
essays.  Systematic  drill  is  carried  on  thruout  the  year  in  all 
technicalities  relating  to  business  documents.  In  addition  to 
extensive  practice  in  business  letter  writing,  the  following  short 
courses  are  incorporated :  Contracts,  invoicing,  billing,  tele- 
graphing, cabling,  advertising,  social  correspondence  and 
postal  information.  Text:  Altamaier's  Commercial  Correspon- 
dence. 

Short  Course  Commercial  Correspondence.  One 
term,  daily.  Open  to  commercial  students  who  can  remain  for 
the  winter  term  only.  Practically  the  same  work  as  outlined 
above,  in  slightly  abbreviated  form.  Text:  Altmaier's  Com- 
mercial Correspondence. 

Domestic  Science 

AIiss  Farnsworth  Miss  Spensley 

Miss  MacDonald 

This  course  is  open  to  High  School  graduates  or  those  tak- 
ing the  five-year  course.  Others  may  take  the  work  as  an 
elective  if  the  classes  are  not  crowded. 

The  first  year's  work  in  Cooking  and  Food  Study  has  to 
do  with  the  character,  value,  use  and  preparation  of  food  ma- 
terials ;  special  emphasis  is  given  to  the  scientific  principles  un- 
derlying food  preparation  and  their  practical  application. 

Cooking  in  the  second  year  deals  with  foods  which  are 
more  elaborate  in  composition  and  preparation.  Attention  is 
directed  to  food  combinations  and  the  correct  service  of  foods, 
also  to  marketing  with  reference  to  cost  of  materials  and  to  re- 
turns in  food  value. 

Practice  is  given  in  serving  luncheons  and  dinners  and  each 
pupil  is  required  to  give  a  demonstration  in  some  phase  of 
cooking. 

The  work  in  sewing  for  the  first  year  teaches  the  funda- 
mentals of  sewing  and  their  application ;  it  includes  model 
work ;  the  making  models  of  the  various  steps  in  sewing.  Ap- 
plication is  then  made  of  the  prosesses  to  simple  garments, 
such  as  underwear,  aprons  and  plain  waists  by  means  of  both 
hand  and  machine  sewing. 

The  Advanced  Sewing  includes  the  drafting  of  patterns 
and  dressmaking.  The  various  methods  of  trimming  and  fin- 
ishing are  taught. 

A  study  of  materials  used  is  made  in  the  Textile  class. 
Special  attention  is  given  to  the  proper  selection  of  textile  ma- 
terials, to  their  wearing  qualities,  permanence  of  color  and 
adaptability  to  the  particular  use  for  which  they  are  selected. 

-E— 
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The  course  in  Physiology  is  planned  with  special  reference 
to  Physiology  of  Nutrition  and  the  maintenance  of  a  healthy 
organism. 

The  work  in  Dietetics  shows  the  relation  of  the  study  of 
physiology,  chemistry  and  food  study  to  the  preparation  of  the 
diet.  Attention  is  given  to  the  balanced  ration,  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  family  menu,  the  feeding  of  people  of  all  ages  under 
various  conditions.  Special  reference  is  made  to  the  diet  of 
school  children  and  the  need  of  proper  food.  An  extended 
study  is  made  of  the  school  lunch  movement. 

The  aim  in  Home  Nursing  is  to  teach  the  practical  treat- 
ment of  the  simple  ailments  of  the  human  body  and  the  meth- 
ods of  handling  simple  emergencies  that  may  occur  in  the 
home,  school  or  elsewhere. 

Household  Management  includes  all  the  knowledge  neces- 
sary to  the  organization,  furnishing  and  care  of  the  home. 
Great  emphasis  is  given  to  the  business  affairs  of  the  home 
and  the  correct  management  of  the  financial  resources. 

To  those  taking  the  teacher's  course,  instruction  is  given 
to  the  history  and  literature  of  Domestic  Science  together  with 
its  organization  in  the  public  schools. 

A  short  course  of  twelve  weeks  is  given  to  the  pupils  in 
the  Rural  Course  during  the  Winter  term.  The  work  is  adapt- 
ed to  the  needs  of  the  Rural  schools  as  far  as  possible.  Sugges- 
tions are  given  for  a  simple  and  inexpensive  equipment,  also 
methods  are  presented  for  carrying  on  the  work  and  for  the 
introduction  of  the  warm  lunch  in  the  Rural  schools. 


School  Management  and  School  Hygiene.  One  term. 
Repeated  each  term.  Required  of  all  seniors.  About  eight 
weeks  are  devoted  to  the  consideration  of  the  actual  problems 
of  the  teacher's  daily  life  and  work.  During  the  last  four 
weeks  school  conditions  affecting  the  health  of  pupils  indi- 
vidually and  of  the  school  as  a  whole  are  studied.  Texts :  See- 
ley's  School  Management,  and  Shaw's  School  Hygiene. 

History  of  Education.  One  term.  Repeated  each  term. 
Required  of  seniors.  A  general  view  of  the  history  of  educa- 
tion, with  special  attention  to  the  relation  of  past  progress  to 
present  day  conditions.  Text  book  and  library  reference  work. 
Text:    Compayre's  History  of  Pedagogy. 
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Philosophy  of  Education.  One  term.  Repeated  each 
tenn.  Required  work  for  seniors.  A  study  of  Biological,  Phy- 
siological, Sociological,  Psychological,  and  Philosophical  as- 
pects of  education.   Text :   Home's  Philosophy  of  Education. 

Elements  of  Pedagogy.  One  term.  First  year.  A 
brief  course  primarily  for  students  expecting  to  teach  before 
graduation.  Topics  are  taken  up  dealing  with  actual  school 
room  work  and  conditions.  Texts :  White's  Elements  of  Peda- 
gogy. 

Contemporary  Educational  Systems.  Fall  and  zvin- 
ter  terms.  Primarily  for  advanced  students,  and  open  to  sen- 
iors. A  study  of  the  school  systems  of  England,  Germany,  On- 
tario, and  the  United  States.  Credit  is  allowed  for  the  work  of 
either  temi,  though  the  course  runs  through  two  terms.  Texts : 
Sharpless'  English  Education,  Bolton's  The  Secondary  School 
System  of  Germany,  Ross'  The  School  System  of  Ontario,  and 
Boone's  Education  in  the  United  States. 

School  Administration.  One  term.  Spring  term.  For 
advanced  students  and  seniors.  This  course,  dealing  with 
the  practical  problems  of  School  Administration,  makes  with 
the  course  on  Contemporary  Educational  Systems  a  year's 
work.   Text :    Perry's  The  Management  of  a  City  School. 

General  Methods.  The  first  six  weeks  of  fall  term. 
This  is  a  study  of  the  basic  principles  which  underlie  the  les- 
sons taught  in  the  Model  School,  and  to  which  the  various 
special  methods  should  be  related.  Text :  McMurry's  Method 
of  the  Recitation. 

Introduction  to  Ppiilosophy,  Ethics,  and  Aesthetics. 
One  year.  If  desired,  a  course  in  these  branches  will  be  given, 
running  through  three  terms.    (For  advanced  students.) 

Kindergarten  Practice.  That  pupils  may  apply  the 
theories  studied,  a  kindergarten  for  children  from  four  to  six 
is  maintained.  Besides  the  regular  required  three  terms  of 
Practice  Work,  one  more  term  will  be  given  in  the  kinder- 
garten, so  that  students  may  surely  be  proficient  in  practical 
work.  Music  and  Drawing  are  required,  as  each  is  so  essen- 
tial in  the  correct  development  of  young  children. 

The  Special  Kindergarten  Course.  A  thorough 
course  in  Kindergarten  Training,  comprising  two  years  and 
leading  to  a  special  diploma,  is  offered  to  Normal  seniors  or 
High  School  graduates.  Besides  the  fifteen  required  senior 
credits,  twelve  in  special  work  are  required,  six  in  Kinder- 
garten theory,  two  each  in  Music  and  Drawing,  one  elective 
and  one  in  Kindergarten  Practice. 
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The  Kindergarten  Theory  comprises:  Mother  Play,  in 
which  Froebel's  Mother  Play  Songs  are  discussed  as  exam- 
ples of  how  to  study  children.  Gifts,  based  upon  the  facts  that 
the  fundamental  forms  underlying  nature,  industrial,  and  artis- 
tic work  are  geometric.  These  gifts  help  the  child  to  under- 
stand the  relation  of  form,  to  classify  the  objects  about  him, 
and  to  undertake  creative  construction.  Occupations. .  Ele- 
mentary forms  of  handwork  which  develop  the  creative  and 
constructive  instincts  of  the  child  to  the  point  where  free  ex- 
pression is  possible.  The  simplest  basic  principles  of  construc- 
tion are  taught  in  order  to  develop  the  coordination  of  hand 
and  eye  essential  to  the  manual  training  in  the  grades.  Pro- 
gram, in  which  the  essential  elements  of  the  year's  program 
are  taken  up  with  discussions  of  the  problems  pertaining  to 
each  day's  work.  Original  programs  are  required.  Stories, 
developing  both  the  art  of  story-telling  and  a  discrimination  in 
the  choice  of  stories  adapted  to  the  various  needs  of  the  chil- 
dren. The  classification,  adaptation,  and  dramatization  of  stories 
is  also  studied.  Games,  including  study  of  the  educational 
values  of  play,  and  practice  in  playing  the  games  used  in  Kin- 
dergarten and  Primary  Grades.

First  Grammar.  One  term.  Required  of  first  year  stu- 
dents. A  study  of  sentences  and  their  structure.  Text :  Bueh- 
ler's  English  Grammar,  Part  1. 

Second  Grammar.  One  term.  Required  of  students 
after  completing  First  Grammar.  A  study  of  the  parts  of 
speech  .   Text :   Buehler's  English  Grammar,  Part  II. 

Review  Grammar.  One  term.  Required  of  Seniors.  A 
review  of  the  elements  of  grammar.  Text :  Webster's  English 
Grammar. 

Language  and  Grammar  for  Rural  School  Teachers. 
Tzvo  terms.  Required  of  students  taking  the  course  of  ten  and 
one-half  months.  Texts:  Buehler's  EngHsh  Grammar  and 
Literature  for  the  Study  of  Language,  arranged  by  R.  M. 
Black. 

Rhetoric.  One  Year.  Required  of  second  year  stu- 
dents. The  laws  of  correct  expression  in  language,  and  their 
application  in  written  and  oral  composition.  Text:  Espen- 
shade's  Rhetoric  and  Composition. 
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Literature.  One  year.  Two  terms  required  of  Juniors. 
A  brief  historical  survey,  with  an  investigation  of  Hterary  prin- 
ciples and  a  consideration  of  various  classics  with  special  refer- 
ence to  the  teaching  of  reading  and  literature  in  the  grades. 
Text:    Manly's  English  Poetry. 

Advanced  Literature.  One  year.  A  selected  period  in 
English  or  American  literature  studied  in  detail,  with  exten- 
sive individual  investigation  and  collateral  reading. 

Spelling  and  Word  Study.  One  year;  two  recitations 
a  week.  Required  of  all  first  year  students  and  of  such  other 
students  as  shall  be  found  markedly  deficient  in  this  line  of 
work.  Pronunciation,  word-building,  and  definition.  A  re- 
quired average  of  ninety  per  cent,  or  more  for  three  terms' 
work  or  an  average  of  ninety-five  per  cent,  for  two  terms. 
Text :  Sandwick  and  Bacon's  The  High  School  Word  Book. 

Reading.  One  term;  first  year.  The  aim  is  to  make  in- 
telligent readers  by  teaching  the  student  to  analyze  thought,  to 
interpret  literature,  and  to  render  the  meaning  naturally.  Drill 
in  pronunciation,  enunciation,  and  articulation;  the  formation 
of  clear  mental  pictures  of  the  selections  read ;  the  development 
of  the  voice  in  the  expression  of  emotions.  Text:  Clark's 
How  to  Teach  Reading. 

Expression.  One  year.  Elective.  All  who  have  had 
Reading  or  its  equivalent  are  eligible.  The  course  embodies 
the  principles  of  emotional  and  dramatic  expression,  hygiene 
and  correct  use  of  the  voice,  bodily  expression,  adaptation  of 
readings  and  programs  for  various  grades,  dramatization  of 
stories,  and  the  essentials  of  stage  business  as  a  practical  aid 
in  staging  school  plays.  Text :  Phillips'  Natural  Drills  in  Ex- 
pression. 

Reading  Methods.  Six  zveeks.  High  School  Seniors. 
Study  of  the  elements  of  vocal  expression,  correct  use  of  the 
dictionary,  general  principles  for  teaching  reading  in  the 
grades,  story-telling  and  dramatization,  and  reading  lesson 
plans,  and  illustrative  lessons  by  model  school  critics.  Texts: 
Briggs  and  Cofifman's  Reading  in  the  Public  Schools. 

Rhetoricals.  The  student  should  familiarize  himself 
with  the  requirements  for  Rhetoricals  as  detailed  here.  These 
exercises  in  composition  and  expression,  under  the  direction 
of  the  Department  of  English,  are  required  of  all  First  Year 
and  Junior  students,  three  terms  each,  and  of  all  Seniors,  in  con- 
nection with  Current  Events,  during  the  first  and  second  terms. 

First  year  students  will  perform  three  exacting  exercises, 
or  their  equivalent,  during  each  term,  in  regular  Rhetorical 
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classes.  They  will  not  be  allowed  to  do  work  for  Rhetorical 
credit  in  literary  societies. 

Second  year  students  enrolled  in  Rhetoric  will  be  excused 
from  other  Rhetorical  work. 

Juniors  will  perform  three  exacting  exercises,  or  their 
equivalent,  during  each  term.  The  principal  one  of  these  ex- 
ercises must  be  delivered  before  a  regular  Junior  Rhetorical 
class ;  the  other  two  exercises  may  be  delivered  before  a  liter- 
ary society,  or  in  a  class  room,  with  the  sanction  of  the  Rhe- 
torical teacher  in  charge.  The  principal  exercise  must  consist 
of  a  piece  of  original  composition,  fully  memorized,  and  de- 
livered in  class.  The  other  two  exercises  may  be  of  the  nature 
of  essays,  debate,  declamation,  or  oratory.  When  these  are  de- 
livered before  literary  societies,  the  student  must  submit  a  re- 
port of  the  exercise,  signed  by  the  secretary  of  the  society. 

Students  that  fail  to  do  the  Rhetorical  work  promptly  and 
satisfactorily  will  be  required  to  perform  additional  exercises 
of  this  nature. 

First  year,  second  year,  and  Junior  students  participating 
in  the  Brownson  and  Francis  prize  competitions,  in  final  inter- 
society  or  inter-scholastic  debate,  in  theatricals,  or  in  other 
similar  exercises,  or  in  journalism  and  student  publications, 
will  be  excused  from  an  equivalent  amount  of  Rhetorical  work 
at  the  discretion  of  the  instructors  in  charge. 

Commercial  students  may  substitute  one  year's  work  in 
letter-writing  for  First  Year  Rhetoricals. 

Rural  Course  students  will  do  Rhetorical  work  under  the 
supervision  of  the  head  of  that  department  and  largely  in  con- 
nection with  their  literary  society,  "The  Prairie  Breeze."  Three 
papers  a  term,  carefully  written  and  criticized,  will  be  asked  of 
each  student,  besides  regular  appearance  before  the  society  or 
class  at  intervals,  in  oral  work.  The  exercises  are  all  to  be 
suggestive  with  reference  to  the  students'  future  work  as 
teachers  in  rural  schools. 

First  year  students,  second  year  students  who  fail  in 
Rhetoric,  and  all  special  students  below  the  rank  of  High 
School  graduates,  will  perform  three  exacting  exercises,  or 
their  equivalent,  within  each  term,  in  regular  Rhetorical 
classes.  Work  for  Rhetorical  credit  in  literary  societies  will 
be  accepted  only  in  rare  cases  where  special  ability  in  written 
work  is  shown. 

Senior  Current  History.  One  hour  a  zveek,  fall  and 
imnter  terms,  with  sections  in  the  spring  term  for  students  en- 
tering school  in  January  and  April.  Required  of  all  Seniors 
and  of  High  School  graduates  doing  special  work.  The  hour 
will  be  devoted  largely  to  the  discussion  of  current  history  in 
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which  there  will  be  an  examination  at  the  end  of  each  term. 
Each  student  will  prepare  and  give  one  or  more  talks  or  dis- 
cussions a  term  along  the  line  of  current  history. 

Literary  Societies.  The  students  of  the  school  support 
three  voluntary  literary  societies  and  other  minor  societies  for 
special  forms  of  voluntary  literary  effort.  The  senior  society, 
State  Normal  Atheneum,  maintained  for  exercise  in  essay,  de- 
bate, and  parliamentary  practice,  is  open  to  young  men  and 
young  women. 

The  Clionian  society  limits  its  membership  to  young 
women  and  meets  once  a  week  for  literary  work. 

The  young  men  of  the  school  maintain  the  E.  B.  C.  society 
for  the  encouragement  of  debate  and  other  forms  of  literary 
work. 

The  Honorable  E.  R.  Brownson,  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Management  offers  an  annual  prize  of  $25.00  to  the  society 
which  does  the  highest  grade  of  work  throughout  the  year. 

The  Francis  Oratorical  Prize,  offered  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  S. 
M.  Francis,  of  Ayr,  as  a  memorial  to  their  little  daughters,  con- 
sists of  the  sum  of  $25.00  yearly  for  a  period  of  ten  years,  be- 
ginning with  1911,  to  be  distributed  in  amounts  of  twelve, 
eight,  and  five  dollars  respectively,  among  the  three  contestants 
ranking  highest.  The  prizes  are  for  excellence  in  oratory,  and 
any  student  in  the  Normal  may  compete.  The  orations  for  next 
year's  contest  are  to  be  handed  in  by  the  last  Tuesday  in  Janu- 
ary, so  that  the  work  of  preparation  should  begin  in  the  sum- 
mer or  early  fall. 

Dramatic  Club.  Beginning  with  the  fall  term  of  the 
year  1912-13,  the  Department  of  English  will  organize  a  Dra- 
matic Club,  open  to  all  students  of  the  State  Normal  School. 
This  club  will  undertake  each  year  the  presentation  of  two 
plays,  probably  in  the  Fall  and  in  the  Spring  Term,  one  of 
which  plays  is  to  be  a  recognized  classic,  the  other  a  typical 
modern  piece.  These  productions  will  be  given  by  casts 
chosen  solely  on  the  basis  of  histrionic  ability,  and  the  entire 
student  body  will  be  eligible  to  compete  for  parts.  Success  in 
such  competition  will  result  in  membership  in  the  club.  There 
will  also  be  opportunities  of  membership  for  those  interested 
in  the  business  and  stage  management  and  other  phases  of 
theatrical  effort.  The  policy  of  the  Normal  School  will  be  to 
confine  public  dramatic  representations  to  the  regular  produc- 
tions of  the  Dramatic  Club,  directed  by  the  teachers  of  ex- 
pression ;  this  does  not  mean  that  private  theatricals  given  by 
societies  or  other  organizations  will  be  discouraged,  but  rather 
that  such  performances  should  be  restricted  to  invitational  af- 
fairs.   It  is  hoped  that  the  Dramatic  Club  may  prove  a  force 
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for  the  advancement  of  interest  in  the  Hterature  of  the  stage 
and  for  the  estabHshment  of  standards  of  taste  in  all  matters 
of  the  theater. 

Debate  and  Oratory.  The  Debating  and  Oratorical 
Union  is  a  new  organization  having  for  its  object  the  direction 
of  all  contests  in  debate  and  oratory,  in  the  Normal  or  with 
other  schools.  It  is  to  be  composed  of  one  representative 
from  each  of  the  literary  societies  and  classes,  together  with 
a  faculty  representative  known  as  the  Adviser  in  Debating. 
One  result  of  the  formation  of  this  Union  will  be  the  admis- 
sion to  public  debate  of  teams  representing  any  of  the  regular 
classes  that  desire  to  participate. 

History  and  Social  Science 

Mr.  Wemett  Miss  Hill 

American  History.  Two  terms.  Required  of  all  second 
year  students  in  the  winter  and  spring  terms.  A  general  survey 
of  American  history ;  social  and  economic  as  well  as  political 
development.    Text :   James  and  Sanford's  American  History. 

General  History.  One  year.  Required  of  all  Juniors. 
A  general  survey  of  the  history  of  the  ancient  nations  and  of 
western  Europe.  Texts  :  West's  Ancient  World ;  Robinson's 
Introduction  to  the  History  of  Western  Europe. 

Review  History.  One  term.  Repeated  each  term.  Re- 
quired of  all  seniors.  A  topical  review  of  the  important  phases 
of  American  history  in  connection  with  methods  in  teaching 
history.    Text:    McMurry's  Special  Method  in  History. 

Civics.  One  term.  Required  of  all  students  in  the  fall 
term  of  the  third  year.  A  study  of  the  organization  and  opera- 
tion of  both  federal  and  state  governments.  Text:  Boyle's 
Government  of  North  Dakota. 

Economics.  One  term.  Open  to  juniors.  A  short  course 
in  the  fundamental  principles  of  Political  Economy.  Text: 
Ely  and  Wicker's  Elementary  Economics. 

Sociology.  One  term.  Open  to  juniors.  A  study  of  the 
organization  of  society  and  of  the  operation  of  social  forces ; 
present-day  problems  and  methods.  Reading  and  reports. 
Text :    Blackmar's  Elements  of  Sociology. 

Modern  History.  One  year.  Open  only  to  seniors  and 
graduate  students.  An  option  of  two  fields  of  study  is  of- 
fered to  students  in  this  course,  as  follows : 

(a)  Recent  European  History,  including  the  Protestant 
Revolution,  the  French  Revolution,  the  growth  of  modern 
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governments  and  a  short  treatment  of  the  present  interna- 
tional relations.  Texts :  Seebohm's  Era  of  the  Protestant 
Revolution ;  Judson's  Europe  in  the  Nineteenth  Century. 

(b)  Political  Science.  A  comparative  study  of  the  gov- 
ernments of  France,  Germany,  Switzerland,  Norway,  Sweden, 
England  and  the  United  States.    Text:    Wilson's  The  State. 

Advanced  American  History.  One  Year.  Open  only 
to  seniors  and  graduate  students.  An  intensive  study  of  any 
one  of  the  following  periods  as  desired  by  the  students : 

(a)  The  Period  of  the  Constitution.  1783-1817.  Text: 
Walker's  The  Making  of  the  Nation. 

(b)  The  Period  of  National  Development.  1817-1860. 
Text :    Burgess'  The  Middle  Period. 

(c)  The  Period  of  the  Civil  War.  1860-1872.  Texts: 
Burgess'  The  Civil  War  and  the  Constitution ;  Burgess'  Recon- 
struction and  the  Constitution. 

History  Seminar.  One  term.  One  hour  each  week.  A 
course  to  be  taken  by  seniors  writing  a  thesis  in  the  history  de- 
partment. Examination  and  discussion  of  bibliography ;  notes 
and  written  work. 

Foreign  Languages 

Miss  Rawlins  Miss  Golda  B.  Nelson 

First  German.  One  Year.  Open  to  students  in  the  sec- 
ond year,  junior,  and  senior  classes.  Pronunciation ;  easy  read- 
ing and  conversation ;  rudiments  of  grammar ;  constant  refer- 
ence to  German  geography,  history,  and  literature ;  prose  com- 
position. Ability  to  speak  and  read  ordinary  German  prose 
and  to  understand  something  of  German  life  and  character,  is 
the  aim.  Texts :  Bacon's  German  Grammar,  Bacon's  "Im 
Vaterland,"  and  selected  classics. 

Second  German.  One  -year.  Open  to  students  in  the 
junior  and  senior  classes.  Reading;  grammar;  prose  compo- 
sition ;  much  reference  work  on  German  history  and  literature. 
Increased  facility  in  understanding  and  expressing  thought  in 
the  German  language  and  an  introduction  to  Germany's  choic- 
est literature,  is  the  aim.  Throughout  both  years  choice  poems 
are  memorized.  Texts :  Bacon's  German  Grammar  and  se- 
lected classics. 

Third  German.  A  course  in  Third  Year  German  will  be 
given  to  students  desiring  it. 

First  French.  One  year.  Open  to  students  in  the  sec- 
ond year,  junior,  and  senior  classes.    This  course  includes 
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thorough  drill  in  pronunciation,  grammar  (especially  verbs), 
dictation,  and  idioms ;  with  an  appreciative  reading  of  selected 
works  in  modern  French.    Text :    Edgren's  French  Grammar. 

First  Latin.  One  year.  Open  to  students  in  the  second 
year  and  junior  classes.  The  aim  is  to  give  the  student  a  vo- 
cabulary, a  thorough  knowledge  of  forms,  and  the  fundamental 
principles  of  syntax.  Text:  Jones  and  Jenks'  Bellum  Hel- 
veticum. 

Second  Latin  (Caesar.)  One  year.  Open  to  students 
in  the  junior  and  senior  classes.  This  course  comprises  the 
careful  study  of  books  I  to  IV  inclusive  of  ''De  Bello  Gallico," 
and  selected  passages  from  books  V,  VI,  and  VII  of  the  same, 
with  special  attention  to  a  comparison  of  the  English  and 
Latin  languages.  The  geography  of  Gaul,  the  political  condi- 
tions in  Rome  during  the  time  of  Caesar,  the  Hfe  and  customs 
of  the  Romans,  and  the  architecture  of  Rome — are  introduced, 
as  necessary  sidelights  to  this  course.  Prose  composition  once 
a  week.  Texts  :  Gunnison  and  Harley's  ''Caesar's  Gallic  War" 
and  Bennett's  Latin  Grammar. 

Third  Year  Latin  (Cicero.)  One  Year.  Open  to  stu- 
dents taking  the  five-year  course  and  to  any  others  who  may 
wish  to  arrange  for  three  years'  work  in  Latin. 

Library  Instruction 

Miss  Parker  Miss  Wilson 

UsF.  OF  the  Library.  Required  of  all  entering  students 
during  the  fall  term,  once  a  month.  The  classification  and 
arrangement  of  books ;  the  use  of  the  card  catalogue,  of  peri- 
odical indexes,  encyclopedias,  dictionaries,  atlases,  and  hand- 
books. 

Library  Economy.  Required  of  all  juniors,  one  term, 
once  a  week.  The  relation  between  library  and  school,  the 
school  library  room,  book  binding,  book  selection  and  buying 
preparation  for  the  shelves,  accessioning,  classification  and 
book  numbers,  cataloging,  loan  systems,  children's  books  and 
reading,  references  books,  investigating  a  subject  in  a  library. 

Library  Practice.  Ofifered  each  term  to  a  limited  num- 
ber of  seniors.  Two  periods  of  practice  a  day.  The  work 
covers  all  phases  of  the  subject,  and  students  who  expect  to 
become  principals,  or  to  have  libraries  to  care  for,  are  urged  to 
take  the  work. 
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Manual  Training 

Mr.  Selden  Mr.  Cross 

The  work  in  Manual  Training  is  given  for  its  educational 
value.  It  will  be  found  especially  useful  to  those  preparing  to 
teach  in  either  the  rural  or  village  schools  or  high  schools. 
Rooms  and  recitation  periods  are  planned  to  give  the  largest 
possible  opportunities  to  all  classes  of  pupils.  Those  not  able  to 
complete  a  shop  course  may  elect  one  or  more  terms  of  such 
courses  as  they  are  prepared  to  enter.  Those  contemplating 
doing  any  work  in  the  manual  training  laboratories  should  con- 
sult with  the  Director  of  Manual  Training  before  attempting 
to  arrange  their  other  classes. 

A  laboratory  fee  of  one  dollar  per  term  is  charged  for  each 
unit  of  shop  work.  This  fee  is  not  in  payment  for  materials, 
but  rather  for  use  of  tools  and  laboratory  equipment.  No 
charge  is  made  for  materials  used  in  the  elementary  studies. 
A  reasonable  charge  is  made  for  all  materials  used  in  advance 
projects.  The  projects  of  the  shop  are  the  property  of  the 
school  and  may  be  retained  until  the  end  of  the  school  year  or 
longer. 

Short  Course.  Six  terms;  forty-five  minutes  each  day, 
one-half  credit  each  term..  This  course  is  for  the  accommoda- 
tion of  such  pupils  as  are  unable  to  spend  eighty  minutes  each 
Way  in  the  shop.  The  work  is  similar  to  that  given  in  the 
regular  elementary  course.  The  same  texts  are  used,  but  only 
the  more  simple  problems  are  attempted. 

Elementary  Manual  Training.  Six  terms,  eighty 
minutes  each  day,  one  credit  each  term.  Pupils  having  com- 
pleted a  thorough  course  of  manual  training  in  the  grades,  will 
be  given  one  term  advanced  credit  on  completing  this  course. 
First  term :  Joinery  I.  A  study  of  the  plain  surface  and  sim- 
ple joinery.  Text:  Elementary  Woodwork.  Second  term: 
Joinery  II.  Tools,  materials  and  projects  are  considered  with 
reference  to  their  uses  in  the  grades  and  high  school,  their  ed- 
ucational value  and  methods  of  instruction.  Various  methods 
of  joinery  are  discussed  and  demonstrated  in  simple  projects. 
Third  term:  Turning.  The  elementary  principles  of  turning 
are  studied  by  use  of  simple  problems  and  projects  executed  in 
a  variety  of  woods.  Text :  Elementary  Turning.  Fourth  and 
Fifth  terms:  Cabinetwork  I.  and  II.  Demonstrations  of  all 
the  more  important  principles  of  construction  and  finishing 
given  in  the  text  used.  Elementary  Cabinetwork.  Sixth  term : 
Patternwork.    Several  elementary  problems  are  worked  out  so 
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as  to  give  facility  in  constructing  such  simple  patterns  as  may 
be  required  for  repairs  about  farm  machinery. 

Farm  Carpentry.  Prerequisite.  Joinery  I.  This  course 
is  especially  for  pupils  who  wish  to  teach  simple  carpentry 
work  as  required  in  rural  communities. 

Blacksmithing.  Tzvo  terms.  Special  emphasis  is  placed 
on  such  features  of  the  work  as  will  give  teachers  an  intelli- 
gent and  broad  interest  in  the  industries  of  the  communities 
in  which  they  are  employed.  Pupils  completing  this  course 
should  be  able  to  discuss  intelligently  all  the  common  problems 
of  the  blacksmith  trade,  and  also  to  do  in  a  workmanlike  man- 
ner any  of  the  jobs  in  blacksmithing  usual  to  the  farming  com- 
munity.   Two  terms  are  required  to  complete  the  course. 

Machine  Work.  Three  terms',  ninety  minutes  each  day, 
one  credit  each  term.  With  the  advance  in  modern  mechanical 
appliances  a  knowledge  of  the  working  of  cold  metal  by  the 
use  of  power-driven  tools  becomes  a  desirable  part  of  a  liberal 
education.  To  be  able  to  discuss  intelligently  the  advance  in 
modern  machinery  construction  and  to  be  intelligent  in  the 
handling  of  common  machines  is  an  advantage  to  every  teacher 
in  the  public  schools.  Chipping  and  filing  and  operation  of  ma- 
chine tools  supply  a  foundation  for  a  broad  study  of  this  part 
of  industrial  life. 

Art  Metal  Work.  Three  terms,  ninety  minutes  each  day. 
one  credit  each  term.  This  course  necessitates  such  a  knowl- 
edge of  working  solid  materials  as  is  gained  in  the  woodshop. 
Projects  of  considerable  magnitude  are  undertaken. 

Elementary  Mechanical  Drawing.  Tzvo  terms; 
ninety  minutes  each  day,  one  credit  each  term.  Required  of  all 
pupils  preparing  to  teach  manual  training  in  the  grades ;  based 
on  the  problems  of  the  wood  shop.  Pupils  should  provide 
themselves  with  a  set  of  instruments  of  approved  grade. 

Advanced  Mechanical  Drawing.  Tzvo  years,  eighty 
minutes  each  day,  one  credit  each  term.  Prerequisite,  Elemen- 
tary Mechanical  Drawing  or  its  equivalent.  This  course  cov- 
ers the  work  necessary  in  preparing  to  teach  mechanical  draw- 
ing in  high  schools. 

Furniture  Design.  A  consideration  of  the  various  styles 
of  furniture,  both  historical  and  practical.  Each  pupil  is  ex- 
pected to  work  out  a  design  to  be  used  in  a  subsequent  term 
in  cabinetwork. 

History  of  Manual  Training.  One  term.  A  study  of 
the  development  of  school  shop  courses,  their  content  and  pur- 
poses. 
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Industrial  History,  L  Studies  in  type  manufactures  as 
a  basis  for  teaching  in  the  grades  about  our  leading  indus- 
tries. II.  A  study  of  the  development  of  modern  industry. 
The  work  begins  with  the  study  of  the  home  industries  of  Eng- 
land and  traces  the  changes  from  home  to  factory  and  from 
craftsmanship  to  modern  scientific  workmanship.  Special 
studies  are  made  of  the  great  personalities  in  industry.  The 
aim  is  to  give  a  broad  view  of  industrial  life  and  a  knowledge 
of  the  magnitude  and  importance  of  our  modern  industries. 

This  course  is  of  value  to  all  teachers,  principals  and  super- 
intendents, as  it  shows  how  the  development  of  modern  in- 
dustry has  led  to  the  need  for  the  study  of  mechanical  science. 
It  also  supplies  much  material  for  use  in  giving  object  lessons 
and  talks  to  pupils  in  the  grades. 

Organization  of  Manual  Training.  One  term.  Re- 
quired of  all  pupils  specializing  in  Manual  Training.  This 
course  supplies  the  essential  data  for  installing  equipment  and 
organizing  Manual  Training  classes.  This  includes  theory, 
the  general  management  of  the  school  shops,  and  the  purchas- 
ing of  supplies. 

Manual  Training  Methods.  This  course  covers  the 
special  methods  of  the  Manual  Training  work  and  follows  the 
course  in  organization  of  Manual  Training. 

Mathematics

Rural  Arithmetic.  Two  terms.  Required  of  all  stu- 
tents  taking  the  rural  course.  Prerequisite:  arithmetic  of  the 
grammar  grades.  A  review  of  the  subject  with  particular  at- 
tention to  the  arithmetic  of  the  farm.  Principles  of  teaching 
are  considered.  Speed  and  accuracy  are  developed  by  special 
drills.    Texts :    Wentworth  and  Smith's  complete  Arithmetic 

Arithmetic.  Two  terms.  Required  of  all  freshmen 
Prerequisite :  arithmetic  of  the  grammar  grades.  A  complete 
review  with  a  brief  consideration  of  the  pedagogy  of  the  sub- 
ject. Particular  attention  is  given  to  short  methods  and  to 
the  arithmetical  use  of  algebraic  and  geometric  principles. 
Text:    Wentworth-Smith  Complete  Arithmetic. 

Algebra.  One  year.  Required  of  all  first  year  students. 
Prerequisite :  arithmetic  of  the  eighth  grade.  The  solution  of 
a  system  of  simultaneous  quadratics  of  two  unknowns  and  their 
graphs.   Text :    Well's  First  Course  in  Algebra. 
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Geometry.  One  year.  Required  of  all  second  year  stu- 
dents. Prerequisites  :  arithmetic  and  algebra.  The  mathemati- 
cal knowledge  essential  to  physics ;  the  power  of  logical  steps ; 
ability  of  expression  in  concise  English.  Plane  and  solid  geo- 
metry.   Text:    Hart  and  Feldman. 

Review  Arithmetic.  One  term.  Required  of  all  seniors. 
Prerequisites :  algebra  and  geometry.  A  review  of  the  sub- 
ject matter  of  arithmetic  from  the  standpoint  of  the  elemen- 
tary school.  Each  topic  in  the  course  is  considered  with  refer- 
ence to  the  requirments  of  child  psychology  and  the  demands 
of  industry.  Emphasis  is  placed  on  methods  of  drill  in  the 
fundamental  operations,  and  on  the  application  of  number  to 
the  environment  of  the  child.  Text:  Hamilton's  School 
Arithmetic. 

Advanced  Algebra.  One  -year.  Elective  in  the  five-year 
course  and  in  the  two-year  advanced  course  for  high  school 
students.  Prerequisite :  a  good  mathematical  standing  in  the 
lower  classes.  Least  common  multiple  by  long  division  and  ap- 
plication, theory  of  indices,  surds,  imaginaries,  quadratics  and 
their  graphs,  radical  equations,  quadratic  system  of  two  un- 
knowns and  graphs,  indeterminant  equations,  inequalities,  pro- 
gressions, functions  and  theory  of  limits,  derivatives  of  simple 
algebraic  functions,  series  including  special  formulae  for  de- 
velopment and  summation,  logarithms,  determinants,  and  the 
elements  of  the  theory  of  equations.  Text:  Taylor's  College 
Algebra. 

Trigonometry.  Two  terms.  Elective  in  the  five  year 
course  and  in  the  two-year  advanced  course  for  high  school 
graduates.  Prerequisites :  arithmetic,  algebra,  geometry  and 
advanced  algebra.  Plane  and  spherical  trigonometry;  manip- 
ulation of  formulae ;  reduction  of  inverse  functions.  Text : 
Wentworth  second  revised  edition. 

Music 

Fanny  C.  Amidon  Miss  Fristad 

Singing.  First  course.  Theory,  sight  reading,  expres- 
sion, and  ear  training. 

Singing.  Second  course.  A  study  of  the  best  composi- 
tions, with  emphasis  on  the  comprehension  of  the  phrase,  cor- 
rect interpretation,  distinct  articulation,  and  the  relation  of 
words  and  music. 

Singing.  Third  course  (elective).  Theory  of  music, 
study  of  form,  and  practice  in  rapid  reading  of  more  difficult 
music.

Singing.  Fourth  course.  Ensemble  practice  of  stand- 
ard choruses  one  period  each  day  for  three  terms. 

The  above  courses  together  with  the  following  work  in 
methods  of  singing  is  required  of  all  students  who  expect  to 
graduate. 

Methods  of  Singing.  All  work  in  singing  is  presented 
with  reference  to  the  child  and  the  child  voice.  Many  rote 
songs  are  learned  and  practiced  in  the  light  tone  so  essential 
for  the  teacher  of  the  lower  grades.  The  work  of  each  grade, 
from  the  primary  through  the  high  school,  is  carefully  studied 
and  outlined.  At  least  one  method  of  presenting  each  new 
phase  of  the  music  work  is  learned  and  practiced.  The  stu- 
dent is  given  sufficient  training  to  conduct  the  music  work  in 
his  own  room  and  to  have  an  intelligent  knowledge  of  the 
full  scope  of  the  music  work. 

The  Philomelians,  an  advanced  glee  club  of  women's 
voices,  meets  weekly  for  the  practice  of  cantatas,  operettas, 
glees,  etc. 

Physical  Education 

Mr.  Burckhalter  Miss  Dinwiddie 

Mr.  Rodewald 

Physical  education  includes  gymnastics,  athletics,  plays  and 
games,  and  hygiene,  all  of  which  are  phases  of  physical  educa- 
tion and  means  to  the  attainment  and  maintenance  of  health 
and  physical  efficiency. 

Each  student  is  required  to  take  the  physical  examination 
and  measurements  at  the  opening  of  the  school  year  upon  or 
entrance  to  the  school  and  thereafter  whenever  the  instructors 
in  charge  deem  it  necessary.  This  is  for  the  purpose  of  assist- 
ing the  instructors  in  the  individual  prescription  of  exercise 
and  to  prevent  accidents. 

Physical  education  is  classified  under  two  heads,  general 
and  special.  General  physical  education  is  planned  to  meet 
the  legal  requirements  governing  the  physical  education  of 
students.  Special  physical  education  consists  of  courses  ar- 
ranged for  the  purpose  of  training  teachers  to  teach  the  sub- 
ject in  the  public  schools.    The  courses  are  as  follows: 

General  physical  education  consists  of  gymnastics  and 
games,  athletics  and  a  prescribed  am.ount  of  hygiene.  One 
period  three  days  a  week  in  some  phase  of  this  work  is  re- 
quired of  all  students  for  a  period  of  three  years.  The  kind 
of  practical  work  vvhich  a  student  may  do  is  optional  in  so 
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far  as  the  physical  condition  and  skill  of  the  student  will 
allow.  Under  certain  conditions  students  may  be  excused  by 
doctor's  certificate. 

During  the  fall  and  spring  the  work  for  both  men  and  wo- 
men is  of  an  athletic  nature  and  is  conducted  in  the  open  air 
while  the  weather  is  fair.  During  the  cold  winter  months  it 
consists  of  gymnastics  and  is  conducted  in  the  gymnasium. 

Gymnastics.  Gymnastics  for  women  consists  of  graded 
calisthenics,  elementary  apparatus  exercises,  games  and 
gymnastic  dancing.  Gymnastics  for  men  consists  of  graded 
calisthenics,  heavy  apparatus  exercises  and  games. 

Athletics.  Athletics  at  the  Normal  School  is  a  phase 
of  physical  education.  The  object  is  to  conduct  athletics  in 
the  spirit  of  sport  for  sport's  sake ;  to  teach  students  to  play 
in  the  true  sportsman  spirit  of  fairness  and  honor;  to  regard 
the  pleasure  of  the  contest  and  the  honor  of  the  Normal 
School  as  the  primary  incentive;  to  play  courageously  to  the 
finish ;  to  win  whenever  possible  but  never  employing  unfair 
or  dishonorable  methods. 

The  Normal  School  supports  representative  teams  in  all 
lines  of  sports  in  season  which  compete  with  representative 
teams  from  other  educational  institutions.  The  Normal  School 
is  a  member  of  the  Inter-State  School  Conference  consisting 
of  seven  colleges  and  State  Normal  schools  of  North  Dakota 
and  Minnesota.  Games  in  all  lines  of  sport  are  scheduled  with 
these  schools  each  year.  Class  teams  for  both  men  and  wo- 
men compete  annually  for  school  championship  honors.  Winter 
outdoor  sports,  especially  skating  are  encouraged. 

Special 

Gymnastic  Methods  and  Practice.  Daily  for  three 
terms.  Three  Credits.  Open  to  students  not  in  the  special 
course  who  are  able  to  carry  the  work.  The  practical  floor 
work  may  be  taken  in  place  of  the  student's  required  work  in 
physical  education. 

The  course  consists  of  the  study  of  methods  of  teaching 
gymnastics,  gymnastic  nomenclature,  and  the  practice  of 
calisthenics  and  apparatus  gymnastics  for  the  cultivation  of 
proficiency  in  execution. 

Gymnastic  Dancing;  History  of  Physical  Training; 
Methods  of  Coaching;  Emergencies.  Daih  for  three  terms. 
Three  credits.  Gymnastic  dancing  alternates  with  one  of  the 
other  subjects  each  term.  The  marks  are  assembled  to  give  a 
full  credit. 
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The  dancing  consists  of  the  study  and  practice  of  the  fun- 
damental dancing  steps,  folk  dances,  and  esthetic  or  Gilbert 
dancing.   A  note  book  must  be  kept. 

History  of  Physical  Training  consists  of  assigned  read- 
ings and  recitations  covering  the  period  of  ancient  Greek  and 
Roman  culture,  the  Medieval  period,  the  Modern  period,  and 
the  history  and  development  of  the  movement  in  its  various 
phases  in  America.    This  subject  is  pursued  for  one  term. 

Methods  of  Coaching  comprises  a  one  term  study  of  the 
rules  of  the  various  competitive  athletic  games,  methods  of 
developing  teams,  systems  of  play,  and  diagrammed  plays  in 
such  sport  as  football,  basketball,  baseball,  hockey,  etc. 

Emergencies  consists  of  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  com- 
mon ailments  and  injuries,  such  as  fractures,  bruises,  sprains, 
dislocations,  wounds  etc.    This  study  continues  one  term  only. 

Playground  Methods.  Daily  for  one  term.  One  credit. 
In  this  course  play  will  be  studied  in  its  relations  to  the  educa- 
tion of  the  youth.  Playgrounds,  their  history  and  use,  equip- 
ment and  management  will  be  considered.  Playground  games 
and  methods  of  teaching  them  including  the  learning  of  the 
games  by  playing  them  will  form  a  feature  of  the  course. 

Anatomy.  Daily  for  one  term.  One  credit.  This  is  a 
text  book  course.  Gray's  Anatomy  and  Gerrish's  Anatomy 
are  used.  The  gross  anatomy  of  the  muscles,  bones,  joints, 
organs,  nervous  system  and  the  circulation  is  studied.  It  is 
made  the  basis  of  further  study  in  physiology,  hygiene  and 
emergencies,  and  to  give  the  student  a  general  knowledge  of 
the  structure  of  the  human  body. 

Physiology  and  Personal  Hygiene.  Daily  for  one  term. 
One  credit.  The  functions  and  care  of  the  human  body  are 
studied.  The  Human  Mechanism  by  Hough  and  Sedwick  is 
the  text  used. 

Sanitation  and  School  Hygiene.  Daily  for  one  term. 
One  credit.  The  needs  and  methods  of  sanitation  of  man's 
habitation  and  surroundings  will  be  considered  during  one-half 
of  the  term.  The  remainder  of  the  term  will  be  devoted  to  the 
study  of  the  hygiene  of  the  school  room  and  the  adaptation  of 
school  conditions  to  the  nature  of  the  child. 

Physical  Education  in  Public  Schools.  Daily  for  one 
term.  One  credit.  This  subject  deals  with  the  nature  and 
needs  of  the  boy  and  girl  of  school  age.  Physical  education  is 
considered  from  the  view  point  of  its  value  as  a  factor  in  the 
mental  and  physical  growth  of  the  youth  of  both  sexes. 

Principles  of  Physical  Education.  Daily  for  one  term. 
One  credit.   This  course  consists  of  lectures,  readings,  and  dis- 
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cussions.  The  view  points,  the  appHcation  and  the  reason  to 
be  of  physical  education  will  be  presented.  Some  of  the  prob- 
lems related  to  physical  education  will  be  explained  and  dis- 
cussed. 

Practice  Teaching.  Three  terms.  Three  credits.  Prac- 
tice teaching  consists  of  teaching  physical  training  in  the 
Model  School  or  acting  in  the  capacity  of  cadet  in  the  regular 
classes  of  the  Normal  School.  Cadets  must  take  charge  of 
classes  in  the  presence  of  the  teacher  for  two  weeks  during  the 
term. 

Educational  Psychology 

Mr.  Acher 

The  aim  of  all  the  courses  in  psychology  is  (1),  to  give 
the  student  a  first  hand  knowledge  of  the  nature  of  his  own 
psycho-physical  life  and  (2),  to  give  him  a  broad,  compre- 
hensive, but  sympathetic  and  practical  knowledge  of  child  life. 
Special  effort  is  made  to  present  the  subject  of  child-study  in  a 
way  that  the  student  will  further  his  knowledge  of  this  subject 
whenever  and  wherever  he  comes  in  contact  with  children.  The 
pedagogical  significance  of  the  extensive  data  in  the  fields  of 
experimental,  social,  religious,  and  abnormal  psychology  is 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  student. 

Six  consecutive  terms  are  offered  in  this  department. 
The  completion  of  the  work  of  the  first  three  terms  fulfills 
the  conditions  in  psychology,  for  graduation  from  the  various 
courses  in  which  one  year  of  psychology  is  required.  The  last 
three  terms  comprise  the  work  for  advanced  students. 

First  term.  The  structure  and  function  of  the  special 
sense  organs  and  the  nervous  system  generally  with  special 
emphasis  upon  the  genetic  point  of  view.  The  hygiene  of  the 
eye  and  ear  with  special  tests  for  defects.  One  day  each  week 
is  devoted  to  experimental  work  and  the  student  is  expected 
to  keep  a  careful  record  of  these  experiments. 

Second  term.  This  term  is  devoted  to  a  study  of  per- 
ception, memory,  imagination  and  the  higher  mental  processes 
from  the  pedagogical  point  of  view.  The  emotions  are  given 
a  prominent  place,  since  they  are  the  dynamic  factors  in 
human  life.    One  day  in  the  week  is  devoted  to  experiments. 

Third  term.  This  term  is  devoted  to  the  subject  of  child 
study.  Special  stress  is  laid  upon  the  laws  of  physical 
growth  and  hygiene,  and  the  value  of  food,  sleep,  and  fresh 
air  as  factors  in  psycho-physical  development.  The  educa- 
tional value  of  plays  and  games  is  emphasized. 
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Fourth  term.  A  survey  of  the  fields  of  experimental 
psychology,  and  pedagogy  and  an  evaluation  of  the  vast 
material  that  is  found  here  for  educational  purposes.  Some 
attention  is  given  to  practical  experiments  so  that  the  student 
may  have  a  first  hand  knovi^ledge  of  the  work  that  is  now- 
being  done  in  experimental  pedagogy. 

Fifth  term.  This  term  is  devoted  to  a  study  of  mental 
and  physical  tests  of  school  children.  The  sub-normal  and  the 
super-normal  children  are  considered  from  the  point  of  view 
of  their  own  and  society's  welfare.  Attention  is  also  given  to 
the  laws  of  heredity  and  to  the  principle  of  eugenics  in  rela- 
tion to  race  improvement. 

Sixth  term.  This  term  is  devoted  to  social  psychology; 
the  development  of  the  group  spirit,  and  the  individual  as  a 
member  of  society.  A  review  of  the  agencies  now  being  used 
for  the  development  of  the  individual  as  a  member  of  a  social 
whole  is  given  and  their  psychological  basis  is  sought  for. 

Note.  In  each  term's  work  the  hygienic  considerations 
receive  attention.  Mental  hygiene  is  rapidly  coming  to  the 
front  as  a  subject  worthy  of  the  prospective  teacher's  most 
careful  attention  and  a  special  course  in  this  is  offered  if  there 
is  call  for  it. 

Rural  Teacher  Subjects 

Mr.  Wallace  Mrs.  Macdonald 

English  Language.  Language  and  Grammar,  two 
terms ;  Spelling,  two  terms ;  Reading,  one  term ;  and  Rhetori- 
cals  throughout  the  three  terms.  These  subjects  are  interde- 
pendent and  often  overlap.  The  work  in  them  is  offered  with 
the  special  view  of  preparing  the  students  for  teaching  these 
subjects  in  the  rural  schools. 

Spelling.  Lists  of  words  taken  from  the  daily  work, 
diacritical  markings,  correct  pronunciation,  letter-writing,  and 
general  composition  work. 

Reading.  Much  time  is  spent  in  establishing  the  fact  that 
all  good  reading  is  fundamentally  dependent  on  careful  inter- 
pretation of  the  author's  thought.  Model  methods  are  worked 
out  for  teaching  selections  to  common  school  classes  above  the 
fourth  grade.  Texts:  Sherman  and  Reed's  Essentials  of 
Teaching  Reading,  and  Black's  Literature  for  the  Study  of 
Language. 

Rural  Grammar.  A  study  of  the  sentence,  the  parts  of 
speech,  language  and  composition.    This  work  is  based  espec- 
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ially  on  the  requirements  for  Language  and  Grammar  as  out- 
lined in  the  course  of  study  for  the  common  schools  of  the 
state.   Text:   Buehler's  English  Grammar. 

Pedagogy.  One  term  is  given  to  the  general  problems  of 
the  rural  school,  its  discipline,  its  program,  its  promotions  and 
examinations,  the  problems  of  the  recitation,  the  asking  of 
questions.  The  text  in  this  work  is  Seeley's  New  School  Man- 
agement. One  term  is  given  to  methods  in  teaching  the  var- 
ious subjects,  especially  language  and  reading.  Half  the  term 
is  given  to  primary  methods  under  the  guidance  of  a  teacher 
experienced  in  rural  schools  and  institute  work.  A  third  term 
is  devoted  to  rural  sociology  and  aims  to  acquaint  the  teacher 
with  the  needs  of  the  rural  communitv  and  of  its  pupils,  and 
thus  to  be  suggestive  of  a  rural  school  adapted  to  its  surround- 
ings. The  course  ends  with  two  weeks'  study  of  school  reports 
and  school  laws. 

Geography.  The  two  terms  in  this  subject  aim  to  em- 
phasize and  make  clear  the  foundation  principles  of  geography, 
and  to  show  the  teacher  how  to  apply  these  laws  to  the  phe- 
nomena right  around  their  homes  or  school-houses.  The  sec- 
ond term  calls  for  a  study  of  the  United  States  and  of  North 
Dakota,  so  that  the  teacher  may  proceed  in  her  school  work 
from  home  surroundings  to  county,  state  and  nation. 

Domestic  Science.  A  short  course  in  Domestic  Science 
is  given  in  the  winter  term  consisting  of  Sewing,  Cooking,  and 
Food  Study.  The  work  is  planned  to  meet  the  needs  of  rural 
schools.  Suggestions  are  given  for  the  equipment  that  it  be 
simple,  inexpensive  and  practical;  also  methods  are  presented 
for  carrying  on  the  work  and  suggestions  are  made  for  serving 
a  warm  noon  lunch. 

History.  Tzvo  terms.  Begun  in  both  fall  and  winter 
terms.  One  term  is  spent  on  colonial  history  and  one  on  the 
constitutional  period.  The  emphasis  is  placed  on  movements 
and  the  relations  of  events.   Text :   Mace's  School  History. 

Arithmetic.  Two  terms.  The  emphasis  is  placed  on  the 
fundamentals  and  drills  and  devices  for  presenting  them  in  the 
grades.  Then  a  term  is  given  to  a  general  review  of  Arithme- 
tic with  emphasis  on  its  application  as  needed  by  pupils  on 
the  farm. 

Riietoricals.  The  Rurals  earn  their  rhetorical  credits  in 
their  literary  society — the  Prairie  Breeze.  Its  purposes  are 
stated  in  its  constitution  to  be  to  increase  the  acquaintance  of  its 
members  with  each  other,  to  give  them  practice  in  parliamen- 
tary procedure  and  in  speaking  before  others,  and  to  increase 
their  interest  in  their  future  work  as  teachers  in  the  rural 
school. 
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Science 

Mr.  McMullen,  Physics  and  Chemistry 

Mr.  Johnson,  Biology 

Miss  Perrine,  Geology  and  Astronomy 

Mr.  Switzer,  Geography 

Miss  Ashton,  Geography 

Miss  Withee,  Physics  Assistant 

Physics.  Three  terms.  Required  in  the  fourth  year. 
The  first  term  is  given  to  mechanics,  the  second  to  sound  and 
light,  and  the  third  to  heat  and  electricity.  The  course  is 
designed  to  give  each  graduate  of  Course  II  a  working  knowl- 
edge of  the  every  day  principles  of  physics,  to  train  the  hand 
and  eye,  to  inculcate  habits  of  neatness  and  order,  and  to  give 
speed  and  accuracy  in  arithmetic  processes.  Two  periods  are 
devoted  to  the  work  each  day.  A  week's  work  usually  consists 
of  four  periods  in  the  laboratory,  three  periods  in  recording 
laboratory  work  and  in  text-book  study,  and  three  periods  in 
recitation.  Each  student  presents  each  term  a  short  paper  or 
review  of  some  published  article  of  current  physical  interest. 
Text:    McMullen's  Forty  Lessons  in  Physics. 

Advanced  Physics.  Three  terms.  An  elective  course 
in  advance  of  the  above,  designed  especially  for  students 
preparing  to  teach  any  branch  of  science.  Much  reading  in 
magazines  is  done;  along  with  the  laboratory  work  apparatus 
design  and  making  are  studied;  and  the  pedagogy  of  the 
subject  receives  special  attention. 

Chemistry.  Three  terms.  While  this  is  a  required  course 
for  domestic  science  students,  the  first  two  terms  are  so  ar- 
ranged that  they  may  be  elected  by  any  one  desiring  a  knowl- 
edge of  elementary  chemistry.  Brownlee  and  Others  is  the 
text.  The  third  term,  which  must  be  preceded  by  physics 
also,  is  given  over  to  the  applications  of  physics  and  chemis- 
try which  occur  in  the  household.  Much  of  this  work  is  taken 
from  catalogs  and  bulletins.  Blanchard's  Household  Chemis- 
try is  used  as  a  laboratory  guide. 

Botany.  Three  terms.  Required  of  all  juniors,  not  en- 
rolled in  Zoology.  A  study  of  plant  groups.  Laboratory  and 
field  work  required  throughout. 

Zoology.  Three  terms.  A  practical  acquaintance  with 
animal  life  is  sought.  Special  attention  given  to  insects  and 
birds  on  account  of  their  nature  study  value  and  economic 
importance.  The  work  culminates  in  a  term's  work  in  human 
physiology.   Required  of  all  juniors  not  enrolled  in  Botany. 
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Economic  Biology.  This  course  is  designed  especially 
for  students  of  domestic  science.  The  aim  is  to  gain  some 
fundamental  conceptions  of  plant  and  animal  structure  and 
physiology,  and  to  apply  the  knowledge  thus  gained  to  the 
problems  of  home-making. 

Elementary  Human  Physiology  and  Hygiene.  One 
term.  Classes  in  this  subject  will  be  formed  whenever  the 
demand  warrants.  This  course  takes  only  one  term  for  its 
completion  and  is  designed  especially  for  those  who  expect 
to  teach  before  graduation.  It  gives  no  credit  on  the  regular 
Normal  Course. 

Practical  Forestry.  Elective.  Requires  no  previous 
training  in  biological  science,  altho  a  knowledge  of  elementary 
botany  will  prove  helpful.  The  identification,  propagation 
and  care  of  the  native  trees  and  shrubs  is  studied  in  the  field. 
Offered  in  the  spring  term  of  each  year. 

Geography.  First  year.  Three  terms.  First  term:  The 
fundamental  facts  and  principles  of  mathematical  and  physical 
geography.  Emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  great  agencies  modi- 
fying the  earth's  relief,  and  observation  of  these  processes  at 
work.  The  controling  factors  of  climate  and  the  conditions 
governing  the  distribution  of  life.  These  facts  studied  in  type 
regions  of  the  United  States  by  the  use  of  topographic  maps. 
Second  term.  A  detailed  study  of  North  America  and  the 
United  States  showing  the  relation  of  physiography  and  cli- 
mate to  the  industries  of  the  country  and  to  the  distribution  of 
life.  Third  term.  A  further  application  of  the  first  term's 
work  to  the  other  continents.  Europe  is  given  chief  considera- 
tion, studying  the  more  important  countries  in  an  intensive 
way,  treating  some  of  the  problems  of  historical  and  economic 
geography. 

Review  Geography.  One  term  in  the  fourth  year.  A 
broad  view  of  the  meaning  of  geography  and  of  its  place  in  the 
school  curriculum.  A  study  of  the  fundamental  principles  of 
mathematical  and  physical  geography  from  the  standpoint  of 
the  teacher,  with  a  view  to  selecting  the  material  best  ouited  to 
the  various  grades.  It  includes  field  trips  and  places  special 
emphasis  on  Home  Geography. 

Economic  Geography.  One  term.  Third  year  elective. 
A  study  of  the  economic  resources  of  the  United  States.  The 
effect  of  these  upon  the  distribution  and  development  of  in- 
dustrial life.    Their  exploitation  and  conservation. 

Geology.  One  term.  Third  year,  elective.  The  forces 
and  agencies  by  which  the  past  and  present  relief  of  the  earth 
has  been  determined,  and  their  mode  of  operation.    A  short 
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period  is  devoted  to  the  study  of  common  minerals  and  rocks 
in  the  laboratory,  using  the  geological  collections  in  the 
museum. 

Elementary  Astronomy.  One  term.  Third  year  elec- 
tive. Study  of  the  more  important  heavenly  bodies  and  the 
natural  laws  governing  them,  and  the  causes  of  climates, 
change  of  seasons,  etc.,  preparatory  to  teaching  geography 
and  nature  study  in  the  grades. 

Training  School

The  Model  School  gives  the  student  an  opportunity  to  ap- 
ply his  knowledge  of  psychology,  general  and  special  methods 
in  the  work  of  instruction,  to  observe  children,  and  to  gain  skill 
in  teaching.  The  school  is  made  a  typical  one  as  far  as  possi- 
ble in  regard  to  curriculum,  method  of  instruction,  school  man- 
agement, and  discipline  of  children. 

Each  Normal  School  student  is  required  to  teach  in  the 
model  school  not  less  than  one  hour  per  day  for  one  year  be- 
fore graduation.  More  teaching  will  be  required  by  the  fac- 
ulty, if  the  pupil  seems  to  need  it.  Prior  to  taking  teaching 
work  the  student  must  have  studied  psychology,  general  and 
special  method.  The  student  teachers  will  be  expected  to  help 
in  the  morning  exercises,  and  control,  as  far  as  practicable, 
the  children  in  their  class  rooms.  Each  teacher  must  be  able 
to  teach  singing  and  drawing. 

Directions  in  regard  to  the  general  management,  and  the 
general  duties  of  the  student  teachers  are  given  to  each  student, 
together  with  an  outline  of  the  work  that  is  to  be  done  by 
each  teacher.  In  the  assignment  of  work,  student  teachers  arc 
given  different  grades  to  teach,  and  as  far  as  possible  their' 
preferences  are  considered. 

A  thorough  academic  and  pedagogical  preparation  of 
every  lesson  is  insisted  upon.  To  secure  this,  plans  are  made 
out  one  week  in  advance.  .  Each  plan  is  corrected  by  either 
critic  teacher  or  the  supervisor,  and  plans  are  reconstructed  by 
the  teachers  on  the  basis  of  the  various  suggestions  before  they 
are  used. 

All  instruction  is  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the 
critic  teacher  or  the  supervisor.  Assistance  is  given  in  the 
work  of  instruction,  by  the  critic  teacher  teaching  the  class 
while  the  pupil  teacher  observes,  by  written  suggestions,  by 
personal  conferences,  and  by  general  critic  meetings.  General 
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critic  meetings  are  held  once  a  week,  on  Wednesdays  at 
four.  Department  critic  meetings  are  held  each  Friday  at  3  :45 
p.  m.  in  the  various  Model  school  rooms.  In  these  meetings 
general  suggestions  are  given  to  all,  corrections  are  made  in  the 
light  of  accepted  educational  theories,  the  application  of  certain 
principles  of  the  work  is  discussed,  the  difficulties  and  faults  of 
individual  pupils  are  talked  over,  and  the  best  ways  of  helping 
them  are  considered.  ^ 

The  Model  school  offers  all  grades  from  Kindergarten  to 
eighth  inclusive.  The  pupils  are  principally  from  Valley  City, 
though  the  school  is  open  to  children  from  any  part  of  the 
state.  There  is  no  tuition  in  this  department.  A  student  com- 
pleting the  course  in  the  Model  school  is  given  a  diploma,  and 
admitted  to  the  Normal  department.  The  teaching  in  all  grades 
is  done  partly  by  the  seniors  under  the  direct  over-sight  of  the 
critic  teacher  in  charge  of  each  room  and  partly  by  the  critic 
teachers  themselves,  who  exhibit  model  lessons  as  the  basis  for 
observation  on  the  part  of  the  seniors. 

The  school  is  supplied  with  needed  appliances,  and  in 
every  way  is  equal  to  the  best  elementary  schools  of  the  state. 
The  moral  and  social  tone  of  this  department  is  of  the  highest 
order,  on  account  of  the  contact  which  the  pupils  have  with 
the  students  and  teachers  of  the  Normal  department. 

Beginning  next  year,  a  ninth  grade  or  first  year  high 
school  class  will  be  organized  for  model  school  graduates  and 
other  eighth  grade  graduates  under  sixteen  years  of  age. 

The  Model  school  pupils  support  an  active  athletic  asso- 
ciation and  have  basketball  and  tennis  courts  of  their  own. 
Model  school  pupils  have  the  most  beautiful  and  well  equipped 
play  ground  in  the  state.  A  school  garden  is  cared  for  by  the 
pupils,  and  a  series  of  educational  trips  to  the  flour  mill,  elec- 
tric railway  and  other  industrial  plants  is  distributed  through- 
out the  year. 

The  Kindergarten  course  is  of  the  standard  two  years' 
length,  open  to  seniors  or  those  who  have  an  equivalent  high 
school  training.  A  diploma  is  granted,  and  a  limited  amount 
of  teaching  is  allowed  those  who  take  the  work  in  Kindergar- 
ten theory. 

Cadet  Teaching: 

A  limited  number  of  seniors,  who  are  prepared  for  it,  may 
be  assigned  by  the  supervisor  to  regular  Normal  instructors  for 
training,  in  first  and  second  year  classes ;  but  cadet  work  may 
also  occur  in  library,  museum  and  laboratory  work. 
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Valley  City,  N.  D .— J"ly  2  to  August  13 

The  twelfth  annual  State  Summer  School  held  at  Valley 
City,  North  Dakota,  will  open  this  year  on  July  2,  continue  for 
six  weeks,  as  in  the  past,  and  close  on  August  13.  In  accord- 
ance with  the  school  laws  of  the  State,  the  teachers'  examina- 
tions will  be  conducted  on  Thursday  and  Friday,  August  14th 
and  15th,  following  the  close  of  the  summer  session. 

This  Summer  School  is  supported  by  a  number  of  coun- 
ties in  the  central  part  of  the  state,  together  with  the  State 
Normal  School.  Teachers  from  counties  named  on  Page  2  of 
this  circular  should  arrange  their  program  of  study  with  their 
county  superintendents.  For  others,  a  faculty  adviser  will  be 
appointed  by  the  registrar  when  the  student  registers  and  pays 
the  entrance  fee  at  the  general  office  of  the  school. 

Wednesday,  July  2,  will  be  devoted  to  the  registration  and 
classification  of  students.  Lectures  and  recitations  will  begin 
promptly  on  Thursday,  July  3.  Teachers  and  students  wishing 
to  do  a  strong  term's  work  will  do  well,  therefore,  in  reaching 
the  city  not  later  than  Tuesday,  July  1. 

Scope  and  Courses  of  Study 

The  coming  summer  session  will  be  conducted  with  a  view 
of  giving  emphasis  to  three  important  lines  of  work,  viz.,  that 
ofTered  by  a  regular  Normal  course,  that  offered  by  an  ele- 
mentary preparatory  course  for  teachers  wishing  to  take  ex- 
aminations, and  that  offered  by  eminent  educators  and  dis- 
tinguisbed  instructors. 

The  arrangement  of  classes  and  courses  of  study  will  be 
planned  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  following  groups  of  students : 

1.  Those  seeking  a  second  grade  certificate. 

2.  Those  wishing  to  take  up  first  grade  subjects. 

3.  Those  wanting  a  renewal  of  first  and  second  grade 
certificates. 

4.  All  teachers,  regardless  of  certificates,  who  desire  to 
take  up  studies  for  a  review  of  the  advanced  course. 

5.  Supervisors  of  music,  drawing,  manual  training,  do- 
mestic science  and  other  special  lines,  including  teachers  of  ex- 
perience who  wish  to  qualify  as  supervisors. 

6.  Village  and  town  principals,  county  and  city  super- 
intendents and  others  desiring  advanced  study  and  work  in 
school  administration.

7.  Present  Normal  school  students  who  wish  to  continue 
their  work  through  the  summer  and  former  graduates  who 
wish  to  complete  the  Advanced  Course. 

8.  Others  who  wish  to  enter  for  the  first  time  to  take 
some  credit  to  lighten  their  work  for  next  year,  especially  high 
school  graduates  Who  expect  to  take  the  one-year  course  or 
who  desire  to  take  any  of  the  Art  courses,  such  as  Manual 
Training,  Music,  Drawing  or  Domestic  Science. 

9.  Teachers  who  want  assistance  in  Methods  in  primary, 
intermediate  or  grammar  grades. 

10.  Supervisors  and  superintendents,  principals  in  town 
and  village  schools  who  may  have  to  introduce  manual  train- 
ing or  domestic  science  or  other  such  courses  themselves. 
These  groups  will  find  work  adapted  to  their  needs.  In  the 
past,  several  superintendents  were  able  to  do  enough  work 
through  the  summer  to  enable  them  to  either  teach  or  super- 
vise manual  training  in  their  own  school. 

Special  attention  will  be  given  to  the  pedagogical  aspect 
of  all  subjects.  The  school  is  conducted  in  the  pedagogical 
atmosphere  of  the  State  Normal  School.  Methods  of  present- 
ing each  subject  will  be  given  in  all  classes.  Standings  above 
80%  will  be  accepted  instead  of  examination  by  the  county 
superintendent. 

CERTIFICATE  COURSES 

Renewal  of  Certificates 

Elementary  certificates  may  be  renewed  by  attendance  at 
two  sessions  of  the  six  weeks  summer  school.  For  those  who 
do  not  hold  certificates,  standings  obtained  in  the  summer 
school,  above  75%  and  upon  which  double  time  is  spent,  will 
be  transferred  to  teachers'  certificates  in  place  of  examinations. 

Certificate  Classes 

The  summer  school  will  offer  classes  in  all  subjects  re- 
quired for  a  first  or  second  grade  certificate.  In  all  such  class- 
es an  effort  will  be  made  to  give  as  thorough  a  review  of  the 
entire  subject  as  time  will  permit,  together  with  suggestion  on 
the  methods  of  teaching  them.  Teachers,  who  enter  to  re- 
view for  the  teachers'  examinations,  will  be  expected  to  take 
the  work  of  the  review  classes  as  designated  on  the  schedule 
in  Arithmetic,  Grammar,  Geography  and  History.  The  regu- 
lar Normal  classes  will  progress  much  more  slowly  and  will 
not  necessarily  lead  to  certificate  credit  at  the  close  of  the 
term. 
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SPECIAL  LECTURES 

Dr.  Ralph  L.  Johnson,  of  Girard  College,  Philadelphia, 
has  been  secured  for  the  summer  school  as  special  lecturer  on 
subjects  pertaining  to  Eugenics,  Child  Study  and  Children  of 
the  Special  Class.  Dr.  Johnson  worked  for  a  number  of 
years  with  Dr.  Goddard  at  the  Vineland,  N.  J.,  school  for  de- 
fective children,  where  his  exceptional  work  and  the  special 
methods  used  have  attracted  the  attention  of  the  educators  of 
the  whole  country.  Both  Messrs.  Johnson  and  Goddard  have 
been  in  great  demand  at  institutions  of  learning  for  lectures 
on  their  discoveries  and  unusually  valuable  contributions  have 
been  made  to  the  magazine  literature  of  the  subject  by  these 
investigators. 

Dr.  Johnson  is  a  fine  public  speaker,  brainy  and  witty 
and  bristling  with  enthusiasm  and  inspiration  on  his  specialty. 
In  securing  Dr.  Johnson,  the  school  has  made  a  bold  move 
after  the  original  investigators  instead  of  mere  writers  and 
talkers.  Just  as  teachers  came  from  all  parts  of  the  country 
last  year  to  get  the  work  of  Messrs.  Johnson  and  Goddard,  so 
it  is  hoped  teachers  of  the  Northwest  will  take  advantage  of 
this  new  and  valuable  phase  of  educational  investigation. 
Prof.  Johnson  will  be  at  the  summer  school  during  the  full, 
six  weeks,  delivering  three  lectures  a  day  and  holding  con-: 
ferences  and  interviews. 

Miss  Cannie  Miller,  of  Du  Bois,  Pa.,  will  come  to  the 
summer  school  to  give  special  lectures  in  Primary  Methods, 
under  the  strong  recommendation  of  Miss  Nan  L.  Mildren, 
of  Philadelphia,  who  proved  to  be  so  popular  a  lecturer  on 
Primary  Methods  at  the  last  summer  school.  This  is  sufficient 
recommendation  for  Miss  Miller's  ability  in  primary  work  and 
the  school  feels  justified  in  promising  the  primary  teachers  in 
both  this  and  surrounding  states  the  best  instruction  the  coun- 
try ofifers  on  the  subject. 

Besides  the  work  of  these  lecturers,  there  will  be  special 
lectures  by  members  of  the  regular  Normal  school  faculty  on 
vital  questions  pertaining  to  education.  The  lectures  and 
music  of  the  Valley  City  Chautauqua  will  also  be  available  to 
summer  school  students. 

NORMAL  SCHOOL  COURSES 

Practically  all  of  the  studies  offered  in  the  regular  Normal 
school  curriculum  will  be  available  during  the  summer  school. 
Students  desiring  Normal  school  credit  will  be  permitted  to 
carry  two  subjects  and  an  exercise,  and  in  no  case  more  than 
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three  subjects.  Students  seeking  Nprmal  school  credit  must 
not  carry  additional  review  subjects  iji  which  they  do  not  seek 
credit.  Regular  Normal  school  students  holding  unexpired 
certificates  may  renew  such  certificates  by  attending  the  sum- 
mer school  and  at  the  same  time  receive  credit  which  may  be 
applied  toward  graduation. 

Rural  School  Course 

The  summer  session  is  an  integral  part  of  the  ten  and  one- 
half  months'  course  for  rural  school  teachers.  Those  expect- 
ing to  complete  this  course  may  do  so  if  they  have  attended 
the  previous  nine  months  or  may  enter  upon  this  course  with 
the  summer  session.  Completion  of  the  ten  and  one-half 
months'  course  confers  a  second  grade  certificate  good  in  any 
part  of  the  state  providing  the  candidate  has  finished,  prior  to 
entering  upon  this  course  an  eighth  grade  in  some  grade  school, 
and  is  at  least  eighteen  years  of  age  at  the  date  of  completion. 

Commercial  Branches 

f'rofessor  C.  C.  Curtiss  whose  books  and  fame  are  country 
wide,  will  teach  penmanship  and  bookkeeping  and  will  present 
a  rare  opportunity  to  this  important  phase  of  education  from 
one  of  the  masters  of  his  profession. 

Domestic  Science 

Thorough  instruction  in  cooking  and  sewing  will  be  offer- 
ed in  one  of  the  best  equipped  domestic  science  departments  in 
the  state.  This  department  occupies  the  entire  third  floor  of 
the  Industrial  Arts  building,  a  suite  of  rooms  admirably 
adapted  to  the  work.  The  laboratories  will  be  open  to  all 
summer  school  students.  Special  classes  will  be  open  to  th  )3C 
who  are  now  directing  domestic  science  work  in  the  public 
schools.  There  will  be  classes  for  beginners  as  well  as  for 
those  whose  work  will  be  in  the  rural  schools.  Suggestions 
will  be  offered  on  public  school  exhibits,  the  rural  school  hot 
lunch  and  many  other  up-to-date  and  interesting  topics. 

Manual  Training 

The  entire  Manual  Training  equipment  of  the  Normal 
school  will  be  at  the  disposal  of  the  summer  school.  Classes 
will  be  offered,  as  last  year,  in  wood  work,  copper  work,  and 
such  other  phases  of  manual  training  work  as  may  be  demand- 
ed.   There  will  be  special  classes  for  teachers  of  the  subject; 
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industrial  history  will  be  offered  as  a  study,  as  well  as  mechani- 
cal drawing,  demonstration  work,  and  practically  everything 
that  pertains  to  the  subject. 

The  department  has  the  advantage  of  being  directed  by 
one  of  the  most  experienced  trainers  of  manual  training  teach- 
ers in  the  country,  as  well  as  the  author  of  several  text  books 
now  in  wide  use  all  over  the  United  States,  tt  is  quite  gener- 
ally conceded  that  the  methods  presented  at  Valley  City  repre- 
sent the  most  scientific  organization  of  this  subject  now  before 
the  public. 

Superintendents  and  special  teachers  of  manual  training, 
may  enter  this  work  one  week  before  the  summer  school  opens 
and  continue  it  four  weeks  after  it  closes,  thus  getting  a  full 
unit  of  work  and  a  more  general  konwledge  of  the  subject. 
Several  leading  superintendents  of  the  state  have  continued 
their  work  through  eleven  weeks  making  such  progress  that 
they  were  able  to  not  only  supervise  but  also  teach  the  subject 
in  their  own  schools. 


Elements  of  Agriculture 

In  an  effort  to  meet  the  needs  of  every  group  of  sttidents, 
several  classes  will  be  offered  in  agriculture  during  the  summer 
term.  Some  of  these  classes  will  offer  Normal  credit,  while 
others  will  be  review  classes  allowing  a  standing  that  will  en- 
title the  student  to  a  mark  on  his  certificate.  This  is  now  one 
of  the  subjects  that  may  be  offered  for  a  first  grade  certificate. 
Besides  the  well-equipped  rooms,  there  will  be  ample  collections 
and  opportunities  for  demonstration  and  special  work.  The 
school  farm  and  garden  will  be  available  for  experimental  pur- 
poses. It  is  conceded  that  a  thorough  knowledge  of  agricul- 
ture will  enable  any  teacher  to  conduct  a  school  with  better  re- 
sults, than  if  he  had  not  studied  the  subject. 


Singing  and  Drawing 

Classes  will  be  offered  for  students  who  wish  to  take  pub- 
lic school  singing  and  public  school  art.  These  will  include 
classes  for  supervisors  of  both  branches.  The  summer  session 
is  devoted  especially  to  aid  supervisors  and  teachers  of  these 
subjects,  both  departments  having  enjoyed  a  wide  reputation, 
their  heads  being  frequently  called  upon  to  address  outside 
organizations.  Besides  the  work  of  the  class  room,  there  will 
be  ample  opportunity  to  teach  and  criticise  in  the  Model  school. 
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Vocal  and  Instrumental  Lessons 

The  school  affords  superior  advantages  for  pursuing  the 
study  of  music  both  as  a  science  and  an  art.  The  courses  of 
instruction  are  designed  to  produce  thorough  and  well-bal- 
anced musicians,  rather  than  to  give  the  student  a  superficial 
acquaintance  with  any  one  branch.  The  courses  of  study  and 
the  general  plan  of  work  are  modeled  after  the  best  schools  of 
music  in  Europe  and  America.  Summer  school  students  will 
have  opportunity  to  benefit  themselves  with  private  lessons  in 
piano,  voice,  violin,  violoncello  and  harmony. 

The  Model  School 

This  year  the  Model  school  adds  the  summer  session  to  its 
regular  course,  and  Model  school  pupils  who  attend  will  be  six 
weeks  ahead  of  those  who  do  not  attend,  in  the  subjects  they 
pass  out  of  successfully.  Opportunity  for  the  observation  of 
expert  teaching,  as  well  as  for  the  practice  of  teaching,  will  be 
afforded  summer  school  students  in  the  Model  school  or  school 
for  practice  teaching.  Classes  will  be  offered  in  all  of  the  eight 
grades. 

Glasses  will  be  offered  in  agriculture,  manual  training, 
domestic  science,  etc.,  these  subjects  being  taught  by  the  stu- 
dents at  the  summer  school,  under  the  supervision  of  the  regu- 
lar instructors.  Nearly  every  member  of  the  regular  Normal 
school  critic  force  will  be  in  charge  of  their  several  grades. 
These  critics  have  received  their  training  at  the  best  Normal 
schools  in  the  United  States  and  are  thoroughly  versed  in  the 
art  of  teaching.  The  sessions  of  the  Model  school  open  at 
nine  o'clock  in  the  morning  and  close  at  noon. 

Library  Methods 

To  a  limited  number  of  librarians  and  teacher-supervis- 
ors of  school  libraries  a  course  in  library  methods  with  practice 
work  in  the  Normal  School  libraries  will  be  offered.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  strictly  library  methods,  the  course  is  planned  to  fa- 
miliarize teachers  with  the  use  of  books  and  ways  of  indexing 
material  and  will  be  of  use  as  part  of  a  general  education.  Sys- 
tematic instruction  will  cover  as  much  as  possible  of  the  fol- 
lowing subjects:  Book  selection  and  ordering;  accessioning; 
shelf-listing ;  preparation  of  books  for  the  shelves ;  classifica- 
tion and  author  numbers ;  cataloging ;  card  alphabeting ;  loan 
desk  work ;  reference  and  bibliography ;  children's  reading  ; 
finding  lists ;  relation  between  the  libraries  and  school ;  admin- 
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tration;  state  laws;  library  associations  and  schools.  As  a 
basis  of  admission  applicants  are  expected  to  have  a  high 
school  education  or  its  equivalent. 

Advanced  Course 

Normal  school  graduates  will  be  glad  to  learn  that 
the  subjects  of  the  Advanced  Course  will  be  offered  this  sum- 
mer. This  course  is  now  the  leading  course  in  the  school  and 
the  management  hopes  that  a  large  number  of  students  and 
graduates  will  avail  themselves  of  the  privilege  of  deepening 
their  scholarship  and  securing  a  diploma  good  in  practically 
every  state  of  the  Union. 

Grade  Teachers 

The  summer  school  is  conducted  with  a  view  of  aiding 
and  increasing  the  efficiency  of  the  teachers  of  the  village  and 
city  schools.  To  this  end  an  expert  teacher  in  grade  work  is 
to  be  broug'ht  from  Du  Bois,  Pa.,  one  who  has  had  wide  ex- 
perience in  the  grades.  Such  a  scientific  pedagogical  presenta- 
tion of  these  subjects  should  prove  to  be  of  great  worth  to 
teachers  of  the  grades.  One  glance  at  the  faculty  list  and 
subjects  taught  in  this  summer  school  will  show  that  there  is  a 
rich  variety  of  work  helpful  to  grade  teachers. 

High  School  Teachers 

Inasmuch  as  the  teachers  in  our  high  schools  have  receiv- 
ed their  training  in  colleges  and  universities  where  the  academic 
side  of  the  subject  is  emphasized,  it  would  be  well  for  them 
to  attend  a  short  session  of  a  live,  up-to-date  Normal  school, 
where  special  attention  is  given  to  the  professional  side  of  these 
subjects.  It  is  no  longer  necessary  for  North  Dakota  teachers 
to  spend  time  at  centers  of  learning  outside  of  the  state  for 
help  in  teaching  any  subject  in  the  common  or  high  schools 
of  the  state.  The  coming  session  aims  to  aid  the  high  school 
as  well  as  the  primary  teacher,  not  as  a  school  of  research  or 
investigation,  but  as  one  that  directs  its  attention  to  educa- 
tional progress.  All  laboratories  in  agriculture,  physics,  chem- 
istry, botany,  and  zoology,  as  well  as  the  library  will  be  at  the 
disposal  of  each  teacher  under  the  direction  of  thorough-going 
instructors. 

Superintendents  and  Principals 

Superintendents  and  principals  and  others  interested  in 
problems  of  school  administration  will  find  special  classes  suit- 
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ed  to  theif  needs  in  the  theory  of  education,  school  manage- 
ment and  administration.  Regular  lectures  will  be  given  by 
an  eminent  authority,  brouglit  from  Philadelphia,  on  such  sub- 
jects as  Eugenics,  Child  Study,  Children  of  the  Special  Class, 
etc.  Frequent  round  tables  will  be  conducted  by  members  of 
the  faculty  and  special  lectures  will  be  given  from  time  to 
time,  bearing  on  the  general  problems  of  education. 

Classes  will  be  oi¥ered  in  any  of  the  subjects  not  usually 
required  for  teachers'  examinations,  some  of  which,  according 
to  the  school  law,  may  be  substituted  in  making  application 
for  certificate.  The  following  are  a  few  of  these  subjects: 
Agriculture,  Manual  Training,  Domestic  Science,  Singing 
Public  School  Art,  Commercial  studies,  and  Physical  Educa- 
tion. The  board  of  control  will  earnestly  urge  every  teacher  to 
take  at  least  one  of  the  so-called  industrial  arts. 

There  will  be  several  classes  in  Psychology,  Philosophy  of 
Education,  School  Management,  History  of  Education,  Ele- 
ments of  Pedagogy,  and  special  methods  adapted  to  each  of  the 
several  grades. 

A  School  For  Everybody 

In  short,  the  summer  school  is  a  school  for  everybody.  It 
is  the  poHcy  of  the  management  to  make  it  broad  in  its  scope 
and  interests.  Classes  will  be  offered  to  meet  the  demands  of 
all  groups  of  people  and  any  subject  not  on  the  schedule,  for 
which  six  or  more  students  will  apply,  will  be  presented  by  a 
competent  instructor. 

The  Institute 

The  demand  for  the  institute  usually  held  during  the  clos- 
ing week  of  the  summer  school  has  led  the  management  to  of  - 
fer it  again,  from  August  6th  to  -13th,  as  an  added  attraction 
to  the  summer  school's  work.  While  there  are  a  number  of 
teachers  who  are  not  in  the  state  at  that  time,  still  it  would  be 
a  disappointment  to  many  others  who  are  in  the  habit  of  at- 
tending the  institute  if  it  were  not  offered  this  year. 

As  usual  the  institute  will  be  conducted  by  a  mernber  of 
the  faculty  with  special  gifts  for  this  kind  of  work,  and  the 
conductor  will  make  up  his  institute  staff  from  the  talent  of  the 
entire  faculty  of  the  summer  school.  Nowhere  else,  probably, 
in  the  northwest  will  there  be  presented  such  a  rich  feast  of 
good  things  for  teachers  to  enjoy  and  profit  by. 

Several  of  the  counties  associated  with  the  summer  school 
will  participate  officially  in  this  institute.  Teachers  in  these 
counties  will  receive  notice  from  their  county  superintendents 
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and  will  be  expected  to  attend.  But  the  institute  will  be  by  no 
means  limited  to  the  teachers  of  these  counties.  Any  teacher 
in  the  state,  or  from  nearby  states,  will  be  welcomed. 

The  fact  that  the  August  teachers'  examinations  will  be 
held  immediately  after  the  close  of  the  institute,  and  all  teach- 
ers who  desire  to  take  them,  no  matter  from  what  county  they 
may  come,  will  be  permitted  to  do  so  here,  will  be  an  added  in- 
ducement to  a  large  attendance. 

Other  Attractions — The  Chautauqua 

Valley  City  has  been  well  termed  "the  music  center  of  the 
Northwest."  The  Normal  school  management  has  always  felt 
the  need  of  good  music  and  strong  lecture  courses  as  part  of 
the  training  that  makes  for  broad-minded  and  well  balanced 
teachers.  For  a  number  of  years  the  school  has  maintained  a 
music  course,  bringing  to  the  city  some  of  the  very  best  artists 
before  the  American  public.  The  success  of  these  courses  in  a 
measure  suggested  to  the  people  of  Valley  City  an  annual 
Chautauqua  Assembly,  which  has  now  become  a  regular,  fixed 
institution. 

This  Assembly  will  convene  this  year  on  June  27,  and  will 
close  on  July  13,  taking  the  place  of  the  regular  lecture  and 
music  course  during  the  summer  session.  The  delightful  park 
in  a  grove  at  the  edge  of  the  city,  the  scene  of  the  Assembly 
makes  this  an  increased  pleasure.  Students  enrolling  for  the 
summer  school  will  be  presented  with  a  free  admission  ticket. 

There  will  be  several  programs  each  day,  some  of  which 
will  naturally  conflict  with  the  work  of  the  class  room,  but  the 
schedule  both  at  the  school  and  at  the  Assembly  will  be  so  ar- 
ranged that  students  may  attend  all  of  the  large  features,  be- 
sides the  evening  programs,  the  Sunday  and  the  Monday  pro- 
grams. In  addition,  Friday,  July  11,  has  been  designated  as 
Normal  school  day,  when  the  students,  alumni  and  faculty  will 
gather  in  a  grand  rally  with  a  special  Normal  school  program. 

The  committee  in  charge  has  had  a  wide  experience  and 
will  introduce  some  of  the  leading  attractions  this  year.  Space 
will  not  allow  the  enumeration  of  all  of  the  talent,  but  students 
will  be  delighted  with  Bishop  Quayle,  who  has  been  secured  as 
a  lecturer.  Bishop  Quayle  has  been  called  ''western  in  rearing 
^nd  American  in  instinct,  speaking  with  the  ring  of  a  lover 
of  Democracy  in  voice  and  heart."  Those  who  have  read  "A 
Study  in  Current  Social  Theories,"  ''Eternity  in  the  Heart," 
"The  Poet's  Poet  and  Other  Essays,"  "In  God's  Out  of  Doors," 
"The  Prairie  and  the  Sea,"  and  others  of  his  works,  will  want 
to  hear  Bishop  Quayle. 
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Charles  Edward  Russell  has  been  secured  for  the  Assem- 
bly. He  is  one  of  the  country's  leading  journalists,  having- 
served  as  managing  editor  of  the  Minneapolis  Journal  and 
the  Detroit  Tribune.  Besides  this,  he  has  been  connected  with 
the  New  York  Herald  and  the  New  York  World,  and  was  pub- 
lisher of  the  Chicago  American.  His  articles  in  the  American 
Magazine,  entitled  "The  Foe  of  Democracy"  and  *'At  the 
Throat  of  the  Republic,"  have  caused  nation-wide  comment  on 
account  of  their  fearless  attack  on  existing  conditions.  Mr. 
Russell  has  repeatedly  traveled  over  both  Europe  and  America 
and  has  studied  the  slum  conditions.  Hence,  when  a  mes- 
sage comes  from  one  who  knows  present  conditions,  the  world 
is  ready  to  hear  his  message. 

Prof.  P.  G.  Holden,  the  Iowa  corn  king,  will  lecture  at  the 
coming  Assembly.  It  is  he  who  taught  the  people  of  his  state 
how  to  raise  more  and  better  corn,  increasing  the  yield  27,000,- 
000  bushels  annually.  Prof.  Holden  is  an  enthusiast,  whose 
enthusiasm  is  contagious. 

Miss  Angela  Murry  Gibson,  the  well-known  reader  and 
singer  from  far  away  Kircaldy,  Scotland,  will  come  to  Valley 
City  during  the  Assembly.  She  has  been  the  leading  attrac- 
tion of  the  Scottish  Gaelic  Society  of  New  York,  where  her  ini- 
mitable Scotch  dialect,  humor  and  pathos  have  placed  her  in 
the  foremost  rank. 

Dr.  Samuel  G.  Smith's  appearance  at  the  Assembly  is 
proof  positive  that  the  management  is  sparing  no  pains  in 
bringing  to  Valley  City  the  best  talent  that  the  country  affords. 
Dr.  Smith  has  been  pastor  of  the  Peoples  Church,  St.  Paul,  for 
twenty-five  years,  and  during  this  pastorate  has  received 
calls  from  the  leading  churches  in  New  York,  Boston,  Philadel- 
phia, Baltimore  and  Chicago,  as  well  as  from  Westminister 
Chapel,  London,  England.  He  has  lectured  and  preached  much 
in  the  British  Isles,  filling  for  some  time  the  pulpit  of  City 
Temple  in  London,  during  his  last  visit  abroad  last  summer. 
His  book,  "Social  Pathology"  is  used  as  a  text  in  twenty-five 
leading  colleges  and  universities  in  the  United  States.  Dr. 
Smith  owes  his  reputation  to  his  personal  force  and  dramatic 
talent  as  an  orator,  as  well  as  to  his  ability  as  a  profound  and 
logical  thinker. 

There  will  be  many  other  noted  people  on  the  program 
each  day  for  two  weeks,  such  persons  as  Lou  Beauchamp  who 
spent  his  childhood  among  the  Creek,  Choctaw  and  Cherokee 
Indians,  was  denied  school  and  college  privileges,  and  yet  at 
the  age  of  fourteen  contributed  prose  and  poetry  to  the  New 
York  papers  and  at  twenty-one  was  an  editor  of  a  noted  Cin- 
cinnati daily  paper. 
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There  will  be  several  concert  companies,  including  the 
Cooper  Sisters,  the  Seminary  Girls,  the  Hearon  Sisters,  Chi- 
cago Male  Quartette  and  the  Norton  Orchestra.  These  com- 
panies and  others  will  be  given  a  royal  reception  at  the  Chau- 
tauqua. 

In  conclusion,  no  mention  of  the  Assembly  would  be  jus- 
tifiable without  stating  that  Dr.  Gustav  Andreen,  President  of 
Augustana  College,  Rock  Island.,  and  Dr.  John  Nathan  Kil- 
dahl.  President  of  St.  Olafs  College,  Northfield,  Minn.,  will 
lend  their  presence.  Dr.  Kildahl  is  regarded  as  one  of  the 
most  noteworthy  of  Norwes^ian- Americans  and  Dr.  Andreen, 
a  graduate  of  both  the  universities  of  Upsala,  Sweden  and 
Christiania,  Norway,  has  lectured  much  in  both  Europe  and 
America. 

Besides  hearing  these  attractions,  students  will  have  ample 
opportunity  for  camping.  Arrangements  may  be  easily  made 
for  tents  during  the  Assembly.  There  will  be  swimming  pools, 
motor  boats  and  launches,  row  boats,  electric  lights,  pure  water, 
ODDortunities  for  all  playground  exercises,  reunions  and  picnics. 

Expense 

While  there  is  no  tuition  connected  with  the  summer 
school,  it  being  supported  by  the  state  and  the  counties  named, 
a  registration  or  enrollment  fee  of  $1.50  is  charged.  This  fee 
will  admit  every  student  to  all  classes,  lectures  and  enter- 
tainments given  under  the  auspices  of  the  school.  Students 
who  change  their  registration  after  the  school  begins  will  be 
charged  twenty-five  cents  for  each  such  change.  Students  are 
urged  to  study  the  program  before  registering  and  select  just 
such  subjects  as  they  want,  before  completing  their  enroll- 
ment. 

A  small  fee  will  also  be  required  of  students  doing  labora- 
tory work  and  they  will  be  required  to  pay  for  Lny  material 
used  in  any  project  they  wish  to  take  away  with  them. 

Students  are  expected  to  furnish  their  own  textbooks 
These  will  be  sold  at  the  Normal  school  book  store  at  prices 
below  the  usua^l  retail  prices. 

Board  and  room  can  be  secured  at  the  dormitories  for  the 
term  of  six  weeks  for  $25,  payable  in  advance.  Many  citizens 
take  boarders  where  prices  range  from  $3.50  a  week  to  $5,  ac- 
cording to  conveniences  offered. 

The  Episcopal  Hall  conducts  a  delightful  home  for  girls, 
accommodating  about  twenty-five.  The  prices  are  about  the 
same  as  at  the  school  dormitories.  Address,  The  Matron  of 
Episcpal  Hall,  Valley  City,  N.  D. 
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The  Methodist  church  of  the  state,  also  conducts  a  fine 
home  for  girls,  accommodating  about  twenty  young  people. 
Prices  do  not  vary  much  from  those  of  the  other  institutions. 
Address,  Wesley  Normal,  Valley  City,  N.  D. 

Valley  City  has  the  distinction  of  being  about  the  only 
Normal  school  where  the  large  religious  organizations  co- 
operate with  the  school  in  looking  after  the  religious  and  moral 
welfare  of  the  students  that  come  from  these  churches  through- 
out the  state.  Students  who  secure  quarters  in  these  homes 
have  the  assurance  of  a  delightful  home  life. 

Students  who  may  desire  to  reserve  a  place  in  advance  in 
any  of  the  dormitories  or  even  at  private  homes,  should  send 
$2  with  their  application  to  the  conductor  of  the  school  or  di- 
rect to  the  Episcopal  Hall  or  Wesley  Normal.  This  sum  will 
apply  on  the  term's  board  bill  and  will  hold  a  room ;  it  being 
understood,  of  course,  that  the  fee  will  be  confiscated  in  case 
the  student  does  not  claim  the  room  when  the  term  opens. 

Boarding  conveniences  at  Valley  City  are  ample.  A  sys- 
tematic canvass  is  made  by  the  school  before  the  opening  of 
the  term.  A  list  of  all  of  the  available  boarding  houses  may  be 
seen  at  the  school  office.  This  list  should  be  consulted  by  the 
student  before  securing  a  place.  The  office  will  be  glad  to  of- 
fer necessary  assistance  and  suggestions. 

Conclusion 

Valley  City  is  reputed  to  offer  attractions  unsurpassed  in 
any  education  center  in  the  west.  The  school  enjoys  a  stand- 
ing among  the  most  progressive  and  up-to-date  institutions  for 
teachers  in  the  United  States  and  the  faculty,  that  is  making  it 
renowned,  will  remain  for  the  summer  term. 

The  city  is  located  at  the  junction  of  two  transcontinental 
railroads.  In  all  about  twenty  passenger  trains  enter  and  de- 
part every  day,  thus  making  the  city  easily  accessible  from  all 
parts  of  the  state. 

The  city  is  well  known  for  its  delightful  surroundings  and 
location.  It  lies  in  a  large  natural  amphitheater  formed  by 
surrounding  promontories  and  a  bend  in  the  Sheyenne  river. 
It  has  many  public  institutions,  ample  opportunities  for  boat- 
ing, swimming  and  all  of  the  other  delightful  summer  sports. 
Above  all  it  has  a  wealth  in  trees  and  parks,  making  a  sum- 
mer's term  in  the  city  akin  to  six  weeks  of  rare  recreation.

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Cadet  service  requires  the  presence  of  a  Cadet  every  day 
in  the  class  concerned,  the  preparation  of  lessons  assigned ;  as- 
sisting the  teacher  in  correcting  papers,  black  board  work,  re- 
cords ;  assisting  individual  pupils  and  the  preparation  of  Obser- 
vation Reports.  A  minimum  of  two  weeks  of  class  teaching 
according  to  plans  inspected  before  hand  will  be  required  of 
Cadets,  and  detailed  reports  of  the  efficiency  of  their  work,  are 
made  by  the  instructors  to  the  supervisor. 

The  Model  School  Manual  and  the  Model  School  Course 
of  Study,  should  be  secured  and  studied  by  all  student  teachers 
at  the  beginning  of  their  work. 


The  Conservatory  of  Music  offers  instruction  in  all 
branches  of  the  musical  art  with  a  view  to  training  not  only 
singers  and  performers  of  merit,  but  also  teachers  of  music  so 
much  needed  in  many  communities  of  our  state.

A  number  of  recitals  and 
concerts  are  given  during  the  year,  the  season  culminating  in 
the  splendid  May  Music  Festival.  Four  times  the  Conserva- 
tory has  brought  to  Valley  City  the  Minneapolis  Symphony 
Orchestra.  Such  famous  artists  as  Lillian  Nordica,  Marcella 
Sembrich,  Nellie  Melba,  David  Bispham,  and  Ludwig  Wullner 
have  appeared  in  the  Normal  Auditorium.

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General  Information 


Location 

ALLEY  CITY,  the  county  seat  of  Barnes  County,  is  a 
thrifty  city  of  6,000  inhabitants  at  the  junction  of  the 
Northern  Pacific  and  the  Sault  Ste.  Marie  railroads. 
It  is,  therefore,  easy  of  access  from  all  parts  of  the 
state  and  of  the  country.  All  trains  on  both  of  these  lines  that 
do  business  in  North  Dakota  stop  at  Valley  City. 

The  site  of  the  city  is  picturesque,  beautiful  and  healthful 
and  furnishes  abundant  opportunity  for  profitable  field  work  in 
geography,  geology,  agriculture  and  nature  study. 

Building  and  Grounds 

The  school  work  is  conducted  in  six  large  buildings  on 
the  main  campus  all  connected  with  each  other.  The  institu- 
tion owns  its  own  power  and  heating  plant,  and  all  its  build- 
ings are  lighted  by  electricity  and  scientifically  ventilated. 
Closets,  bathrooms,  lavatories,  and  gymnasia  are  abundant 
for  the  needs  of  all  the  students.  The  auditorium,  in  which  all 
the  general  exercises  are  held,  is  the  largest  and  best  in  the 
state. 

The  grounds  of  the  Normal  School  are  highly  attractive. 
The  buildings  are  placed  in  a  natural  forest  on  a  slight  emi- 
nence at  the  foot  of  the  high  bluffs  south  of  the  city.  The 
campus  consists  of  50  acres  comprising  a  beautiful  wooded 
park  immediately  bordered  by  the  Sheyenne  River  and  by  tree- 
covered  'hillsides  to  the  rear,  and  having  sufficient  level  upland 
for  an  athletic  park,  school  gardens,  etc. 
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History 


HE  State  Normal  School  was  located  by  the  Consti- 
tutional Convention ;  the  act  founding  it  was  approved 
March  8,  1890.  The  school  was  first  opened  October 
13,  1890,  in  a  room  rented  for  the  purpose.    The  first 


maintenance  was  provided  by  appropriation  March  2,  1892, 
and  March  7th  of  the  same  year  the  act  under  which  its  opera- 
tion is  provided  for  was  approved,  A  Board  of  Management 
was  appointed  and  the  school  opened  its  doors  for  the  second 
session  September  28,  1891,  supported  by  funds  appropriated 
by  the  state.  Its  first  building  was  dedicated  September  6, 
1892.  Since  that  time  it  has  erected  or  purchased  for  its  use 
eight  other  buildings.  Its  faculty  has  grown  from  one  member 
in  1890  to  fifty  instructors,  1911.  Its  first  class  graduated  in 
June,  1894,  and  was  three  in  number.  In  1911  the  graduating 
class  contains  149.

Library 

The  school  has  a  good  working  library  of  about  8,000  vol- 
umes. It  occupies  a  large  room  on  the  second  floor  and  is 
easily  accessible  from  all  parts  of  the  institution.  Educational 
documents  from  other  states  and  all  North  Dakota  documents 
are  on  file  in  the  library. 

In  connection  with  the  library  an  excellent  reading  room  is 
maintained.    It  is  suppHed  with  newspapers  and  periodicals. 
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and  indexes  give  ready  access  to  any  article  in  these  periodi- 
cals. Most  of  the  state  papers  are  on  file  so  that  students  can 
read  home  news  in  the  library  of  the  institution. 

The  city  maintains  a  free  Carnegie  library  open  to  all  stu- 
dents of  the  Normal  School;  this  library  has  a  reading  room 
and  3,000  volumes  of  well  selected  books. 

Museum 

The  curator  is  now  giving  her  entire  time  to  the  manage- 
ment of  an  excellent  museum,  which  contains  a  large  herbarium 
and  collection  of  zoological  types,  the  fine  private  collection  of 
North  Dakota  bird  eggs,  hundreds  of  conchological  and  geo- 
logical specimens,  and  other  material  of  great  service  to  the 
Biological  and  Agriculture  departments.  Besides  these,  it  has 
a  large  industrial  collection  including  pictures,  maps,  railroad 
folders,  stereopticon  views,  globes,  and  contributions  from  the 
leading  manufacturing  firms  of  the  country.  All  this  material 
is  in  daily  use  in  the  class  rooms  of  both  the  Normal  School 
and  Practice  Department. 

The  museum  furnishes  ample  illustrative  material  for 
training  school  classes  as  well  as  for  normal  school  instruction. 
A  large  supply  of  post  cards  is  used  in  various  classes  with 
the  projectoscope. 

It  is  open  to  visitors  at  somewhat  irregular  hours  and  the 
curator  as  his  time  and  strength  permits,  will  give  lectures 
using  the  collections  for  illustrative  purposes. 

Lectures  and  Concerts 

The  Valley  City  Lecture  Association  supports  the  most 
expensive  list  of  talent  west  of  Minneapolis.  Every  year  it 
ofifers  a  splendid  arrangement  of  lectures  and  musical  numbers 
to  which  students  are  admitted  at  a  merely  nominal  expense.

Doctor  S.  Parkes  Cadman,  the  great  New  York  preacher. 

Lorado  Taft,  America's  greatest  sculptor. 

Other  features  will  undoubtedly  be  added  between  now  and 
the  opening  of  the  course  in  October. 

The  music  department  of  the  State  Normal  School  has  for 
a  number  of  years  been  presenting  to  the  school  the  best  musi- 
cal talent  of  the  world,  among  them  Mesdames  Nordica,  Melba, 
Sembrich,  Herr  Wullner,  Alice  Nielson  and  her  concert  com- 
pany, Riccardo  Martin,  and  for  four  successive  years,  the 
Minneapolis  Symphony  Orchestra,  Emil  Oberhoffer,  conduc- 
tor. 

The  coming  year,  this  course  will  be  organized  into  the 
form  of  an  artists'  course  for  the  benefit  of  students  and  the 
local  public.  The  five  following  numbers  have  been  contracted 
for: 

Myrtle  Elvyn,  concert  pianiste  of  exceptional  tec^hnical  at- 
tainments. 

Quartet — Gustaf  Holmquist,  William  Qare  Hall,  Sibyl 
Sammis  MacDermid,  E.  Wait. 

Signor  Enrico  Palmetto,  the  Danish  tenor  known  as  the 
Danish  Caruso. 

The  Passmore  Trio,  America's  finest  trio. 

Marion  Green,  Dorothea  North  and  Silvio  Scionti,  trio  in 
joint  recitals.    In  all  13  of  America's  leading  artists. 

For  the  lecture,  association,  the  uniform  price  to  students 
for  eight  or  nine  numbers  is  $1.25,  thus  giving  students  an  op- 
portunity to  meet  world  famous  men,  eminent  lecturers  and  re- 
formers at  a  merely  nominal  cost.  The  price  for  the  music 
course  tickets  has  not  yet  been  fixed  but  will  also  be  very  low. 

The  Valley  City  Chautauqua  Association  offers  a  ten  day's 
program  of  instruction  and  entertainment  beginning  July  12th, 
1912,  and  it  is  expected  each  July  following  will  offer  a  similar 
program.  All  students  of  the  summer  school  are  furnished 
with  a  ticket  to  all  of  its  programs  without  other  expense  than 
the  usual  entrance  fee  of  the  school. 
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Musical  Advantages 

Special  encouragement  is  given  to  musical  work  at  the 
Normal  School.  In  1908  the  department  of  music  was  estab- 
lished, called  the  Normal  School  Conservatory.  This  depart- 
ment offers  instruction  in  all  phases  of  musical  art  and  aims 
to  train  not  only  singers  and  performers  of  merit,  but  also 
teachers  of  music  so  much  needed  in  many  communities  in  our 
state.  Private  instruction  is  offered  in  voice,  piano,  violin, 
mandolin,  guitar,  trombone,  and  other  band  and  orchestral  in- 
struments. 

A  leading  feature  of  this  Conservatory  is  the  Choral 
Society  of  more  than  100  voices,  giving  at  least  two  great  con- 
certs each  year.  A  symphony  orchestra  is  also  conducted.  The 
music  of  the  year  culminates  in  a  splendid  Musical  Festival 
which  for  four  years  past,  has  been  assisted  by  the  Minneapolis 
Symphony  Orchestra  and  a  large  party  of  soloists. 

It  is  the  aim  of  the  institution  to  bring  to  the  students 
and  to  the  community  at  least  one  of  the  world-famous  artists 
each  year:  November  29,  1909,  Madame  Sembrich,  the  cele- 
brated soprano  sang,  and  November  14,  1908,  Madame  Nor- 
dica  appeared  in  the  auditorium. 

October  19,  1910,  the  world's  acknowledged  greatest  living 
soprano,  Madame  Nellie  Melba  was  heard  by  hundreds  of  our 
students. 

The  artist  for  1912  has  not  been  selected  but  a  contract 
will  be  made  with  the  best  talent  available  in  this  part  of  the 
country.  It  is  the  intention  this  year  to  try  a  course  of  minor 
artists,  several  in  number,  as  offering  greater  educational  value 
than  a  single  artist  of  greater  renown. 

Every  year  singing  classes  are  offered  in  the  regular  Nor- 
mal department  free  to  all  students.  The  first  year's  work 
mastering  the  technical  phases  of  the  subject;  the  second  year 
offers  rehearsals  in  chorus  singing. 

The  Glee  Club  is  an  organization  of  young  ladies  who  have 
had  the  two  years'  instruction  above  referred  to.  They  hold 
weekly  meetingc  under  the  direction  of  the  instructor  of  pub- 
lic school  singing.  An  orchestra  has  been  maintained  for  sev- 
eral years,  to  which  any  student  having  a  suitable  instrument 
may  be  admitted  without  expense. 

The  Normal  School  Band  is  an  attractive  organization 
and  is  open  to  both  young  men  and  young  women  who  are 
musically  inclined.  Instruction  is  also  offered  in  this  organi- 
zation. 

A  mandolin  and  guitar  club  will  be  formed  if  the  demand 
be  sufficient  to  justify  it. 
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Religious  Influence 

Any  teaching  sectarian  in  religion  or  partisan  in  politics 
is  contrary  to  the  policies  of  the  institution.  It  aims,  how- 
ever, to  develop  a  high  moral  sense  and  a  true  Christian  spirit. 
A  very  simple  reHgious  exercise  is  a  feature  of  each  daily  as- 
sembly. Students  are  urged  to  attend  the  church  of  their 
choice  at  least  once  each  Sunday. 

The  students  have,  themselves,  organized  and  are  regu- 
larly conducting  a  Y.  M.  C.  A.  and  a  Y.  W.  C.  A.,  and  there 
is  a  Newman  Club  for  the  Catholic  students.  These  organi- 
zations usually  hold  weekly  meetings. 

These  societies  conduct  many  forms  of  bible  study  and 
other  forms  of  religious  instruction. 

Wesley  College  offers  each  year,  free  to  the  students  of 
the  State  Normal  School,  a  course  of  lectures  on  the  funda- 
mentals of  the  religious  life.  These  lectures  are  upon  the 
Hazlett  foundation  and  the  past  three  years  they  have  proved 
to  be  intensely  interesting,  inspiring  and  instructive  and  have 
been  entirely  devoid  of  sectarian  bias. 

Christian  organizations  aim  to  shape  the  social  life  of  the 
institution  and  to  serve  incoming  students  by  meeting  them 
at  the  train,  securing  boarding  places,  and  helping  in  other 
matters  where  new  students  have  need. 

Athletics 

The  students  of  the  school  support  an  athletic  association ; 
football,  basketball,  baseball,  and  track  work  can  be  participated 
in  by  any  who  desire  these  forms  of  exercise  and  practice.  The 
school  has  made  an  excellent  record  in  its  athletic  work,  an3" 
one  instructor  gives  a  part  of  every  day  to  this  feature.  The 
school  provides  ample  gymnasia,  athletic  grounds  with  football 
field  and  baseball  diamond,  several  tennis  courts  and  daily  in- 
struction in  calisthenics. 

Expenses 

Tuition  is  free,  but  a  matriculation  fee  is  required  by  order 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  $5.00  to  be  paid  once  every  school 
year.  The  school  also  requires  an  Athletic  or  Physical  Culture 
fee  of  $.50.  The  laboratories  may  require  a  fee  which  will 
never  exceed  $1.50  per  term  to  cover  wear  and  tear  of  equip- 
ment. Students  in  all  departments  of  the  school  are  required 
to  pay  for  all  material  used  in  their  work  as  nearly  as  the  cost 
thereof  can  be  estimated  by  the  head  of  the  department  but  all 
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projects  made  from  such  materials  become  the  property  of  the 
students. 

Expenses  at  this  institution  are  as  low  as  at  any  school  in 
the  Northwest.  At  the  same  time,  a  high  standard  of  living  is 
maintained. 

Board  and  room  can  be  obtained  for  $3.75  a  week.  By 
the  formation  of  clubs,  board  and  room  can  be  had  for  less ; 
other  expenses  are  what  the  student  chooses  to  make  them. 

The  institution  now  has  three  fine  dormitories  near  the 
school  accommodating  150  young  women.  Everything  in  them 
for  comfortable  living  is  furnished  except  soap  and  napkin 
ring,  both  of  which  the  student  should  bring.  The  charge  is 
$45.00  for  the  term  of  12  weeks  payable  by  the  month,  always 
in  advance.  No  reductions  or  commutations  are  allowed  except 
in  cases  of  severe  sickness.  Young  women  in  these  Halls  are 
under  the  direct  charge  of  the  matron,  subject  to  rules  posted 
in  the  building. 

The  Episcopal  Church  of  North  Dakota  owns  and  operates 
a  delightful  home  for  young  ladies  within  two  blocks  of  the 
school,  furnishing  board  and  room  at  a  very  moderate  price. 
A  competent  matron  is  in  charge. 

The  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  also  operates,  as  a 
feature  of  the  Wesley  College  work,  a  home  for  young 
women  in  which  young  ladies  from  Methodist  homes  are  given 
preference.  A  matron  conducts  this  institution  also,  and  the 
charges  are  very  moderate.  These  dormitories  are  under  a 
distinct  religious  influence  without  sectarianism. 

The  Catholic  Church  is  making  ready  for  a  dormitory 
for  Normal  School  students  on  lines  similar  to  the  two  halls 
just  mentioned.  This  institution  is  to  be  under  management 
and  control  of  the  Sisters  of  Saint  Dominic.  This  hall  will 
probably  be  ready  in  a  few  months. 

Students  desiring  to  reserve  a  room  in  advance  should 
send  $2.00  to  the  President  of  the  school,  expressing  at  the 
same  time  their  preference  among  these  several  dormitories. 
The  $2.00  is  credited  on  the  first  month's  board.  In  case  the 
student  does  not  come  within  the  first  two  days  of  school,  this 
fee  is  forfeited.  Students  are  advised  to  reserve  their  rooms 
in  advance,  if  dormitory  accommodations  are  desired. 

In  addition  to  the  above  facilities,  there  are  a  large  num- 
ber of  private  homes  which  make  a  practice  of  accommodating 
students  of  the  Normal  School  at  prices  that  vary  accord- 
ing to  location  and  kind  of  accommodation  ofifered.  No  stu- 
dent need  hesitate  to  come  to  Valley  City  any  time  in  the  year, 
even  though  a  boarding  place  has  not  been  secured  in  advance. 
The  school  always  has  a  list  of  private  boarding  places  at  its 
office  and  gladly  helps  all  students  to  find  a  home  in  Valley 
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City.  Students  desiring  board  and  room  in  private  families 
are  advised  to  see  the  homes  personally  before  engaging. 

Book  Store 

The  school  conducts  a  small  book  store  where  students 
can  secure  books  and  all  students'  materials  at  prices  less  than 
those  usually  charged  at  retail  book  stores. 

Pure  Water 

The  Normal  School  is  supplied  with  water  from  a  spring 
on  its  own  grounds  of  unusual  power  and  palatability.  It  has 
been  analyzed  by  Professor  E.  F.  Ladd,  State  Food  Commis- 
sioner, and  is  found  to  be  of  exceptional  purity.  This  water 
is  supplied  to  all  parts  of  the  building.  To  the  ample  use  of 
this  pure  water,  with  the  regular  physical  exercise  required  of 
all  students,  is  attributed  the  phenonenal  health  which  has 
always  characterized  the  student  body.  Absence  for  sickness 
is  rare.  Germ  diseases  having  their  source  in  the  water  supply 
are  very  infrequent  indeed. 

Faculty  Advisory  System 

In  order  to  keep  in  closer  touch  with  the  lives  of  students 
and  understand  their  needs  more  fully,  students  are  assigned 
in  groups  of  about  twenty  to  the  several  members  of  the  fac- 
ulty. The  instructor  thus  becomes  in  a  peculiar  sense,  "guide, 
philosopher  and  friend"  to  each  of  his  own  group.  He  or  she 
considers  with  each  student  such  questions  as  study  hours, 
course  of  study  to  be  pursued,  conduct  of  social  affairs,  health, 
boarding  house  arrangements,  and  many  other  problems  that 
students  have  to  solve.  All  cases  of  sickness  are  reported  at 
once  to  the  faculty  adviser,  and  protracted  absence  is  investi- 
gated by  him.  In  this  way  the  individual  needs  of  the  student 
are  not  lost  sight  of  in  the  mass. 

Advice  to  Intending  Students 

Read  this  book  carefully. 

Do  not  be  afraid  to  ask  questions,  by  letter  before  you 
arrive,  or  personally  at  the  office  after  arrival. 

Be  present  the  first  day  of  the  term  if  possible. 

Do  not  take  too  many  subjects.  Five  is  the  maximum 
without  faculty  permission.

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Report  to  the  office  for  all  needed  assistance  and  advice 
immediately  upon  arrival. 

Bring  such  text  books  and  books  of  reference  as  you  may 
have. 

Some  Things  Expected  of  Students 

There  are  few  rules  to  be  observed  at  this  institution, 
but  the  following  requirements  seem  to  be  dictated  by  good 
sense  and  our  experience  in  dealing  with  large  bodies  of  stu- 
dents and  may  be  said  to  express  the  school  ideals.  Students 
are,  therefore,  required : 

To  conform  to  rules  that  may  be  announced  from  time 
to  time. 

To  be  prompt  and  regular  in  attendance  on  all  school 
exercises. 

To  observe  such  hours  of  study  as  may  be  designated. 

To  conform  to  the  ordinary  usages  of  good  society  in  their 
relations  to  the  public,  to  the  teachers,  and  to  each  other. 

To  leave  the  city  only  on  permission  of  the  faculty  ad- 
viser. 

To  occupy  no  boarding  house  not  approved  at  the  office. 
To  take  proper  care  of  all  school  property  they  may  be 
using. 

To  refrain  from  any  action  that  would  bring  discredit 
upon  the  good  name  of  the  student  body. 

To  refrain  from  participation  in  private  classes,  local  en- 
tertainments, social  functions,  or  any  other  enterprise  that  will 
clash  with  school  work,  until  the  consent  of  the  President  has 
been  secured. 

To  submit  to  full  physical  examination  by  the  physical 
director  of  the  school  upon  entrance  and  after  being  infected 
with  any  contagious  disease. 

To  secure  a  written  statement  from  the  physical  director 
before  re-entering,  authorizing  his  return. 

The  school  is  the  property  of  the  state,  more  particularly 
of  the  teachers  of  the  state.  Its  class  exercises  are  always  open 
to  the  public.  Every  citizen  of  the  state  is  cordially  welcome 
at  any  time.

NEW   MODEL   RURAL  SCHOOL  BUILDING 


This  building,  about  which  the  grounds  have  not  yet  been 
developed  is  the  result  of  an  attempt  by  the  normal  school  to  illus- 
trate in  all  essential  respects,  taking  into  account  the  modern  prac- 
tical demands  upon  education,  the  best  that  is  practicable  and 
feasible  in  a  typical,  well-to-do,  country  locality  in  the  way  of  a 
building  for  either  an  ungraded,  one-teacher-school  or  a  partly 
graded  school  of  two,  and  possibly  three,  teachers,  the  latter  of 
which  will  be,  for  a  long  time  to  come,  the  most  common  type  of  con- 
solidated rural  school.  Blueprints  and  an  illustrated,  descriptive 
bulletin  giving  detailed  information  about  the  construction  of  the  build- 
ing may  be  had  by  writing  to  the  normal  school. 

In  its  model  rural  school,  which  is  in  actual  operation  during 
both  regular  school  year  and  summer  school,  the  normal  school 
aims  to  illustrate  the  best,  obtainable  things  not  only  in  a  building 
but  upon  the  sides  of  grounds,  equipment,  teacher,  course  of  study, 
daily  program,  methods  of  instruction,  management  of  children, 
and  social  activities — in  a  word  to  make  the  model  rural  school  a 
rich  source  of  inspiration  and  helpful  suggestion  to  all,  especially 
teachers  and  school  officials,  who  are  interested  in  rural  education 
and  the  general  development  of  country  life.

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The  Constitutional  Convention,  held  in  1889,  established  the 
school,  made  it  a  part  of  the  public  school  system,  and  endowed  it  with 
30,000  acres  of  land.  It  w^as  organized  in  accordance  with  legislative 
enactment,  under  the  provision  of  Article  XIX  of  the  State  Constitution, 
and  opened  its  doors  for  the  admission  of  students  on  the  first  day  of 
December,  1890. 

Sloratiott 

Mayville  is  situated  upon  the  Breckenridge  and  Larimore  division 
of  the  Great  Northern  Railway,  about  forty  miles  from  Casselton  and 
thirty  miles  from  Larimore,  which  are  on  the  Northern  Pacific  and 
Great  Northern  Railways  respectively.  Mayville  is  one  of  the  most 
beautiful  and  thriving  of  the  small  towns  of  the  Red  River  Valley.  It 
has  about  twelve  hundred  inhabitants,  and  ol¥ers  the  modern  conven- 
iences and  comforts  of  living.  The  city  is  lighted  by  electricity  and 
has  an  adequate  system  of  waterworks.  The  moral  and  intellectual 
tone  of  the  place  is  attested  by  the  presence  of  five  churches  and  a  free 
public  library.  The  number  of  well-to-do  farmers  who  have  made 
themselves  homes  in  Mayville  in  order  that  their  children  may  enjoy 
its  educational  advantages  help  to  make  the  place  an  ideal  location  for 
a  normal  school. 

THE  MAIN  BUILDING:  This  is  a  fine  building  made  of  red 
brick  and  white  Kasota  sandstone  and  finished  on  the  inside  in  ash, 
oak,  birch  and  maple.  Its  recitation  rooms,  laboratories,  library,  as- 
sembly room,  etc.,  are  commodious,  well  lighted  and  ventilated,  heated 
by  steam  and  equipped  with  up-toi-date  educational  appliances.  The 
basement  of  the  west  part  which  was  added  through  an  appropriation 
by  the  ninth  legislative  assembly  is  divided  into  two  gymnasiums — one 
for  men  and  another  for  women.  Tub  and  shower  baths  and  lockers 
are  conveniently  located  in  connection  with  the  gymnasiums. 

THE  DORMITORIES:  The  new  boarding  department  and 
women's  dormitory  building,  constructed  of  materials  and  in  a  style 
to  harmonize  with  the  main  building  and  built  and  furnished  at  a  cost 
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of  $60,000,  is  located  at  the  west  end  of  the  front  yard.  In  heating, 
ventilation,  lighting,  fire-escapes,  bath-rooms,  toilets,  laundry,  kitchen, 
dining-room,  and  equipment  everywhere,  the  building  is  thoroughly 
modern  and  up-to-date.  All  furniture  in  the  students'  rooms,  bed- 
steads, springs,  mattresses,  dressers,  tables,  chairs,  etc.,  is  of  excellent 
quality.  Rugs  are  not  provided  but  the  floors  are  of  polished  maple. 
The  comforts  and  conveniences  which  this  building  is  able  to  offer  to 
nearly  a  hundred  women  roomers  are  not  surpassed  by  those  of  any 
other  dormitory  in  this  part  of  the  country.  This  building  is  called 
Palmer  Hall  in  honor  of  Alice  Freeman  Palmer. 

The  third  floor  of  the  main  building  is  used  as  a  dormitory  annex 
for  women.  The  rooms  here  are  large  and  well  supplied  with  the 
necessary  furniture.  They  are  lighted  by  electricity,  well  heated  and 
ventilated  and  within  easy  reach  of  the  double  stairway  leading  out 
of  the  building,  and  the  iron  fire-escapes  which  are  liberally  provided. 
Many  students  prefer  rooms  in  the  annex,  because  of  the  convenient 
location  with  respect  to  the  office  and  the  various  departments  of  in- 
struction on  the  floors  below.  There  are  accommodations  here  for 
about  ninety  roomers. 

THE  HOSPITAL:  The  twelfth  legislature  made  an  appropria- 
tion of  $10,000  for  a  normal  school  hospital.  This  building  is  now 
finished  and  completely  equipped.  It  is  used  exclusively  for  the  benefit 
of  students  and  other  members  of  the  normal  schopl  community .  Fa- 
rents  of  prospective  students,  and  such  students  themselves,  will  appre- 
ciate what  the  hospital  means  by  way  of  superior  facilities  for  taking 
care  of  sickness.  No  other  educational  institution  within  the  state 
is  so  well  equipped  in  this  way.  The  hospital  stands  on  the  northwest 
corner  of  the  campus,  sufl^oiently  apart  from  the  other  buildings,  which 
it  matches  in  material  and  style. 

THE  GREEN-HOUSE:  This  building  is  of  great  value  in  pro- 
moting the  work  of  biology  (including  agriculture),  especially  during 
the  long  winters,  and  was  secured  through  a  special  allowance  of  $2,500 
from  the  Local  Fund  by  the  State  Emergency  Commission.  It  is  located 
just  across  the  drive,  northwest  from  the  heating-plant,  and  with  its 
upper-structure  of  glass  and  iron  and  its  low,  red,  brick  w^alls,  is 
quite  ornamental. 

THE  HEATING  PLANT:  This,  too,  is  a  new  structure 
standing  just  north  of  the  main  building.    With  its  red  brick  walls, 
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green  roof  and  shapely  smoke-stack  ninety-  feet  high,  it  makes  a 
thoroughly  creditable  addition  to  the  appearance  of  the  school  site. 
The  removal  of  the  boilers  and  furnaces  from  the  basement  of  the 
main  building  where  they  were  formerly  located  means  greatly  re- 
duced danger  from  fire ;  and  the  new  central  location  of  the  plant, 
together  with  the  installation  of  a  complete  vacuum  system,  secures 
much  greater  efficiency  in  the  economic  and  uniform  heating  of  the 
buildings.  Through  another  special  allowance  of  $2,500  from  the 
Local  Fund  by  the  State  Emergency  Commission  a  brick  building  for 
reserve  fuel  storage  has  been  erected  just  across  the  drive  and  directly 
north  from  the  original  heating-plant  with  which  it  is  connected  by  an 
under-ground  tunnel. 

Each  dormitory  roomer  should  bring  with  her  one  pillow,  two 
pairs  of  pillow-slips,  two  pairs  of  sheets,  a  wooden  blanket,  a  com- 
fortable, a  spread  and  towels.  Occupants  care  for  their  own  rooms. 
All  dormitory  students  are  under  the  supervision  of  the  preceptress 
whose  rooms  are  on  the  first  floor  of  Palmer  Hall.  An  assistant- 
preceptress  has  rooms  in  the  Annex  where  she  is  in  irrimediate  charge. 

Students  are  admitted  to  the  dormitories  in  order  of  application. 
Applications  should  be  made  early  and  addressed  to  the  president  of 
the  school.  Rooms  will  not  be  held,  except  by  special  arrangement, 
for  students  who  do  not  appear  on  the  first  day  of  a  term.  Palmer 
Hall  will  be  filled  before  any  assignments  are  made  to  the  Annex. 

Women  who  attend  the  normal  school  are  urged  to  live  in  the 
dormitories.  The  dormitory  life  with  its  reasonable  routine  and 
discipline  and  with  all  its  comforts  and  conveniences  is  greatly  to  be 
preferred,  especially  during  the  long  winter  season,  to  living  outside. 

This  department  has  been  removed  from  the  main  building  and 
now  occupies  almost  the  entire  basement  floor  of  Palmer  Hall  where 
everywhere  needed  to  make  a  first-class  equipment  is  provided.  The 
kitchen  is  excellently  furnished  and  skillful  cooks  guarantee  a  sufficient 
variety  of  clean  and  wholesome  food.  The  spacious  and  well-lighted 
dining-room  with  its  quartered-oak  finishing,  maple  floors,  oak  furniture, 
and  tastefully  curtained  windows  is  very  attractive.      There  is  floor 
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space  for  twenty-eight  square  tables,  at  each  of  which  eight  persons 
may  be  seated. 

Extensive  ground  improvements  are  under  way.  They  include 
the  depositing  of  over  four  thousand  loads  of  black  dirt  about  the 
buildings  and  upon  other  parts  of  the  yard,  the  careful  grading  and 
seeding  of  almost  the  entire  yard,  the  setting  out  of  a  large  amount 
of  trees  and  shrubbery,  the  laying  oi  over  six  thousand  square  feet 
of  concrete  sidewalk  and  one  thousand  feet  of  concrete  curbing,  the 
placing  of  cinder  walks  and  drives,  the  improvement  of  the  athletic 
field  (tennis  courts,  baseball  diamond,  etc.),  and  other  things.  These 
improvements  begun  more  than  three  years  ago  are  being  continued 
during  the  present  season. 

Htbrarg  mh  ICabnratort^B 

Within  the  last  few  years  over  three  thousand  dollars  has  been 
spient  in  adding  toi  the  library  a  large  collection  of  the  best  books 
along  many  different  lines,  and  a  good  deal  of  the  best  library  furni- 
ture. Within  the  same  time  over  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars 
has  been  expended  in  improving  the  laboratories  with  new  furniture 
and  apparatus.  The  library  and  laboratory  facilities  are  now  much 
better  than  ever  before. 

Atljkltr  g^u^i^jlt^s 

Fifty  Springfield  rifles  lent  to  the  school  with  complete  accoutre- 
ments by  the  U.  S.  Government  and  five  hundred  dollars'  worth  of 
standard  gymnasium  and  field  apparatus  have  been  added  to  the  equip- 
ment already  on  hand.  The  school  is  now  able  to  do  well  the  large 
amount  of  physical  culture  required  and  the  interest  of  students  in 
gymnasium  and  field  w^ork  is  greatly  increased. 

lEtttprtatnmPttt  (Coum 

Each  year  the  school  conducts  a  course  of  cultured  entertainments 
which  present  a  number  of  well-known  lecturers  and  musical  and  lit- 
erary artists.    These  entertainments  are  of  decided  value.    All  students 
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are  required  to  attend  them  but  are  admitted  free.  The  course  for 
19 1 4  and  191 5,  as  far  as  it  has  yet  been  arranged,  consists  of  the  Phil- 
harmonic Orchestral  club,  the  Chicago  Male  Quartet,  Albert  Edward 
Wiggan,  the  International  Operatic  Company,  the  Norfleet  Sisters, 
Lincoln  Wirt,  the  Boston  Sextette,  Sarah  M.  Millmer,  the  Ernest 
Gamble  Concert  Company,  and  Frederick  H.  Koch. 

The  Congregational,  Episcopal,  Hauges  Lutheran,  Synod  Luth- 
eran, and  Methodist  Episcopal  churches  are  represented  in  Mayville 
and  students  are  welcomed  to  them  all.  Students  are  advised  to  iden- 
tify themselves  with  the  church  of  their  own  or  their  parents'  choice 
and  avail  themselves  to  the  fullest  extent  of  the  privileges  of  a  church 
home. 

g>tuJi?nt  ©rQanizatiotts 

GLEE  CLUBS :  Men's  and  women's  glee  clubs  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  teacher  of  music  do  much  to  supplement  the  systematic 
training  in  music  given  in  the  course  of  study. 

ORCHESTRA:  This  organization  is  also  under  the  direction 
of  the  teacher  of  music.  The  instrumentation  is  not  fixed,  but  de- 
pends each  year  upon  the  talent  to  be  found  in  the  school.  Anyone 
who  plays  a  wind  or  string  instrument  and  reads  music  fairly  well 
may  belong  to  the  orchestra. 

LITERARY  SOCIETY:  The  society  has  a  large  membership 
and  meets  every  two  weeks.  It  affords  a  splendid  opportunity  for 
the  development  of  talent  for  literary  work,  public  speaking,  and  ex- 
temporaneous discussion.  Open  meetings  to  which  the  public  is  invited 
are  held  occassionally. 

THE  MILL:  This  is  the  school  annual  published  by  the  stu- 
dents under  the  general  direction  of  the  faculty,  at  the  close  of  the 
school  year,  and  reflecting  the  many  sided  life  of  the  school  from  their 
point  of  view.  The  Mill  takes  the  place  of  The  Exponent,  the 
monthly  student  publication,  which  has  been  discontinued. 

CHRISTIAN  ASSOCIATIONS:  The  Young  Men's  and  the 
Young  Women's  Christian  Associations  are  represented  in  the  school 
and  devote  themselves  to  the  various  important  kinds  of  work  appro- 
priate to  such  organizations. 
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ATHLETIC  ASSOCIATION:  This  association  is  in  success- 
ful operation  under  the  guidance  of  an  athletic  director.  Football, 
basketball,  baseball,  tennis,  and  other  indoor  and  outdoor  games  are 
played.  There  are  occasional  contests  with  other  institutions,  but 
competition  between  different  teams  within  the  normal  school  is  much 
more  important  and  is  much  more  emphasized. 

TUITION:    There  is  free  tuition  in  all  departments. 

REGISTRATION :  A  uniform  registration  fee  is  charged  as 
follows:  Five  dollars  for  the  entire  academic  year,  to  be  paid  by  those 
entering  the  fall  term ;  $4.00  for  the  winter  and  spring  termrs,  to  be  paid 
by  those  entering  the  winter  term;  and  $3.00  for  the  spring  term,  to 
be  paid  by  those  entering  that  term. 

TEXT-BOOKS  AND  LIBRARY:  A  fee  of  $1.25  per  term 
is  charged  for  the  use  of  necessary  text-books,  which  are  provided  by 
the  school,  and  the  general  library. 

BOARDING:  Occupants  of  the  dormitories  get  both  rooms  and 
meals  at  the  school  for  $14  per  month  of  four  weeks,  payable  in  ad- 
vance. Meals  are  furnished  by  the  school  to  both  men  and  women 
rooming  outside  at  $11  per  month  of  four  weeks,  payable  in  advance. 
Board  and  room  in  the  town  cost  about  $3.50  per  week.  Students 
who  wish  to  save  expense  by  getting  their  own  meals  can  find  suit 
able  accommodations  at  reasonable  rates. 

PHYSICAL  CULTURE:  Students  in  this  work  are  required 
to  be  suitably  dressed  for  gymnasium  exercises.  They  may  buy  ready- 
made  suits  at  a  cost  of  $3.50  to  $4.50,  buy  material  and  make  their 
own  suits  at  about  the  same  cost,  or  provide  themselves  in  any  other 
way,  probably  by  an  adaption  of  ordinary  clothing,  with  comfortable, 
loose-fitting  gymnasium  apparel.  It  is  necessary,  also,  that  easy,  soft- 
soled  shoes  be  provided.  Ordinary  tennis  shoes  costing  about  seventy- 
five  cents  are  satisfactory.

Purpose  of  tl|?  ^rlinol 

The  aim  of  this  school  is  to  prepare  young  people  for  the  teach- 
ing service  of  the  state  of  North  Dakota.  To  the  extent  that  the 
purpose  of  an  organization  determines  its  character  the  work  of  the 
school  is  professional.  It  does  not  give  general  culture  for  its  own 
sake ;  it  does  not  aim  to  prepare  young  men  and  young  women  for 
college,  nor  for  the  general  pursuits  of  life.  It  gives  general  culture; 
its  graduates  are  admitted  to  advanced  standing  without  examination 
to  the  state  university  and  to  other  colleges;  its  professional  work  upon 
the  common  school  branches  and  other  subjects  includes  a  preparation 
for  business;  and  the  moral  education  which  qualifies  young  men  and 
young  women  to  be  safe  guides  for  the  state's  children  is  a  good 
preparation  "for  complete  living"  and  is  beneficial  in  all  the  walks 
of  life ;  but  these  results,  though  actual,  are  incidental. 

While  the  applicant  for  admission  to  the  schol  is  not  required 
to  pledge  himself  to  teach  in  the  public  schools  of  the  state,  and  while 
it  freely  admits  to  all  privileges  young  men  and  women  of  good  char- 
acter and  earnest  purpose,  provided  they  are  willing  to  submit  them- 
selves to  the  thorough  training  in  scholarship  and  to  conform  to  the 
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high  ideals  of  conduct  demanded  in  a  school  for  the  training  of  teach- 
ers, the  management  keeps  constantly  in  mind  the  statute  which  de- 
clares that  "the  object  of  such  normal  schools  shall  be  to  prepare 
teachers  in  the  science  of  education  and  the  art  of  teaching  in  public 
schools."  The  school  qualifies  its  students  for  various  phases  of  public 
school  work,  from  the  primary  grades  to  some  departments  of  the  high 
school,  but  its  curriculum  and  training  are  especially  adapted  to  give 
superior  qualifications  for  the  work  of  the  first  eight  grades  of  the 
public  school  system. 

The  vital  importance  of  this  phase  of  public  school  education  is 
apparent.  The  following  words  of  Edward  Everett,  uttered  as  gov- 
ernor of  Massachusetts  at  the  opening  of  the  first  normal  school  estab- 
lished in  this  country  for  the  purpose  of  improving  the  public  schools, 
have  greater  weight  today  than  at  any  previous  time,  and  apply  with 
peculiar  force  to  North  Dakota:  "No  rational  man,  it  seems  to  me, 
can  fail  to  see  the  superior  importance  of  the  common  schools.  They 
give  the  keys  of  knowledge  to  the  mass  of  thie  people.  If  there  be 
any  person  to  whom  the  words  'common  school'  and  'common  school 
education'  convey  an  idea  of  disparagement  and  insignificance,  such 
persons  are  ignorant,  not  merely  of  our  true  political  sj^stem,  but  of 
the  nature  of  man.  Our  common  schools  are  important  in  the  same 
way  as  the  common  air,  the  common  sunshine,  the  common  rain — 
invaluable  for  their  commonness.  They  are  the  corner  stone  of  that 
municipal  organization  which  is  the  characteristic  of  our  social  sys- 
tem. They  are  the  foundation  of  that  widespread  intelligence  which, 
like  a  moral  life,  pervades  the  country ;  they  are  the  nursery  of  that 
inquiring  spirit  to  which  we  are  indebted  for  our  preservation  of  the 
blessings  of  an  inquiring  spi^'itual  faith."  North  Dakota  has  indi- 
cated its  appreciation  of  this  phase  of  eduaction  by  dedicating  to  it  the 
sixteenth  and  thirty-sixth  section  of  every  township  in  the  state. 

The  great  material  resources  of  this  state  have  caused  an  influx 
of  people  from  other  states  and  other  nations.  In  constantly  increas- 
ing multitudes  they  come  from  many  climes,  representing  many  theories 
of  government,  different  religious  convictions,  and  speaking  a  multi- 
tude of  tongues.  The  most  efficient  means  of  accomplishing  this 
result  is  the  common  school.  Resources  are  not  wanting.  The  public 
school  fund  is  ample ;  schoolhouses,  already  numerous,  are  rapidly  mul- 
tiplying, and  the  call  for  trained  teachers  is  most  urgent.  It  is  the 
special  function  of  the  normal  school  to  supply  this  demand.

This  co'urse  consists  of  twenty-seven  credits — fifteen  required  and 
twelve  elective.  The  required  credits  and  their  year  and  term  arrange- 
ments are  the  same  as  those  for  the  one-year  elementary  course.  The 
twelve  elective  credits  must  be  chosen  from  the  list  of  electives  for  the 
five-year  course  and  six  of  them  must  be  within  School  Administration, 
Advanced  Psychology,  and  Philosophy. 

The  excellent  full  year's  work  given  in  each  of  Agriculture,  Do- 
mestic Science,  Manual  Training,  Music,  Drawing,  and  Physical  Cul- 
ture and  Expression,  and  regularly  within  the  four-year  elementary  and 
the  five-year  advanced  courses,  is  expanded  into  a  special  two-year  course 
upon  sufficient  demand. 

Each  of  the  special  courses  consists  of  twenty-seven  credits.  Fif- 
teen are  the  same  as  those  in  the  one-year  elementary  course.  Not  more 
than  nine  of  the  remaining  twelve  are  in  the  special  line  of  work  taken 
up  and  not  less  than  three  are  elective.  In  a  possible  course  in  music 
and  drawing  combined,  the  entire  twelve  credits  are  in  the  special

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work — six  in  music  and  six  in  drawing — and  there  are  no  electives. 
All  elective  subjects  in  these  special  courses  must  be  selected  within 
the  four  and  five-year  courses. 

The  special  courses  are  so  adjusted  to  the  general  courses  that 
any  one  of  them  and  the  four-year  elementary  course  can  be  completed 
in  five  years  and  any  one  of  them  and  the  one-year  elementary  course 
in  two  years.  It  is  not  possible  either  to  complete  a  sepcial  course  and 
the  five-year  advanced  course  in  five  years  or  to  complete  a  special 
course  and  the  two-year  advanced  course  in  two  years. 

Rhetoricals,  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  faculty,  are  required  of 
all  students  throughout  all  courses. 

Physical  culture  three  times  a  week  is  required  of  all  students — 
those  in  the  course  for  rural  school  teachers  take  it  for  three  terms, 
those  in  the  four-year  elementary  and  five-year  advanced  couress  for 
three  years;  those  in  the  one-year  elementary,  the  two-year  advanced, 
and  the  special  courses  throughout  their  courses,  and  those  not  classified 
in  any  course  during  the  entire  time  that  they  are  in  attendance,  or  not 
more  than  three  years. 

Btfmtnt^  in  Ettgltali 

Students  are  not  permitted  to  graduate  from  any  course  of  study 
— unless  exception  be  made  of  the  course  for  rural  school  teachers — 
whose  English,  either  written  or  oral,  is  conspicuously  deficient,  although 
they  may  have  obtained  passing  standings  in  all  regularly  required  and 
elective  work.  Such  assessment  of  extra  work  without  additional  credit 
will  be  made  in  the  case  of  individual  students  and  in  either  oral  or 
written  English,  or  in  both,  as  seems  advisable. 

BlZt  of  (UlUBBtB 

No  class  will  be  organized  in  any  elective  subject  with  fewer  than 
five  students  expecting  to  remain  in  it  for  at  least  one  term,  or  con- 
tinued longer  than  the  end  of  the  term  during  which  the  enrollment 
falls  below  that  number.  When  a  student  is  unable  to  take  a  given 
subject  because  there  is  not  enough  demand  for  it  to  justify  the  for- 
mation of  a  class — and  this  hardly  ever  happens — he  will  always  be 
able  to  find  another  subject  which  he  can  take  instead.      The  rule  as

Stated  will  be  followed  w^ith  as  few  exceptions  as  possible  and  with  as 
much  consideration  for  students'  desires  as  can  wisely  be  shown. 

All  applicants  must  possess  good  moral  character  and  none,  espe- 
cially those  expecting  to  graduate,  should  have  marked  physical  defects. 

Teachers  with  certificates  and  others  who  present  official  evidence 
of  having  completed  the  eighth  grade  are  admitted  without  examina- 
tion to  the  course  for  rural  school  teachers,  the  four-year  elementary 
course,  and  the  five-year  advanced  course.  Very  rarely  a  strong  stu- 
dent w4th  official  evidence  of  having  completed  only  the  greater  part 
of  the  w^ork  of  the  eighth  grade  is  admitted  to  one  of  these  courses 
w^ithout  examination  but  conditionally.  Applicants  without  satisfac- 
tory credentials  are  required  to  pass  an  entrance  examination  in  Arith- 
metic, Grammar,  United  States  History,  Penmanship,  and  Spelling. 
Ability  in  Penmanship  and  Spelling  is  judged  from  papers  written  in 
the  other  subjects. 

Students  jrom  high  schools  who  submit  diplomas,  local  certificates, 
or  State  High  School  Board  Certificates  properly  covering  at  least 
forty-five  credits  of  standard  high  school  work  are  admitted  without 
examination  to  the  one-year  elementary ,  the  two-year  advanced,  and 
any  of  the  special  courses.  A pplicants  may  try  for  credit  by  examina- 
tion in  subjects  studied  in  high  schools  but  not  covered  by  proper  cre- 
dentials. 

Persons  who  have  done  work  beyond  the  eighth  grade,  but  who 
are  neither  graduates  of  first-class  high  schools  nor  the  equivalent, 
are  classified  in  the  four-year  elementary,  the  five-year  advanced,  or, 
by  special  permission,  in  any  special  course  with  such  advanced  stand- 
ing as  they  may  be  entitled  to. 

Examination  for  advanced  standing  is  permitted  in  the  case  of 
w^ork  claimed  to  have  been  done  elsewhere,  but  for  which  satisfactor}^ 
credentials  are  not  submitted. 

Examination  for  advanced  standing  in  the  common  school  sub- 
jects is  permitted  only  to  teachers  with  nine  months'  experience.  Even 
they  must  take  in  class  the  first  term's  work  in  a  given  subject  and 
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they  may  take  examination  for  a  standing  in  the  remainder  of  the 
subject  only  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  teacher. 

Advanced  standing  not  to  exceed  six  credits  is  allowed  for  sec- 
ondary and  college  work  not  included  in  the  normal  school  courses  of 
study  and  which  is  not  sectarian  or  denominational. 

No  diploma  will  be  granted  for  less  than  nine  months'  resident 
study. 

Stplomafi  anii  (Errttfirat^B 

The  completion  certificate  from  the  course  for  rural  school  teach- 
ers entitles  the  holder  to  a  second-grade  elementary  certificate  valid 
for  two  years  in  any  county  when  recorded  by  the  superintendent,  and 
qualifying  the  holder  to  teach  in  any  elementary  school. 

The  average  student  can  make  a  second-grade  elementary  certifi- 
cate by  individual  standings  in  one  year  of  nine  months  without  re- 
turning for  the  following  summer  school,  but  students  wanting  a  License 
to  teach  in  country  scho^ols  are  urged  to  take  the  Rural  Course  because 
of  the  superior  preparation  it  affords  and  the  better  schools  and  salaries 
that  they  will  be  able  to  secure. 

The  elementary  diploma  from  either  the  four-year  course  for 
eighth-grade  graduates  or  the  one-year  course  for  high  school  grad- 
uates, is  accredited  as  a  second-grade  professional  certificate  valid  for 
two  years  and,  after  nine  months'  successful  experience,  entitles  the 
holder  to  such  a  certificate  valid  for  five  years  and  renewable  at  the 
discretion  of  the  State  Board  of  Education. 

The  advanced  diploma  from  either  the  five-year  course  for  eighth- 
grade  graduates  or  the  two-year  course  for  high  school  graduates,  is 
accredited  as  a  second-grade  professional  certificate  valid  for  two  years 
and,  after  nine  months'  successful  experience,  entitles  the  holder  to 
such  a  certificate  valid  for  life. 

The  second-grade  professional  certificate  qualifies  the  holder  to 
teach  throughout  the  public  schools,  except  in  the  departments  of  high 
schools  doing  four  j^ears'  work. 

The  diploma  from  a  special  tw^o-j^ear  course  has  the  same  pro- 
fessional certificate  value  as  the  diploma  from  either  of  the  elemen- 
tary courses.  For  the  completion  of  a  special  course  the  normal  school 
issues,  in  addition  to  the  diploma,  a  certificate  covering  the  special  work 
done  within  the  course.  This  special  certificate  is  issued  without  the 
diploma  only  to  those  who,  without  completing  either  the  four-year 
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or  the  one-year  elementary  course,  spend  in  the  normal  school  at  least 
five  years  in  advance  of  the  eighth  grade,  or  two  years  in  advance  of 
a  first-class  high  school,  or  the  equivalent,  and  whose  studies  include 
all  of  the  special  work  in  which  the  certificate  is  desired.  This  normal 
school  certificate  may  be  accredited  by  the  State  Board  of  Education  as  a 
special  certificate  valid  for  such  a  term  as  the  board  may  prescribe  and 
qualifying  the  holder  to  teach  his  specialty  throughout  the  public 
schools. 

Normal  school  standings  in  individual  certificate  subjects  will  be 
accepted  by  the  State  Board  of  Education  in  place  of  examination  when 
they  are  (a)  75%  or  over,  (b)  on  the  entire  subject,  and  (c)  not  more 
than  three  years  old. 

To  cover  the  entire  subject  for  an  elementary  certificate  a  student 
must  take  Penmanship  and  Spelling  one  term,  Reading  one  term. 
Arithmetic  two  terms,  Grammar  two  terms,  Geography  two  terms, 
U.  S.  History  two  terms,  Physiology  and  Hygiene  one  term.  Civics 
one  term.  Pedagogy  one  term,  Music  two  terms.  Drawing  two  terms, 
Agriculture  or  Nature  Study  two  terms,  Domestic  Science  two  terms. 
Manual  Training  two  terms.  Psychology  three  terms.  Algebra  three 
terms.  Plane  Geometry  two  terms.  Physics  three  terms.  Physical 
Geography  one  term  (with  one  term  each  in  Political  and  Commercial), 
Botany  one  term  (with  two  terms  in  Agriculture  or  Nature  Study), 
and  American  Literature  two  terms.  To  cover  the  entire  subject  for 
a  professional  or  special  certificate,  see  the  pamphlet  of  certificate  regu- 
lations by  the  State  Board  of  Education. 

Agrirultural  (Colkgr 

By  an  arrangement  with  these  institutions,  they  will  accept  nearly 
all  of  the  normal  school  work  for  either  entrance  or  advanced  stand- 
ing. Students  who  complete  any  course,  except  the  course  for  rural 
school  teachers,  can  make  a  bachelor's  degree  at  either  of  these  insti 
tutions  in  from  three  to  three  and  a  half  years.  Other  standard  col- 
leges and  universities,  whether  in  the  state  or  not,  will  receiv  egrad- 
uates  of  the  school  in  about  the  same  way. 
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The  normal  school  conducts  each  year  a  six  weeks'  summer  school 
in  which  is  offered  all  work  required  for  second-grade  and  first-grade 
elementary  certificates  and  a  large  part  of  that  within  the  regular 
normal  school  courses  of  study.  The  summer  school  is  no  longer 
an  affiliated  state-county  enterprise.  It  is  now  a  state  summer  school, 
pure  and  simple,  and  invites  attendance  from  all  parts  of  the  state.  The 
April  Bi-monthly  Bulletin  giving  complete  information  about  the 
summer  school  for  the  present  year,  which  begins  July  2,  will  be  sent 
to  anyone  giving  name  and  address. 

Information  not  found  in  this  catalogue  will  be  given  upon  request.

PSYCHOLOGY:  The  work  deals  chiefly  with  the  normal  adult 
mind  and  covers  the  ground  as  outlined  in  a  typical  elementary  text- 
book. Many  illustrations  are  drawn  from  school  work  and  life  at 
large. 

ADVANCED  PSYCHOLOGY:  A  study  of  genetic,  social, 
and  comparative  psychology.  The  stages  of  mental  development,  the 
group  mind  or  social  consciousness,  and  the  animal  mind  compared 
with  the  human  are  studied.  The  educational  bearings  of  the  work 
are  kept  in  mind  throughout. 

PHILOSOPHY.  This  is  about  equally  divided  between  ethics, 
aesthetics,  and  an  introduction  to  general  philosophy.  It  looks  at  both 
ethics  and  aesthetics  from  the  educational  point  of  view  and  tries  to 
add  something  of  a  world  philosophy  to  that  of  education  alone. 

HISTORY  OF  EDUCATION :  The  ideals  and  practices,  and 
the  great  reformers  and  movements  of  ancient,  mediaeval,  and  modern 
times  are  studied. 

PHILOSOPHY  OF  EDUCATION:  A  treatment  of  educa- 
tion as  to  ideals,  materials,  and  methods  from  the  biological,  physiolog- 
ical, sociological,  psychological  and  philosophical  standpoints. 

SCHOOL  MANAGEMENT  AND  LAW:  A  study  of  some- 
things outside  of  mere  teaching  and  of  immediate  importance  in  the 
conduct  of  a  school,  such  as  heating,  lighting,  ventilation,  discipline, 
attendance,  program,  course  of  study,  and  classification  and,  also,  of 
North  Dakota  school  lav/. 

SCHOOL  ADMINISTRATION:  This  deals  with  the  gen- 
eral schemes  of  public  school  organization  and  administration  in  locality, 
state  and  nation,  and  makes  a  comparison  of  our  own  systems  with 
those  of  the  leadini^  foreign  countries. 

METHOD-REVIEWS:  A  study  of  the  most  important  parts 
of  arithmetic,  grammar,  history,  and  geography  for  the  sake  of  methods 
of  teaching  and  academic  review. 

GENERAL  METHOD:  This  includes  a  study  of  the  more 
important  educational  principles  and  their  application  in  instruction. 
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Modifications  of  methods  in  the  different  departments  of  the  elemen- 
tary school  are  noted  and  the  bearing  of  each  phase  of  its  work  upon 
the  others  is  considered. 

SPECIAL  METHODS:  These  are  taught  in  selected  subjects 
not  included  by  the  method-reviews.  Seniors  have  the  privilege  of 
election  when  more  classes  than  one  are  organized. 

OBSERVATION  AND  PEDAGOGY:  Observation  of  reci- 
tations in  the  practice-school  followed  by  discussion,  together  with  col- 
lateral reading  make  up  this  work.  Its  purpose  is  to  familiarize  the 
student  with  some  of  the  simpler  educational  principles  and  to  illustrate 
their  application  in  practice. 

PRACTICE-TEACHING  AND  OBSERVATION:  This 
consists  of  the  observation  and  discussion  of  lessons  taught  by  critic- 
teachers  and  by  students  in  training,  the  preparation  of  lesson  plans, 
and  teaching  under  criticism  from  either  the  critic-teacher  or  the 
supervisor  of  practice.  The  work  aims  to  give  the  student  an  in- 
sight into  public  school  conditions  and  work,  to  develop  skill  in  teach- 
ing, and  to  arouse  a  sense  of  the  obligation  of  the  teacher  to  the  school 
and  the  community. 

iEngltalf 

PENMANSHIP:  The  ideal  is  a  good  legible  hand,  a  free,  easy 
movement,  and  a  fair  rate  of  speed.  There  are  extended  drills  and 
exercises  for  the  sake  of  legibility,  movement,  rapidity,  grace  and  form. 

SPELLING:  The  work  is  both  oral  and  written.  Only  useful 
words  are  studied.  Phonics,  pronunciation,  definitions,  word  anlaysis, 
and  use  of  words  in  sentences  are  given  attention. 

READING:  Students  are  trained  in  oral  reading.  Each  mem- 
ber of  the  class  reads  aloud  frequently,  and  then  is  asked  to  tell  in 
his  own  words  what  he  has  read.  His  attitude,  voice,  naturalness,  and 
so  on,  are  commented  upon  that  he  may  overcome  bad  habits.  The 
class  aim  is  to  make  understanding  and  expression  go  hand  in  hand. 

GRAMMAR:  The  work  is  analytical  rather  than  constructive, 
and  is  designed  to  give  good  working  knowledge  of  the  English  sen- 
tence. Briefly  the  student  studies  the  construction,  the  inflection,  and 
the  parts  of  speech  of  words  in  a  sentence.  Only  the  essentials  are 
taught,  and  the  work  is  almost  never  abstract;  that  is,  every  construe- 
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tion,  inflection  and  part  of  speech  studied  is  taken  in  relation  to  the 
sentence. 

ENGLISH  COMPOSITION  AND  RHETORIC:  The  pur- 
pose here  is  to  teach  the  pupil  to  write  clearly,  correctly  and  effec- 
tively. Themes  are  required  every  week,  written  according  to  in- 
structions gleaned  from  the  text-book  and  the  teacher.  These  themes 
are  criticised  and  handed  back  to  the  pupil  for  correction ;  thus  the 
pupil  is  trained  to  plan,  write  and  revise.  Very  little  formal  rhetoric 
is  given,  hence  most  of  the  emphasis  is  upon  training  in  composition. 

LITERATURE  FOR  THE  COMMON  SCHOOLS:  This 
consists  of  a  careful  and  appreciative  study  of  some  of  the  classics  re- 
quired by  the  state  course  of  study  for  the  grades.  The  pupils'  atten- 
tion will  be  directed  particularly  to  the  thought  presented,  but  will 
be  directed  also  to  the  manner,  form,  and  beauty  of  the  presentation. 

ENGLISH  LITERATURE:  A  year  is  spent  in  a  very  gen- 
eral study  of  the  main  periods  of  English  literature,  with  the  aid  of 
a  text-book  and  suitable  classics  illustrating  the  literature  of  each 
period.  A  careful  study  will  be  made  of  each  of  the  classics  selected 
in  form,  thought,  and  authorship  as  well  as  period. 

ADVANCED  ENGLISH:  This  work  consists  of  an  intensive 
study  of  certain  classics  chosen  to  illustrate  the  different  types  of  liter- 
ature. The  different  forms  of  poetry,  the  drama,  the  novel,  and  the 
essay  will  be  analyzed  as  to  their  appropriateness  in  relation  to  the 
thought  and  purpose  of  the  type.  Some  attention  will  be  given  to 
authors  and  periods,  but  this  phase  will  be  secondary.  Essays  based 
upon  some  literary  topic  of  class  study  may  be  required  from  time  to 
time. 

AMERICAN  HISTORY:  The  work  aims  fundamentally  to 
give  a  knowledge  of  American  institutional  life.  To  this  end  the  sub- 
ject is  studied  under  three  main  heads :  ( i )  the  growth  of  European 
ideas  into  local  institution,  (2)  the  growth  of  local  institutions  into 
the  form  of  a  nation,  and  (3)  the  development  of  nationality.  An 
excellent  reference  library  is  used  as  an  aid  in  solving  the  problems 
arising  from  these  movements. 

ADVANCED  AMERICAN  HISTORY:  A  somewhat  inten- 
tive  study  of  colonial  development  in  relation  to  English  history  from 
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the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth.  In  the  latter  half  of  the  work  emphasis 
is  placed  on  the  great  problems  that  have  confronted  us  since  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  constitution,  such  as  the  relation  between  state  and 
feeral  governments,  the  functions  of  the  judiciar}/,  the  tariff,  slavery, 
recent  industrial  troubles,  etc.  Considerable  library  work  will  be 
required. 

GENERAL  HISTORY:  This  involves  a  brief  survery  of  the 
earliest  nations  of  antiquity;  a  more  detailed  study  of  Greece,  Rome, 
and  the  Teutonic  nations  to  the  Renaissance;  and  a  careful  study  of 
English  history.  Due  consideration  is  given  the  essential  facts  in  the 
rise,  development  and  downfall  of  the  nations  of  antiquity,  of  Greece 
and  Rome ;  the  beginnings  of  modern  European  nations ;  and  the  origin 
of  ideas  which  have  influenced  the  development  of  American  institu- 
tions. In  English  history  special  attention  is  given  to  the  elements 
which  formed  the  nation,  the  development  of  English  institutions,  and 
the  relation  of  these  to  American  institutions. 

MODERN  EUROPEAN  HISTORY:  The  object  is  to  trace 
the  development  of  the  great  European  powers,  especially  Italy,  France 
and  Germany,  since  the  fifteenth  century,  showing  the  operation  of 
the  forces  that  resulted  in  national  unity  and  the  growth  of  democ- 
racy. A  glimpse  at  the  life  and  achievements  of  other  nations  gives  the 
student  a  more  correct  conception  of  the  place  of  the  United  States  in 
world  history. 

(Ctvitrs  mi  ^nrtal  S^txmn 

CIVICS:  This  subject  is  taken  up  as  a  supplement  to  Ameri- 
can history.  Both  the  national  and  state  governments  are  studied.  The 
nature  of  our  national  government  and  its  development  from  colonial 
times  are  worked  out.  An  analysis  of  the  constitutions  is  made  for 
the  purpose  of  gaining  a  thorough  understanding  of  their  provisions. 
The  town,  city,  county  and  state  governments  of  North  Dakota  are 
considered  from  a  local  standpoint. 

SOCIAL  SCIENCE :  The  work  embraces  the  elementary  prin- 
ciples of  economics  and  sociology,  and  advanced  work  in  civics.  Econo- 
mics treats  briefly  of  economic  history ;  the  consumption,  production, 
exchange  and  distribution  of  wealth  ;  and  public  finance.  In  sociology 
the  origin,  grow^th,  structure  and  activities  of  society  under  certain  con- 
ditions are  traced.    In  the  advanced  civics  further  inquiry  is  made  into 
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the  nature  and  operation  of  the  machinery  of  our  government  than  is 
possibly  in  the  elementary  civics. 

GEOGRAPHY;  The  subject  is  dealt  w^ith  is^p^i^^l^^hysi- 
cal  and  commercial.  In  the  political  emphasis  is  placed  upon  qui?M^ 
made  blackboard  maps,  locations  of  cities,  states,  rivers,  and  products 
for  the  purpose  of  increasing  the  student's  general  ^kno^yledge  in  that 
direction.  The  physical  consists  of  a  study  of  ( i )  land  forms  which  are 
in  great  part  types,  accompanied  by  excursions  in  the  field  and  a  study 
of  the  topographical  maps  of  the  United  States  Geological  Survey; 
and  (2)  weather  and  climate  with  the  construction  and  explanation 
of  weather  maps.  In  the  commercial  geography  emphasis  is  placed 
upon  the  products,  industries,  and  commerce  of  the  United  States  and 
aspects  of  the  subjects. 

PHYSICS :  An  examination  of  the  nature,  causes,  and  effects 
of  physical  phenomena  and  a  study  of  the  application  of  the  prin- 
ciples of  physics  in  the  mechanical  a^^airs  of  modern  life.  Mechanics, 
heat,  light,  sound,  magnetism,  electricity,  and  radiant  energy  are  studied. 
A  limited  amount  of  laboratory  work  is  done. 

ZOOLOGY:  The  work  embraces  the  study  of  animal  forms 
from  the  simplest  to  the  most  complex — beginning  with  the  protozoa 
and  extending  through  the  sponges,  coelenterates,  worms,  moUusks, 
arthropoda,  echinoderms,  and  chordates.  Typical  varieties  of  each 
branch  are  dissected  and  studied  with  reference  to  both  anatomy  and 
function.  The  practical  and  economic  phase  is  emphasized.  The  labor- 
atory is  excellently  equipped  with  furniture,  aquaria,  dissecting  appar- 
atus and  microscopes. 

PHYSIOLOGY  AND  HYGIENE:  The  work  consists  of  ex- 
periments, study  of  slides  showing  the  structure  of  the  principal  tissues 
of  the  body,  observation  of  the  human  skeleton,  and  a  thorough  study 
of  a  typical  text-book.  Special  emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  study  of 
digestion,  respiration,  the  skin,  kidneys,  muscles,  and  nerves  as  related 
to  health.  In  the  course  for  rural  teachers  the  subject  is  given  a  more 
elementary  treatment  than  in  the  four-year  and  five-year  courses  where 
it  follows  two  terms'  work  in  Zoology, 

ARITHMETIC:    The  work  includes  a  study  of  the  topics  com- 
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prising  the  course  for  common  schools  together  with  a  treatment 
looking  to  the  preparation  of  teachers.  Much  material  is  taken  from 
the  local  industries  and  made  the  basis  of  problem  solving. 

ALGEBRA:  The  subject  is  studied  in  the  light  of  the  recent 
changes  made  by  leading  educators  and  the  subject  matter  through 
quadratics  is  mastered.  The  thought  that  algebra  is  of  value  only  as 
it  can  be  used  is  kept  uppermost  in  the  teaching.  This  necessitates  a 
careful  study  of  the  formulae  in  arithmetic,  physics,  etc.,  and  their 
solution. 

GEOMETRY:  The  method  of  study  is  partly  inductive  and 
largely  suggestive.  A  modern  text  is  followed  with  more  emphasis 
upon  the  exercises  than  upon  the  formal  proofs  until  late  in  the  work. 
The  student  m^ust  see  the  proposition  as  one  in  a  series  and  not  as  an 
isolated  fact.  The  application  of  geometric  truths  to  industries  is 
emphasized. 

ADVANCED  ALGEBRA:  This  work  includes  a  further  study 
of  the  topics  in  elementary  algebra  and  a  mastery  of  those  phases  of 
the  subject  usually  studied  in  college  algebra.  The  processes  will  be 
studied  for  themselves  with  a  view  to  preparing  students  for  more 
advanced  work  in  mathematics. 

TRIGONOMETRY  AND  SURVEYING:  The  subject-mat- 
ter studied  is  that  of  plane  and  spherical  trigonometry  and  of  surveying. 
Some  field  work  will  be  done  and  problems  in  navigation  will  be  in- 
cluded in  the  work. 

LATIN :  For  the  first  year  pronunciation,  quantity,  grammar, 
vocabulary,  reading  and  writing  easy  sentences,  word  and  sentence 
order,  translation,  and  reading  aloud.  Second  year — four  books  of 
Caesar  or  the  equivalent,  grammatical  study,  prose,  composition,  sight 
translation,  and  historical  setting.  Third  year — Cicero's  orations.  In 
Catalinam,  De  Imperio,  and  Pro  Archia,  and  Roman  life  and  institu- 
tions. 

GERMAN :  For  the  first  year  pronunciation,  grammar,  con- 
versation, composition  and  the  reading  of  Im  Vaterland  and  Immensee. 
Second  year — prose  composition  and  the  reading  of  William  Tell, 
Hermann  and  Dorothea,  and  Die  Journalisten.  Third  year — prose 
composition  and  selected  classics. 
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These  subjects  are  so  designated  because  they  determine  the  names 
of  the  differen  special  courses.  Each  subject  is  described  as  required 
for  its  special  course,  but  the  description  includes  the  work  as  offered 
in  any  other  course.  Classes  that  are  formed  in  the  special  subjects 
in  the  general  courses  are  combined,  as  far  as  possible,  with  those 
formed  in  these  subjects  in  the  special  courses. 

AGRICULTURE.  The  subject  is  introduced  with  a  half-year's 
study  of  botany  involving  the  structure  and  physiology  of  seed  plants ; 
the  morphology,  evolution,  and  classification  of  plants ;  and  a  brief 
treatment  of  economic  botany.  The  work  in  agriculture  proper  in- 
cludes a  detailed  study  of  the  following  general  topics — nature  and 
formation  of  soils,  physical  properties  and  the  classification  of  soils, 
soil  moisture  and  tillage,  soils  as  related  to  plants,  leguminous  plants, 
principles  of  feeding,  rotation  of  crops,  propagation  of  plants,  pruning 
of  plants,  plant  enemies,  farm  animals,  and  milk  and  its  care.  Prac- 
tically all  of  the  subject  is  taught  through  the  laboratory  and  the 
school  garden. 

DOMESTIC  SCIENCE:  The  work  here  is  divided  into  three 
main  phases — sewing,  cooking  and  house-keeping.  Under  sewing  the 
chief  things  taken  up  are  materials,  rugs,  weaving,  stitches,  hand  sewing, 
plain  machine  sewing  and  pattern  and  garment  making.  Cooking  covers 
such  topics  as  food  principles,  practical  cooking,  and  dietetics ;  planning, 
preparing  and  serving  meals;  and  sick-room  cookery  in  connection  with 
nursing.  House-keeping  includes  care  of  a  home,  sanitation,  laundry 
work,  and  entertaining.  A  special  place  is  given  to  a  consideration 
of  the  subject  as  it  should  be  taught  in  the  public  schools. 

MANUAL  TRAINING:  This  subject  covers  hand-work  for 
the  grades,  wood  and  sheet-metal  work  for  high  schools,  and  mechani- 
cal drawing.  Special  emphasis  is  placed  upon  such  things  as  are 
adapted  to  the  primary,  intermediate,  and  grammar  departments  and 
the  methods  of  teaching  them.  The  wood  work  begins  with  thin  con- 
struction and  extends  through  joining,  cabinet-making,  turning,  and 
methods  of  finishing  and  polishing.  In  the  sheet-metal  work  such 
materials  as  tin,  brass,  and  copper  are  handled.  Many  of  the  exer- 
cises consist  of  making  useful  articles  for  home  and  school  room.  Stu- 
dents may  keep  these  articles  by  paying  for  the  materials  used.  Manual 
training  courses  and  equipment,  and  the  history  and  literature  of  the 
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subject  are  studied.  Attention  is  given  throughout  to  the  conditions 
under  which  the  work  must  be  handled  in  the  public  schools. 

MUSIC:  The  major  scale  and  its  intervals  are  analyzed  and 
the  scale  progressions  are  worked  out.  The  various  forms  of  the  minor 
scale,  as  well  as  chromatics,  in  all  keys  are  studied  and  practiced  until 
easily  recognized  and  written.  Rhythm  in  undivided,  evenly  divided, 
and  unevenly  divided  beats  is  presented  in  order.  Elementary  harmony, 
musical  form,  and  the  history  of  music  are  studied.  Students  are  made 
familiar  with  the  lives  and  the  works  of  great  composers  both  classic 
and  modern.  A  chorus  including  all  the  students  of  the  school  has 
practice  two  to  three  times  a  week  in  part  singing  and  sight  reading 
and  is  a  strong  factor  in  familiarizing  the  students  with  standard 
choral  compositions.  Special  methods  and  devices  to  be  used  in  public 
school  work  are  given  in  all  the  various  phases  of  the  subject  and  stu- 
dents are  given  an  opportunity  to  put  them  into  practice  before  a  class. 
As  much  attention  is  given  to  the  development  of  individual  voices  as 
class  instruction  permits.  Students  who  want  more  individual  atten- 
tion than  the  school  can  give  and  who  desire  private  lessons  in  either 
oral  or  instrumental  music,  can  easily  be  accommodated  at  moderate 
rates  by  private  teachers  in  the  community. 

DRAWING:  Form,  direction  of  lines,  light  and  shade,  color 
and  texture  of  surface  form  the  basis  of  the  work.  Elementary  work 
in  water  color  and  India  ink  is  given  as  well  as  regular  pencil  and 
charcoal  sketching.  Type  forms  with  immediate  application  to  com- 
mon objects,  landscape,  local  plant  forms,  and  bulb  flowers,  plaster 
casts,  and  human  poses  furnish  material  for  study.  There  is  practice 
of  blackboard  drawing  and  in  decorative  design  from  the  standpoints 
of  both  form  and  color.  The  study  of  the  human  figure  advances  to 
facial  features  and  expression.  Elementary  clay-modeling  is  practiced 
and  there  is  a  study  of  the  laws  of  composition  as  shown  in  the  works 
of  the  great  artists  and  the  illustrations  in  standard  magazines.  There 
is,  also,  a  brief  outline  of  the  history  of  art  with  illustrations  from  the 
best  work  of  each  epoch.  Industrial  drawing  including  constructive 
design  and  working  plans  with  the  use  of  mechanical  drawing  instru- 
ments is  included  for  those  who  do  not  take  the  work  in  manual  train- 
ing. 

EXPRESSION :  The  aim  of  this  work  is  to  develop  imagina- 
tion,   sympathy,    concentration,  and  continuity  of  thinking;  to  culti- 
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vate  a  love  and  appreciation  of  literature  and  to  make  these  the  vital 
basis  of  the  art  of  reading;  to  present  proper  methods  of  dealing  with 
the  vocal  interpretation  of  various  forms  of  literature ;  to  correct  de- 
fects of  articulation,  enunciation  and  pronunciation  and  acquire  for  the 
student  correct  and  cultured  speech ;  to  bring  out  the  latent  power  and 
beauty  of  the  voice;  and  to  develop  such  resonance,  flexibility  and  sym- 
pathy as  will  make  the' voice  a  fit  medium  for  the  expression  of  thought. 

The  work  consists  of  (a)  drills  in  phonics,  articulation,  and  pro- 
nunciation, and  a  study  of  the  English  sounds  with  reference  to  the 
action  of  the  organs  used  in  forming  them,  (b)  tasks  in  interpretation, 
demanding  and  understanding  of  time,  pitch,  inflection,  phrasing,  clear- 
ness and  directness  in  expression,  (c)  logical  relation  of  ideas,  modes 
of  emphasis,  conditions  and  qualities  of  tone ;  the  use  of  the  body  in 
expression ;  story-telling  as  a  preparation  for  public  school  work,  dra- 
matization of  stories,  and  the  presentation  of  simple  plays,  and  (d) 
orations — ^both  English  and  American — extemporaneous  speaking  and 
memory  gems.  Special  attention  will  be  given  to  the  more  extreme 
defects  of  speech  such  as  lisping,  mouthing  and  stammering. 

PHYSICAL  CULTURE:  The  purposes  are:  (a)  to  secure 
the  higheest  degree  of  physical  efficiency  and  bodily  symmetry;  to  stim- 
ulate and  strengthen  the  co-ordinate  faculties  and  establish  the  proper 
relation  between  the  mental  and  physical  powers;  (b)  to  give  the 
ability  to  recognize  and  correct  faults  of  posture  or  growth  and  to 
prevent  the  abnormalities  of  the  sitting  and  standing  positions  charac- 
teristic of  the  school  room;  (c)  tO'  qualify  students  to  direct  and  con- 
duct school  gymnastics,  games  and  athletics. 

The  work  is  based  upon  the  Swedish  Ling  system.  It  includes 
(a)  practical  talks  upon  personal  hygiene,  (b)  instruction  and  exercises, 
(c)  squad  and  class  drills,  (d)  rhythmic  exercises  and  aesthetic  move- 
ments, (e)  corrective  gymnastics,  (f)  the  use  of  apparatus  such  as 
the  German  horse,  Swedish  boom,  ladder,  stall  bars,  etc.,  and  also  drill 
with  lighter  apparatus  such  as  dumb  bells,  Indian  clubs,  wands  and 
balls;  and  (g)  formal  games  which  afford  relaxation  and  at  the  same 
time  develop  alertness,  spontaneity,  and  a  spirit  of  comradeship.  Basket- 
ball, tennis  and  hockey  are  played  in  their  seasons. 
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The  normal  school  has  made  an  earnest  effort,  since  these  courses 
were  authorized  four  years  ago,  to  develop  reasonably  sized  classes  in 
them,  but  without  success.  The  one  and  only  reason  for  this  unfor- 
tunate result  is  that  the  state  law  makes  so  little  difference  between 
the  certificate  values  of  the  diplomas  from  the  advanced  course^  and 
those  from  the  four-year  and  one-year  elementary  courses,  that  there 
is  no  sufficient,  practical  inducement  to  students  to  prefer  the  advanced 
to  the  elementary  diplomas.  The  strongest  reasons  that  can  at  present 
be  urged  for  students'  preferring  the  advanced  diplomas  are  that  these 
diplomas  mean  better  preparation  and  that  they  are  given  more  certi- 
ficate recognition  in  other  states.  Both  of  these  reasons  are  insufficient 
and  ought  to  be  so,  for  a  thing  of  only  ideal  value  is  of  the  lease  value 
and  the  normal  school  is  not  concerned  with  the  training  of  teaciicrs 
for  other  states.  Under  present  conditions  it  is  next  to  useless  to 
continue  effort  to  get  students  to  take  the  advanced  courses,  nnd  it  is 
no  more  business-like  than  educational  to  continue  to  maintain  classes 
of  only  two  or  three  students  in  these  courses  at  a  cost  as  great  as  that 
of  keeping  up  other  classes  ten  times  as  large.  The  normal  school 
announces,  therefore,  that  its  advanced  courses  will  not  be  offered  dur- 
ing 1914-15.  At  the  same  time  it  urges  upon  the  next  legislature  the 
prime  importance  of  so  changing  the  present  law  that  enough  practical, 
certificate  value  may  be  given  the  diplomas  from  the  advanced  courses 
to  lead  students  to  desire  them  and,  in  that  way,  to  enable  the  normal 
schools  of  North  Dakota  to  successfully  ofiFer  the  respectable,  standard 
courses  of  study  so  offered  by  normal  schools  in  other  states.
